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NOTICE IN WRITING OF CHANGE OF RULES 


By Mr. Boswell : 

Notice is hereby given as provided by Rule 51 of the Rules of the 
House that on tomorrow the following amendment to the Rules of the 
House will be offered for adoption. 


That the Rules of the House be amended by adding Rule 59, as 
follows: 


Rule 59. When taking the yeas and nays on any question to be 
voted upon, the electrical roll call system, so-called, may be used, and, 
when so used, shall have the same force and effect as a roll call taken 
as otherwise provided in these rules. 


When the House is ready to vote upon any question requiring a roll 
call and the vote is to be taken by the electrical roll call system, the 
Speaker shall announce: 


“The question is on the passage of (designating the matter to be 
voted upon). All in favor of such question shall vote ‘yea’; all op- 
posed shall vote ‘nay’. The House will now proceed to vote.” 


When sufficient time has been allowed the members to vote, the 
Speaker shall announce: “Have all voted?’ And, after a short pause, 
he shall say: “The Clerk shall proceed to record the vote.” 


The Clerk immediately small start the vote-recording equipment, 
and when the vote is completely recorded, shall advise the Speaker of 
the result, and the Speaker shall advise the House. The Clerk shall 
enter upon the Journal the result in the manner provided by the rules 
of the House. 


Any member shall be privileged to vote or change his vote, after the 
vote recording equipment has started to operate, by rising in his seat 
and announcing his vote before the result of the vote has been announced 
by the Speaker. 

No member shall vote for another member ; nor shall any person not 
a member cast a vote for a member. In addition to such penalties as may 
be prescribed by law, any member who shall vote or attempt to vote for 
another member may be punished in such manner as the House may 
determine. If a person not a member shall vote or attempt to vote for 
any member, he shall be barred from the floor of the House for the re- 
mainder of the session and may be punished further in such manner as 
the House may deem proper in addition to such punishment as may be 
prescribed by law.

JOINT SESSION 


The hour of 12:45 o’clock having arrived, and in accordance with 
H. J. R. 4, the Senate and House met in the Hall of the House. . 


The Hon. Chauncey Sparks, Governor of the State of: Alabama, ap- 
peared and addressed the Joint Session of the Legislature of the State 
of Alabama as follows: 


MESSAGE OF THE GOVERNOR 
To the Senate and House of Representatives: 


Section 123 of the Constitution of Alabama provides that “The 
governor shall, from time to time, give to the legislature informa- 
tion of the state of the government, and recommend for its con- 
sideration such measures as he may deem expedient”. In obedience 
to that command, I am submitting to you a report of the condi- 
tion of our State, including its accomplishments in the last two 
years, and am recommending, for your consideration, such meas- 
ures as appear to me expedient at this time. 

During the whole of this administration, our country has been 
engaged in a world-shaking conflict. Alabama has participated in 
this conflict and has made a large contribution of manpower, mate- 
rial, and products. We now see the rainbow of victory. We can 
all expect that it will not be long until this conflict is completed 
successfully. 
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Alabama.is proud of the part she has played in this crisis. Her 
people have been patriotic, :willing to sacrifice, active in their labor. 
They have:been eager to produce both industrial and farm prod- 
ucts and to make large contributions to every agency and oppor- 
tunity offered in this war effort. There are and will be grief and 
sorrow, inevitable results of war. Many a home will have a vacant 
chair as a constant reminder of the urgent necessity for the civil- 
ized nations of the world to make desperate efforts toward accom- 
plishing everlasting peace. We have high hopes that our nation 
will take leadership in this cause, help bring the world to a realiza- 
tion of the utter futility and destructiveness of war, and aid in 
creating a desire for universal and continuing peace. - . 

The very existence of this conflict has brought about unusual 
financial conditions in the State’s government, as well as in all 
private. and individual budgets. There has been tremendous in- 
crease in retail sales, in employment, in opportunity. for work, in 
wages, in demand for agricultural products and manufactured com- 
modities, and in bank clearings and deposits. So much is this true 
that Alabama has been prosperous beyond any reasonable ex- 
pectation. 


FINANCES 


Revenue statutes on the books when we came into office have 
produced more income than a reasonable estimate would have 
forecast. Consequently, there has been gathering in the treasury an 
excess of receipts over appropriations which has caused surpluses 
in various funds. Many of these surpluses are large; some are 
relatively small. The receipts have not been spent for operations, 
principally because they were not anticipated on a basis of expe- 
rience and the records of the past. Looking frankly at the future, 
we are not encouraged to believe that our revenues will continue 
indefinitely at the high level which produced these surpluses. Our 
knowledge and experience force us to regard these surpluses as 
nonrecurring. 

The time has passed for the use of these excess revenues for 
operating costs. They either should be used to pay debts or 
should be turned into physical construction for the improvement of 
the agencies and services of our State—for education, eleemosynary 
care, facilities to promote agriculture, and other desirable pur- 
poses. They should not be used now for operations because of our 
inability, when normal times return, to sustain the standard thus 
established without additional and burdensome taxation. 
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All highway funds are dedicated specially to the. payment of 
debts and the construction and maintenance of roads and bridges. 
The surplus there accumulated is not considered in remarks made 
before or in the following recommendations. It accumulated ‘only 
because we did not have the opportunity of acquiring material 
and labor to do needed construction. 

I present for your consideration the faliowines 

(a) I recommend that the General Fund surplus be’ set aside 
as a building fund dedicated to constructions appointed, in gen- 
eral terms, by the Legislature and committed to a commission, 
consisting of State officers and members of your respective bodies, 
with authority to allot, contract for, and supervise the: construction 
of buildings which may be necessary in the operation of the State’s 
functions. This commission should consist of such officers and 
such members of your respective bodies as you may deem best, 
and to it should be appropriated funds from all. surpluses, to be 
used in accordance with instructions from you. 

Twelve million dollars of the monies now in the Special Ed- 
ucational Trust Fund Surplus Account should be removed from this 
fund and made available to the building commission for the sole 
purpose of improving our educational facilities. She amount to 
be spent on institutions of higher learning and all education other 
than the primary and secondary schools should be limited to a 
certain percentage. The remaining four million dollars at present 
in this surplus fund should be retained as a reserve to be used to 
support the current operating program during the next two years 
in case tax revenues should decrease. 

The surplus of the General Fund, which was placed in the War 
Emergency Fund created by Act No. 185, approved June 18, 1943, 
Acts of 1943, page 169, together with accumulated surplus in the 
_ General Fund as of October 1, 1945, should be transferred to the 
building commission for such uses as the Legislature may des- 
ignate. The War Emergency Council ceases as of May 30, 1945. 
None of the money allotted to it, or which it was authorized to use, 
has been spent. In fact, the Council has. had no meeting and has 
had no occasion to exercise the authority you delegated to it. I 
recommend that the Legislature not cover this War: Emergency 
Fund surplus into the General Fund and that the surplus be ap- 
propriated to the building commission for uses before ‘stated. 
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(b) I recommend for your consideration a constitutional 
amendment removing the limitations upon the use of the income 
tax, after it has accomplished the purposes for which it was levied, 
‘the retirement of the floating indebtedness as of October 1, 1932. 
A sufficient sum from the income tax has been set aside and in- 
vested, under your direction, in United States government bonds to 
retire the principal of the outstanding income tax bonds. There 
will be additional surplus in the Income Tax Fund as of October 
1, 1945. I recommend that this additional surplus be used to 
provide a sinking fund for the principal of what is known as our 
Old Bonded Debt (or Reconstruction Bonds), amounting, at this 
time, to $8,500,000. When these bonds have been provided for out 
of the surplus in the Income Tax Fund accrued as of October 1, 
1945, and such additional amounts as have been or may be appro- 
priated from the surplus in the General Fund, then I recommend 
that you provide for a continuation of reimbursement for home- 
stead exemptions from the income tax and that the remainder or 
surplus therein, over and above requirements of carrying charges 
on our Income Tax Bonds, costs of collection of the income tax, 
and reimbursement for exemption of homesteads now provided, be 
placed in the General Fund of the state to be appropriated by you 
to such services as you think proper. 

We are all anxious to get rid of these old bonds which have 
cost us in interest many times the amount of the principal. If we 
can accomplish this out of the surplus in the Income Tax Fund 
as of October 1, 1945, and an additional amount from the General 
Fund surplus, if necessary, then we will have rendered the State 
a two-fold service—the payment of the debt and the cutting of 
ties between the present and future and a regretful past. Any 
amendment proposed or statute passed by you should provide 
that an investment of monies as a sinking fund to liquidate out- 
standing bonds when they mature shall be considered in law a 
payment of debt. 

It will be gratifying to know that, with the liquidation of the 
Reconstruction Bonds, the Income Tax Bonds, and recurring an- 
nual payments on highway, bridge, and Port of Mobile Bonds, 
this administration will have reduced the State’s net bonded in- 
debtedness from $56,873,500.00 to $35,071,500.00 by the end of its 
term, or a net reduction of $21,802,000.00.

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(c) Our local units of government, the counties and cities, 
because of limited taxing power, often are strained to carry on 
adequate functions and services. In addition to this limitation, 
many of them are over-indebted for local improvements and facili- 
ties and are required to spend a considerable portion of their cur- 
rent revenues on debts. 

I recommend that the Division of Local Finance in the Depart- 
ment of Finance be strengthened to the end that it may be more 
helpful to the local units by providing technical advice and control 
in matters of incurring indebtedness and of retiring indebtedness. 

(d) At Mobile we have a facility which has added much to 
the economic development of our State—the State Docks. From 
time to time, as conditions require, these docks must be repaired 
and expanded. We have no right to pledge the credit of the State 
to accomplish this worthy purpose, and, consequently, we must 
provide ways and means of utilizing the income, or resources, of 
the docks for such expansion as may be necessary. I, therefore, 
recommend for your consideration an act granting, within con- 
stitutional limitations, authority for the Department of State Docks 
and Terminals to pledge revenue from a part or all of its facili- 
ties to liquidate indebtedness incurred for repairs and expansion. 

(e) There is in the State Treasury much money which is 
unused because it is dedicated to particular trust obligations. This 
includes money in the State Insurance Fund, the Tax Token Re- 
demption Fund, School Indemnity Land Sales Fund, and perhaps 
others. Some of these funds are required to be invested and now 
are invested in low-yield bonds. I recommend for your considera- 
tion that a corporation be created to utilize these funds for ade- 
quate office buildings on the capitol grounds, that the State obli- 
gate itself to pay, from rentals to State agencies or otherwise, cur- 
rent interest on the amount any fund may invest in such buildings, 
and that the funds have a lien on the building for the principal 
obligations. In this way the State will be enabled to utilize for 
needed improvements monies which are now lying idle or invested 
in low-interest-yield bonds. 

(f) In 1923 the Legislature created what is known as the State 
Insurance Fund. Since that time, the State has been carrying a 
considerable portion of its insurance, and its experiences have been 
very good. Not only has the State not used any part of the original 
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one ‘hundred thousand. dollars:appropriated, but, on the other hand, 
it has accumulated a surplus exceeding $771,860.00 and also has re- 
turned to the State more than two million dollars in savings on 
insurance premiums. I recommend that this insurance fund be 
extended to include all kinds of relationships in which the State 
requires insurance, bonds, or workmen’s compensation. Not only 
should it include the State’s property, but also opportunity should 
be given to the counties and cities and ‘institutions of the State 
to use this fund if and when the Department of Finance thinks 
the fund strong enough and recommends that its coverage be 
broadened. Insurance and bonds, whether contractual or fiduciary, 
should be written by the State or handled through the insurance 
division of the Department of Finance. 


EDUCATION 


(a) Education has attained a higher level of support during 
the past biennium than at any other time in the history of Ala- 
bama. This is as gratifving, I know, to you as it is to me, for 
we recognize the primary nature of education in a democracy 
and the urgent necessity for training and educating our boys and 
girls for their position in modern life. Of course, we recognize 
that all of our efforts fall short of need. We could use effectively 
much more than is possible for us to give in equipping our educa- 
tional facilities, in paying our teachers higher salaries, and in im- 
proving transportation facilities, 

But we should make every effort to give to education all current 
funds available so that it may provide a higher standard of teach- 
er pay and better facilities, better transportation, and additional 
specialized and vocational training. 

The Department of Education has asked for an increase of ap- 
propriations to cover the current needs of education for the next 
two years. I hope some way will be found to accede to the depart- 
ment’s request and make available to it what, in its opinion, is 
necessary to carry on a standard of education currently needed. 
If the income tax is placed in the General Fund and you are 
permitted to appropriate therefrom to education and other serv- 
ices, it is entirely possible that we can attain this desirable geal. 

(b) Much discussion of what is known as regional education 
has been going on for some years. We find on consideration of 
this device that it is necessary for States which, as does Alabama, 
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have a two-race school system, generally limited educational: facil- 
ities, and moderate money resources. Until such time as Alabama 
will be securely equipped financially. to make its system com- 
plete, I think it wise for the Legislature to consider the utilization 
of educational opportunities offered by our neighboring States in 
turn for opportunities in different fields offered by our own State 
to our neighbors. To that end, therefore, I recommend that you 
_pass, or give consideration to, two acts: (1) appropriating a contin- 
gent sum -of. approximately twenty-five thousand dollars to the 
State Board of Education for use in allotting to educational in- 
stitutions of other States for service along these lines or for provid- 
ing scholarships for those entitled to opportunities which the State 
does not offer; and (2) permitting the State Board of Education 
to negotiate and enter into contracts with other States, or their 
departments and institutions, on a reciprocal basis whereby Ala- 
bama can acquire facilities for education subject to small demand 
without having itself to build expensive institutions. 

(c) You created an Educational Survey Commission at your 
last session. The members of the Commission were appointed reg- 
ularly by me and have continued their work until the first of 
May, 1945. The Commission’s report was made to me on March 1, 
1945, as the law required, and is now being printed. I recommend 
that we all study this report which I consider one of the best ever 
provided in Alabama and which gives us vital information about 
our educational condition. Such study will enable us to provide, 
through legislation, those necessary improvements which the Com- 
mission recommends. 

One particular thing the Commission recommends, and which, 
in my judgment, is basic and, when obtained, will lead to the ac- 
complishment of many of its recommendations, is that the Leg- 
islature create one board to supervise all educational activities of 
the State from the primary schools through the institutions of 
higher learning. This board should be given the authority to name 
a director of education or an executive secretary, in lieu of the 
presently elected State Superintendent of Education. It should be 
permitted to staff itself adequately for research, for study, for plan- 
ning, for architectual designing, for recommendations to the Leg- 
islature, for coordination of the work of education, for prevention 
of duplications and overlapping, and, in general, for exercising a 
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directive and supervisory control over all educational activities in 
Alabama. This board should be created constitutionally in order 
that it may be freed as nearly as possible from politics and from 
constant change. Probably nine members would be adequate, to be 
appointed in some way for long and staggered terms, with no 
administration permitted to appoint more than four members with- 
in any four-year period. Such legislative provisions should be en- 
acted as will permit the board to function and, at the same time, 
will place upon it severe obligations and responsibilities that will 
guarantee proper performance of the duties imposed by the Leg- 
islature. With such a board we would have one continuous edu- 
cational process in Alabama from the first grade virough our high- 
est institution of learning. 

The creating of this board does not contemplate the abolishing 
of existing constitutional and statutory boards for institutions of 
higher learning. These boards can be retained to function in the 
management and control of their respective institutions, as the 
law now provides. The board recommended by the Commission 
would have a broader field of service in coordinating education as 
a whole, and in planning and effecting a consolidated educational 
system from the lowest to the highest level. In the light of our 
experience the value of such a board and its opportunity to pro- 
vide an integrated system of education for Alabama will readily 
appear to you. 

For after all, education is one process. Too small a portion of 
our children goes through the sixth grade; a much smaller num- 
ber finishes the twelfth grade; and still a much smaller number 
enters any kind of college. This condition should be improved at 
least. I recognize that the ultimate goal of a college education 
for all of our boys and girls is still a dream, but I think some day 
the State will consider providing it. Then we will have a higher 
level of educational attainment among all our people. So long as 
we divide our activities into groups, each group seeking support 
at the Legislature’s hands and pleading for its interest alone, just 
that long we will not have that continuity and coordination so 
essential to a complete educational program. Alabama has been 
trying to obtain continuity and coordination for several years: 
first, through the State Council of Education; and, second, through 
the State Board of Education. Neither of these has functioned 
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well nor in the way we hoped due to limitations which will readily 
appear to even the casual observer. In creating any kind of edu- 
cational board, we should endeavor to steer clear of the pitfalls of 
the past, profit by experience, and create an agency, if possible, 
which will do the job we contemplate and secure the results which, 
if accomplished, would mean so much to education in Alabama. 


PUBLIC WELFARE 


May I congratulate you upon an advanced step in the public 
welfare work of this State! We are today spending in State, Fed- 
eral, and local monies approximately $8,600,000.00 for public wel- 
fare in Alabama—aid to the aged, to the blind, to the handicapped, 
to dependent children, to the crippled. It is a worthy undertaking. 
I hope the Legislature can find other funds to dedicate to an in- 
creased program in the fields of service which I have just named. 

We also should branch out in our thinking. We should look 
forward to the health of our people, to hospital facilities, clinics, 
nursing homes, and other things which we shall need to incorpo- 
rate in our public welfare service. Health is vital. Next to educa- 
tion it is probably one of the most essential functions of govern- 
ment. We are today building in Birmingham a medical school 
based upon the high conception that the profession of medicine 
is a public service. We must integrate with that thought our pro- 
gram of regional hospitals, for both pay and indigent patients, 
nursing homes for the indigent aged who have no one to care for 
them, clinics for detecting and preventing diseases, homes for crip- 
pled children, and other activities which will bring our people to a 
higher plane of health and happiness. We shall not have the funds 
to do all we would like; but I know of no better time to begin than 
through this Legislature, which has a true conception of public 
welfare needs and services. 


AGRICULTURE 


You have done much for agriculture. The fruits of these ef- 
forts are beginning to ripen. You are entitled to the commenda- 
tion of the people of this State for your statesmanlike approach to 
the problems of agriculture and for your continued study in this 
field. 

We have provided market study, construction of markets, éx- 
periment stations, research in animal husbandry, and construction 
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.of.farm-to-market roads. All, these are great steps. forward. But 
we have not solved all. of our agricultural. problems. Many things 
“yet possible should be accomplished to the end that. we ‘may raise 
agriculture, our basic economy, to the highest plane possible. 

I.call your attention to one problem,, and that is the farm. ten- 
ancy which is so prevalent in the South. Until this. problem has 
been, at least, solved reasonably, we cannot expect a very high 
level of agricultural economy. Much study has been given to this 
problem ‘by: the nation.and by economists ‘and by :leaders: every- 
where. Your own committee has given study to it. You recognize 
the need and its urgency, and: I recommend-that you tndertake 
to pass laws which will bring about some relief and improvement 
for both the landlord and the tenant... 0 re est 

‘Livestock production. rapidly is sabes one’ of : éhie principal 
agricultural activities of our people. In no field of agriculture. is 
improvement so marked as it-is in the development of. better. live- 
stock. We should encourage every possible movement to improve 
and increase the raising of livestock in Alabama...To that end, facil- 
ities that .will spread information .of experimental.and research - ef- 
forts and of facts and truths found to be helpful’ are essential. I, 
therefore, recommend for your consideration the building, or your 
‘permission to the building by the building commission, when and if 
created, of a central facility for the exhibition of products of 
.animal husbandry and also products of cur soil and fields, our 
forests, our mines, and our industries. I consider this proposal to be 
one of the advanced steps we should take at this time, when we have 
available funds for such purposes. The best way to teach is to 
illustrate, to depict, to show the actual results. I know of no better 
way of inoculating our people with the desire to improve their farm 
life, farm economy, per-acre yield, and quality of products than to 
show them what success in these fields others are having. Prop- 
erly conceived and constructed, a facility for such purposes would 
be of immeasurable value to all the people of our State. 

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC SAFETY 

Alabama is spending a great deal of money on law enforcement. 
In our effort to produce a reasonably good law enforcement record, 
we have created too many agencies. There should be consolida- 
tion. There should be uniform control.in the interest of efficiency 
and economy. 
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We have in Alabama today; in name only, a “Department of 

Public Safety”. No details of this department’s. organization. and 
none ‘of its duties are mentioned in the law. The statutes only 
provide that the State Highway Patrol shall be under the direction 
of.the Director of Public Safety. 
... I think it is ‘possible to consolidate in this department many of 
the law enforcement agencies and activities of the State which have 
related purposes and objectives. To this end, I recommend, for 
your consideration, placing under the Department of Public Safety 
the. following agencies of our law enforcement setup: 

1. The State Highway. Patrol. 

2. All enforcement of prohibition laws and of the Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Act, now under the Alabama Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Board, except perhaps licensing, which 
should be left with the Board. 

- 8. The State Toxicologist. 

In ‘this recommendation; I donot ‘mean that the Highway Pa- 

trol, which has established such. an excellent record in this State, 
should be put into general law etiforcement activities; but I do 
think the Highway Patrol can be made a division of the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety and, in cooperation and coordination with 
all other enforcement agencies, be very helpful in reducing the cost 
and increasing the efficiency of all law enforcement efforts. 
:* <The Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board is a merchan- 
dising body. It is not a law enforcement agency. It should have 
never been required to police something which it sells. The polic- 
ing should have been left to another department of the State. The 
logical place for the enforcement unit of the Alabama Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Board is in the Department of Public Safety. 
The present policing efforts on the part of the Board are directed 
at the enforcement of existing prohibition statutes principally in 
the dry counties and considerably less in the few wet counties. 

The office of State Toxicologist is but a laboratory investigat- 
ing service for detection of crime. There is in the present High- 
way Patrol another investigating organization. We do not need 
both of them, each working separately and often jealously. The 
State Toxicologist should be placed under the Department of 
Public Safety and consolidated: with whatever investigation the 
Highway Patrol now undertakes. 
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STATE GUARD 


Since the National Guard has been called into the service of 
the United States, we have established and used as a public se- 
curity agency a State Guard. As you know, this State Guard ex- 
pires as soon as the National Guard returns. I think some pro- 
vision should be made for a continuation of the State Guard for 
a longer périod and for its dissolution only at such time as the 
National Guard can be reinstated with full effect. Otherwise we 
shall have no public security organization at a time when we may 
need it very much. I, therefore, recommend for your considera- 
tion a statute increasing the life of the present State Guard or 
permitting it to continue until the National Guard again becomes 
effective. 

RETURNING VETERANS 


Alabama has many scores of thousands of men and women in 
the present war. They have done a valiant job, rendering ex- 
cellent service to our country and deserve every favorable con- 
sideration at our hands. We will not be able, perhaps, to give them 
bonuses or pensions, and I doubt they would ask either, but we 
ought to be, and should place ourselves, in position to give them 
service. 

There will be tremendous dislocation when this war is over. 
The returning soldier who began a career perhaps at eighteen will 
have reached maturity, will have had strange and unusual expe- 
riences, and will need to be reoriented and furnished some kind 
of guidance and assistance. The Federal government may under- 
take to do some or much of what is needed. I do think, however, 
there is a field of service for the State and that the job, in reality, 
is a State function. 

To that end, I recommend the creation of a State veterans as- 
sistance department and, through this department, the organiza- 
tion of local service commissioners, either one in each county or 
one in a group of counties, so that our returning veterans may be 
assisted adequately and properly in securing all rights they may 
have as veterans of this war. In this way we will relieve the 
counties of the present burden of providing service commission- 
ers. To operate the service recommended at the State and local 
levels will require appropriation by you of a considerable sum. 
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I think such provision is as little as we can do for our return- 
ing veterans, and I think that some of the future income from the 
income tax could not be put to better use. 


STATE TIMBER AND HUNTING PRESERVES 


We lack adequate recreational facilities in Alabama. We have 
wonderful opportunity for game and fish culture and development. 
Much of our land is unused but is capable of producing abundant 
timber crops. Timber is a resource which today is making a very 
large contribution to Alabama’s total income. We do not have 
adequate protection of this resource. We have been trying to 
prevent fires and careless and extravagant use, and, while we have 
achieved some results, we have not accomplished nearly all that 
the conditions require. 

There is a field in which the State perhaps can be helpful. 
Much of our land has been worn out and is unfit for agriculture. 
It is marginal and sub-marginal but it will produce timber and 
game. I recommend that you consider provisions whereby the 
State may, from time to time, buy tracts of land for timber de- 
velopment and for public hunting preserves and game propagation, 
and I recommend that the cost of purchases be paid from the use 
of the lands and the periodic sale of timber. Such an undertaking 
will not be a drain upon the treasury of the State but will be in 
the nature of a self-liquidating project. If the lands are selected 
carefully and wisely, the growth of timber will probably repay the 
total capital investment in twenty years.. In the meantime, the 
State can afford to pay the cost of supervision and interest on the 
outstanding and unpaid purchase prices. 


PUBLIC LANDS 


The State has an interest in a considerable quantity of land, 
such as park lands, school lands, salt spring lands, over- 
flow lands, tidewater lands, and tax lands. Besides, many 
institutions of the State hold large bodies of land. There is no 
central office in the State which gathers statistics or has any ad- 
visory or supervisory control over these lands. They are handled 
by various departments, and past experience demonstrates this 
method is loose and wasteful. 

I recommend for your consideration the creation of one agency 
to handle all lands except possibly tax lands, which are changing 
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so constantly that it might be unwise to remove their. control from 
the Department of Revenue.. Such control and supervision .as you 
think proper should be placed in this agency. Jt may be that some 
institutions are better qualified to handle their lands, but I do 
think the agency should have an inventory of and keep up with 
the utilization of these lands, including their sale and rental and the 
application of the proceeds therefrom, if for no other réason than 
for record. purposes. And there is much that this central agency 
can do in. inventorying, appraising, supervising, renting, selling, 
cruising, surveying, and protecting timber on public: land which is 
now being neglected. 


REGISTRATION AND VOTING 


In 1901 the people of Alabama undertook to rid themselves of 
an intolerable situation. In the Constitution of that year were 
placed many provisions in reference to the franchise and the reg- 
istration of voters. These provisions were and some still are, es- 
sential to keep Alabama’s politics free from ignorance, inexperience, 
illiteracy, and venality. Many of the provisions, however, partic- 
ularly what is called the grandfather clause and the property owner- 
ship clause, have become useless. We should, therefore, give care- 
ful consideration to the strengthening of our registration statutes 
in order that our election rolls shall be as pure as we can make 
them. 

We should never lose sight of the necessity for adequate reg- 
istration requirements; at the same time we should not place upon 
the use of the franchise, when it is granted, restrictions that hinder 
the free exercise of that right. 

The poll tax is not a qualification for voting. It is a condition 
precedent to voting. Qualification is registration. This fact can- 
not be denied. The poll tax is levied in our Constitution apart from 
the right to vote. The procedure through which the ballot is kept 
pure is registration, not the payment of poll tax. 

In my judgment, the cumulative feature of the poll ‘tax isa 
deterrent to the exercise of the franchise by many ‘of ‘our ‘best 
people. It keeps from voting’ many good men and women. Many 
of our citizens neglect or forget to pay their poll tax. Several 
successive years” of neglect or forgetfulness pile up a very, ‘real 
barrier. 
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This restraint upon: the exercise: .of the ballot tends: to reduce 
the number of: voters:and makes it:.easier for political rings to 
flourish. Out of a total adult population of perhaps a million :arid 
a half in ‘Alabama,: the largest number.of votes ever polled in 
primary ‘or general elections was approximately three hundred. and 
fifteen thousand.:Our State is:run:by a minority of its people, and 
many of those: who are‘not permitted to vote: ‘for failure to pay the 
poll'tax are among the best. e 

I recommend for your considera hon the removal of the cumula- 
tive’ eater of the poll tax.: Shs ; 


ELECTION LAWS 


ee ‘triest you: will give thought, . in considering . the question ot 
voting, to any revision. of our election Jaws, both general and pri- 
mary, ‘which recent developnients:.may require. I am sure that 
your ‘interim committee has. given thought to this matter and will 
propose certain changes. which will meet lately announced Wee 
by: the Supreme Court of ‘the United States.: 

I also think there are three other. things we should give our 
attention to at this time. 

(a) One of these is the absentee ballot law. It seems to be a 
matter of doubt as to whether the virtues of this statute-equal the 
fraud and mischief which it produces. We know the absentee bal- 
lot has been the avenue of much corruption and fraud.: I do not 
think any-agency which induces such should be permitted, even 
though it 'may’deny to a few of our people the right to vote on 
election: day.‘ I recommend that you:give serious consideration to 
the proposition of either strengtveniny or completely eee) our 
absentee voting law. 

(b) During the last national election: there was ‘Sonsiderable 
discussion of the right of the soldier'to’ vote, and efforts were made 
to provide facilities for his voting. We found in Alabama there. 
was such limitation as almost to prohibit. our soldiers in foreign 
fields from voting. However, with the generous and cooperative 
assistanée of the judges of probate in the various counties we were 
enabled to get ballots to many of Alabama’s soldiers, and a con- 
siderable number of. the ballots. ‘sent out were returned properly 
executed: I think easier facilities ‘should be provided by this Leg- 
islature for soldier’ voting. I also think our soldiers should be 
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permitted to use any national:-ballot: which .the. Congress may 
prescribe in order that Hey may se as their wishes in national 
affairs. 

(c) There is little provision in Alabama’s ‘Constitution or 
statutes in regard to presidential electors. Devising adequate laws - 
relating to these very important persons :is a:duty and function 
of the State which seems rather sadly to have been. overlooked. 
Even the presidential electors who attend their meetings on elec-. 
tion day can fill vacancies on the board of .presidential..electors. 
Even the Governor’s Office has a right to choose. a presidential 
elector if there be a tie vote. Presidential electors are presumed 
to exercise one of the highest functions in government: the election 
of a President and: Vice-President of the United States. We:have 
looked upon this function as nonessential, as something that has 
fallen into disuse, and we might wake up some day to find that. 
failure to provide rules and regulations has brought us trouble. 

I recommend that you consider such amendment to the law 
relating to presidential electors as you think might be needed in 
light.of our experiences and the purposes of the board. ~ 


RETIREMENT ACT 


If the State expects to continue in a program of abe welfare 
and assistance to the needy aged, then it should provide, if pos- 
sible, that every man shall make contributions to his possible needs 
in old age during his vigorous manhood and -his producing years. 
Only in such way can we prevent demands which are almost im- 
possible to meet adequately from present.or reasonably increased 
State government resources: One has a right to expect assistance 
in need, but I think he also should be taught to know that: it, is 
his duty at least to assist in providing funds for. this service. 
Some system of compulsory insurance for. all. persons,’ either on the 
national level or on the State. level, should be devised. . : 

Many industrial corporations and units of government are be- 
ginning to provide retirement plans, jointly supported by em- 
ployers.and employees, for their employees. In this way considerable 
load in the future will’be taken off our public welfare efforts. It. 
should be our desire to see that this load is removed completely 
and: that every man lays by. what is. necessary for him when he 
reaches the status of dependence. If we could attain such a goal, 
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we would stimulate a pride in independence and freedom which 
you cannot obtain through support by public funds, which lend 
themselves to. political manipulation, to pressure, to discrim- 
ination, and to partiality. We have tried to protect against such 
abuses, but it is hard to change human nature, 

In line with this thought, I suggest to you the consideration 
of a retirement law for the employees of the State. Such a law 
would provide protection of State employees against need and, at 
the same time, a potential reduction, though small, in our ultimate 
relief load. If we permit counties and cities to participate in this 
benefit by making contributions to the fund, we shall have in- 
creased our service to a larger number and thus shall have decreased 
our potential relief load. 

Since we have a personnel law and the employees of the State 
have reasonable assurance of continuity of employment, we can 
provide for a retirement at a certain age and make the State’s em- 
ployment both attractive and more remunerative. The results of 
a retirement plan will be more efficient and better trained personnel 
in the State service and, in the long run economy in the administra- 
tion of the State’s affairs. I recommend for your consideration a 
retirement act for such employees of the State as you may think 
should be covered. 


REFERENCE BUREAU 


Through the great work done by your interim and joint com- 
mittees we have discovered the necessity of a reference bureau to 
furnish information, research, and experience in matters of leg- 
islation. I recommend the creation by you of a legislative refer- 
ence bureau removed from the Executive Department and not sub- 
ject to its control in any way. This bureau should be a continuing 
service to the Legislature in the gathering of facts and the ac- 
cumulation of experiences of other States and of laws passed by 
them. Through such efforts you would equip yourselves better 
for service as legislators, and you would be better enabled to un- 
derstand State needs and provide the remedies. I would suggest 
that this bureau be permitted to serve any department of the State 
in addition to the Legislature because we are all, from time to time, 
interested and involved in legislative considerations, The nature 
and character of such a bureau and its creation you will best know 
from your own experience as members of this Legislature. 
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SMALL LOANS: ‘ 

I recommend that you. consider a ineae ‘small loan activities 
in Alabama. There maybe some virtues in this type of business. 
I would suggest that the virtues be retained but that ‘the hardships, 
selfishness, and the oppression be removed. To this end, you might 
give the Department of Commerce of Alabama the right to license, 
to examine;and to report ‘on all petsons, firms, and: corporations 
engaged in making small loans in Alabama. Consideration should 
he given to the matter of limiting interest rates also.” 


WAGE AND HOUR CONTROL 


_ The Federal: government has put a.,, floor under wages and a. 
ceiling on hours in all industrial activities .and- production and 
service establishments which directly or indirectly touch inter- 
state commerce. The Federal statute provides for certain excep-- 
tions which have to.do largely with retail and service establish- 
ments, agricultural and domestic employees, and production, trans- 
portation,.and distribution facilities which have.no relation to, or 
connection with, interstate commerce. The result is that probably. 
two-thirds or three-fourths of all employees outside of agricultural. 
and domestic workers in the State of Alabama are now benefited 
by the Federal Wage and Hour Law. But there are approximately 
140,000 workers in Alabama who have no protection. These persons 
are subject to wide variation in wage rates. They are at a dis- 
advantage when compared with those protected by a Federal wage 
and hour law. They are often compelled to work for less. The 
two standards injure an employer who may have to pay a minimum 
wage under the Federal law and who is in competition with an 
employer who can pay any kind of meee because he i is not under 
the Federal law. 

‘Not only do these considerations influence mie, but, fundamen- 
tally, I also think all of our’ people are entitled to equal treatment. 
To know that a girl is working in a department store, a retail 

“agency, or a service establishment on one side of the street at a 
lower wage than a similar employee on the other side can but 
shock one’s sense of justice. pes 

If it were not for the existence of a Federal wage and hour 
law, I would not recommend a wage and hour law for Alabama. 
But there'can be no excuse for making fish of one and fowl‘ of the 
other. There can be no excuse for our own people who are denied 
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the protection of the Federal law not to have similar protection 
from their home State. We owe to the girl who clerks in a local 
store the same consideration as one who clerks in a commissary 
of an interstate manufacturer. We owe to a girl in a. service 
establishment the same consideration, on basis of fitness, as one 
who works in a waiting room or office of an interstate transpor- 
tation company. I am not trying to inflict upon you any new 
ideas, but I am attempting to impress you with the thought that, 
so long as we have two standards, we should be willing to raise 
the standard for which we are responsible to a height approaching 
that established by the Federal government. 


INSURANCE RATES 


There has been considerable litigation over the tax rate applied 
in Alabama to insurance companies. It has become necessary for 
us to change our basis of taxation on domestic and foreign in- 
surance companies. The Department of Commerce has worked 
- out a solution of this problem, and the bill proposed by that depart- 
ment will not reduce the income of the State. I recommend the 
bill for your favorable consideration. 


AVIATION 


We have every reason to believe that aviation will become a 
much used and important method of transportation when the war 
is over. It will be used in the hauling of light freight, passengers, 
and express. Alabama should prepare herself to take advange of 
this new method as soon as it is available. Your interim com- 
mittee has made a very extensive study of this question and will 
propose legislation which it thinks necessary. 


UNEMPLOYMENT COMPENSATION 


There is a large surplus in our Unemployment Compensation 
Trust Fund which has accumulated during these unprecedented 
times of abundant employment. This fund can be wiped out only 
by our experiencing prolonged and excessive unemployment. Our 
experience table of assessing the rate on si aa ee has worked 
well. I recommend §its continuance. . ; 

At the same time, I recommend that we reappraise our situation 
in regard to (a) the quantity of weekly allowance, (b) the dura-- 
tion of benefit payments, (c). the number ‘of employees as a. basic 
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standard of benefits, and (d) such other matters as may be rec- 
ommended for your consideration by the Department of Industrial 
Relations as growing out of its experience in the administration of 
unemployment compensation in Alabama. 


MINERAL RESOURCES 


We have recently begun in Alabama explorations for develop- 
ment of the State’s hidden mineral resources. Oil has been dis- 
covered in considerable quantity in certain areas in Alabama and 
prospects are for an increase in the production of oil in the near 
future. Our State has no adequate laws covering this activity. I 
recommend for your consideration statutes regulating the taking 
of minerals as well as a reasonable taxation as the resource is ex- 
tracted and exhausted. 

When demobilization comes, when our boys return by the thou- 
sands, when our war industries close down, there may be a tremen- 
dous demand upon our resources, both national and State, in read- 
justment, reemployment, and reconversion. I do not recommend: 
the creation of any particular agency to assist at this point, but 
I would like for the Legislature to give to the Governor the au- 
thority to delegate to any agency now created the duty and respon- 
sibility of carrying out any part of necessary reconversion and read- 
justment activities. 


CONCLUSION 


May I congratulate you upon the substantial work already done 
by you through interim and joint committee action! In the absence 
of adequate research and legislative reference service, the interim 
committees have become a necessity under the limited legislative 
sitting. It is impossible for you to do your work thoroughly in 
sixty days. The interim committees have given many days of 
thoughtful consideration to legislative problems and legislative 
work. Their reports are a product of this labor and deserve the 
consideration of every member of the Legislature. I want per- 

sonally to thank you for this excellent service. 
“Many other considerations than those here suggested will occur 
to you. I think in the combined wisdom of our two legislative 
bodies we will find many other problems to approach and prob- 
ably to solve. I trust you will not hesitate to develop discussions 
along these additional lines and to make any suggestion in regard 
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to further study of our basic and statutory laws, our tax structure, 
our educational program, old age assistance and public welfare, 
health and any other activities of the State to the end that you, as 
well as subsequent Legislatures, may be better informed and can 
continue an improving program. To any unfinished business or 
suggestions from your last session I know you will give such con- 
sideration as the importance of the subjects require. 

I make some of the suggestions set out in this message know- 
ing full well that there is a wide difference of opinion on these sub- 
jects in our State today. Probably some of this divergence of 
ideas exists among the members of your legislative bodies and will 
appear in your deliberations on these subjects. I would be neg- 
lectful of the sacred trust imposed upon me as Governor if I avoid- 
ed an issue merely because it is a controversial one. We must 
remember that many of the great measures that make our democ- 
racy what it is today had their beginning in sharp differences of 
opinion in legislative halls. It is a monument to our system of gov- 
ernment that we can speak freely our views on any subject. It is 
one of our most sacred rights, one that we are fighting for, and 
one that I pray God may always be ours. 

In all of your work you have my best wishes. You have also 
the offered assistance of my office in any way I can be helpful. 
We are both working for Alabama and her people. Ours is a great 
and God-blessed State, with many opportunities yet undeveloped 
and untouched. It is for you and me, as best we can, to light the 
torch of inspiration and to lead our people to higher planes of 
social, political, and economic life. If we plan well and execute in- 
telligently, we can reach a higher standard, one which our re- 
sources, from every point of view, justify and demand. 

May your labors be pleasant and the fruits thereof a blessing 
in the years to follow!

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 


To the House of Representatives 
Montgomery, Alabama 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith transmit to you a message from the Governor. 
Respectfully submitted, 
GEO. BLISS JONES, 
Secretary to the Governor. 
May 2, 1945 re 


To the Legislature of Alabama: 


Pursuant to the requirements of Article 3, Title 55, Sections 92 
through 99 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, I respectfully submit a 
State Budget for the ensuing biennium, beginning October 1, 1945, and 
ending September 30, 1947. It contains the required data on the 
General Fund, the Special Educational Trust Fund and funds arising 
through special taxes or fees which are allocated to special agencies, 
commissions or boards. 

The budget herewith submitted is made to conform to Section 94, 
and includes the three parts therein required. These consist of: 

Part 1. The Governor’s Budget Message. 

Part 2. Recommendations for appropriations to meet the expendi- 
ture need of the government from every fund, general and special. 

Part 3. Appropriation bills. 

I have no recommendation for revenue bills. It is my opinion that 
we should not place upon the people of our state additional taxation at 
this time. We have every reason to believe that our revenues will be 
adequate to meet all the requirements of our state’s government during 
the next two years. 

This budget affords to you an adequate picture of indebtedness and 
appropriations in past years, actual revenues collected in such years, 
estimates for revenue for the succeeding budget years, amounts used by 
agencies of the government to which appropriations were made and 
amounts now suggested to be appropriated. 

The net result of the treasury is shown. When this condition is 
shown Section 94 requires: 

‘ok * * if the revenues are more than the aggregate appropriations 
recommended, he (the governor) shall make such recommendations with 
respect to the application of such surplus to the reduction of debt, to 
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reductions in taxation or to such other action as in his opinion is in the 
public interest”. 

Pursuant to this mandate of the law, I wish to call your attention to 
my recommendations with respect to whatever surplus there is now, 
and may be, in the general treasury, as well as in any special fund, at 
the end of the current fiscal year. 

The statistics herewith submitted show that there is at this time the 
sum of $6,334,166.33 in the War Emergency Fund, a fund created by 
your body in 1943. None of this money has been spent. It all remains 
in the treasury of the state. The War Emergency Council, which was 
authorized to make use of it, if necessary, expires on the 30th day of 
May, 1945. There is an accumulation of $16,102,656.32 in the Special 
Educational Trust Fund Surplus Account, an account created by you at 
your first session in 1943. There are also surpluses in special dedi- 
cated funds, such as Conservation Department, Highway Patrol, and 
others. There will also be a surplus in the returns from the income 
tax as of September 30, 1945, over and above needs to which that tax 
is dedicated. This amount cannot now be known, but, no doubt, will be 
substantial. I recommend: 

First. That all surplus above statutory balances in the General 
Fund, which will include the amount now in the War Emergency Fund 
and the accumulation of taxes over and above appropriations as of 
September 30, 1945, be appropriated by you for the upbuilding of our 
state and its institutions, and that the surplus be appropriated to a 
building commission for the purpose of detailed allotment and con- 
struction of facilities badly needed by the state. 

Second. That approximately twelve million dollars of the surplus 
now in the Special Educational Trust Fund Surplus Account be ap- 
propriated to the building commission to be used for construction of 
educational facilities alone. So much of this sum, as your wisdom may 
designate, should be used for higher. institutions of learning. I rec- 
ommend an amount not exceeding twelve percent, the remaining eighty- 
eight percent to be used for our Public Schools. The balance remain- 
ing in the Special Educational Trust Fund Surplus Account, namely, 
approximately four million dollars, I recommend shall be made avail- 
able for operation of our schools in order that the level of income may 
be maintained at the point it reaches on September 30, 1945, and that 
not more than one-half of the four million dollars be used in any one 
of the two budget years. 

Third. That the surplus now existing, and that may accrue by Sep- 
tember 30, 1945, in the income tax, over and above the amount needed 
to liquidate or provide a trust fund for payment, when due, of refunding 
bonds issued in 1935, be placed in a trust fund, and investment in 
United States securities be authorized. This trust fund, together with 
appropriations from the General Fund heretofore made, will create a 
sinking fund for what are known as our Renewal and Funding or Re- 
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construction Bonds. I recommend that the surplus annually accruing 
in the income tax, over and above an amount necessary to pay charges 
against that fund, which are (a) interest on outstanding and unpaid 
income tax bonds, (b) cost of collection, and (c) replacement of losses 
sustained by any particular fund from existing homestead exemptions, 
be placed in the General Fund of the treasury to be appropriated by 
the Legislature to education, public welfare, and other services of the 
state as in the wisdom of the Legislature may seem best. This will re- 
quire a constitutional amendment rewriting the income tax amend- 
ment to our Constitution. 

Fourth. That whatever surpluses may arise in the funds dedicated 
to certain departments, bureaus, boards, commissions or agencies of the 
state, should be placed in a special fund to the credit of the department, 
bureau, board, commission or agency to which dedicated in the tax law, 
and that the control of this surplus be given to some authority so that 
it may be used in carrying on the activities of the agency, or the expan- 
sion thereof, in which it arises. 

I have held public hearings on the budget and have been greatly 
assisted by the Interim Committee on Appropriations and Finance. All 
the departments and activities of the state have been requested to sub- 
mit their budgets, which they have done, and the recommendations con- 
tained in the appropriation bill hereto appended reflect their demands 
for the next biennium. The budget herewith appended, and the appro- 
priation bill, in my opinion, are conservative and as liberal as our antic- 
ipated revenues will permit, and will authorize the maintenance of our 
services on a high and excellent plane. 

I commend this budget to your careful consideration, and I rec- 
ommend the enactment of laws putting it into effect for the biennium 
ending September 30, 1947.

And, after a short 
pause, he shall say : “The Clerk shall proceed to record the vote.” 

The Clerk immediately shall start the vote-recording equipment 
and, when the vote is completely recorded, shall advise the Speaker of 
the result, and the Speaker shall advise the House. The Clerk shall 
enter upon the Journal the result in the manner provided by the rules 
of the House. 

Any member shall be privileged to vote or change his vote, after 
the vote recording equipment has started to operate, by rising in his 
seat and announcing his vote before the result of the vote has been 
announced by the Speaker. 

No member shall vote for another member; nor shall any person 
not a member cast a vote for a member. In addition to such penalties 
as may be prescribed by law, any member who shall vote or attempt 
to vote for another member may be punished in such manner as the 
House may determine. If a person not a member shall vote or attempt 
to vote for any member, he shall be barred from the floor of the House 
for the remainder of the session and may be punished further in such 
manner as the House may deem proper in addition to such punishment 
as may be prescribed by law.

WHEREAS, It is a known fact that space for thousands of 
additional bales would have been available if the storage rates 
allowed on Government Program cotton were increased to com- 
mercial rates—and 

WHEREAS, Many thousands of additional bales would have 
been stored last season and will be stored next season provided 
the Commodity Credit Corporation, through permission of the 
OPA, will allow an increase in their charges up to the prevailing 
commercial rate—and 
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WHEREAS, Hundreds of thousands of dollars additional 
money will be received by the cotton farmers of the state should 
the government agree to pay the aforesaid increase, which action 
will cause many additional warehouses to become available for 
the storage of Government Purchase and Loan cotton—and there- 
fore 

BE IT RESOLVED, That the Legislature of Alabama, through 
this Concurrent Resolution, does petition and urge you, the mem- 
bers of the Alabama Delegation to the Congress of the United 
States, to use your influence to have the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration ask for and the OPA grant an increase of storage rate 
on Government Loan and Purchase cotton up to the Commercial 
rate for the aforementioned purpose.

To abolish the Court of County Commissioners of 
Covington County, and to create a Court of Record to be called 
“The Board of: Revenue of Covington County”, consisting of a 
president, who shall be elected by the voters of the whole county, 
and four associate members, one of whom shall be elected from 
each district of the county, which the act divides into four dis- 
tricts; to name the president and associate members of the board 
pending election, to provide for their election at the general elec- 
tion in 1948, and every four years thereafter, and to fix their term 
of office; to prescribe the personal, political and geographical 
qualifications of the president and of each associate member of 
said board; to direct that vacancies on said board shall be filled 
by appointment of the Governor, who shall observe the qualifica-

and all other employees, while out of the county, shall be paid 
certain expenses; to provide that the president and each associate 
member of the board, the clerk, the treasurer, road supervisor, and 
such other employees of the county as the board shall designate, 
shall give a bond, payable to the county, for the performance of 
their duties; to direct the payment of all premiums on bonds 
herein required; to determine and to authorize a determination 
from what county funds all salaries, compensations, wages, allow- 
ances and expenses, and bond premiums shall be paid; to fix the 
effective date of this act; and to provide a saving clause and that 
all laws or parts of laws in conflict with this Act be repealed.

NOTICE OF LOCAL LAW 


Notice is hereby given that application will be made to the legislature 
of Alabama, at its session to begin in May, 1945, to pass a local law ap- 
plicable to Covington County, Alabama, providing in substance as follows: 

SECTION 1. To provide for the repeal of local Act No. 20, Local 
Acts of 1919, P. 8, establishing the Court of County Commissioners, the 
repeal to become effective on the effective date of the bill. 
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SECTION 2. To establish and create in and for Covington County, a 
Court of record to be known as “THE BOARD OF REVENUE OF 
COVINGTON COUNTY.” a 

SECTION 3. To divide the county into four districts or subdivisions: 
district 1 to include beats 3, 14, 4, 17, 8 and 23; district 2 to include beats 
1, 20, 16, 2 and 21; district 3 to embrace beats 9, 22, 13, 7, 10 and 19; dis- 
trict 4 to embrace beats 12, 11, 6, 18, 15 and 5. If any beat is altered, 
the district shall not be affected thereby, but shall include such beat as 
altered. 

SECTION 4. The Board shall consist of a President and four asso- 
ciate members who shall be appointed or elected and shall have such au- 
thority as provided in the bill. 

SECTION 5. The President of the Board shall be elected from the 
County at large, while each district into which the county shall be sub- 
divided shall be entitled to a member on the Board, such member to be 
elected by the district in which he is a qualified elector. The President 
may be a resident and qualified elector of any district. 

SECTION 6. The President of the Board shall not be under 25 years 
of age at the general election. for such office and shall be a qualified elector 
of the county. Each associate member shall be a qualified elector and 
resident of the district from which he is elected. 

SECTION 7. The President and Associate Members of the Board 
shall be elected at the general election in 1948, and every four years there- 
after, in the manner now or hereafter provided by the general laws of Ala- 
bama governing the election of county governing bodies, and shall take 
office on the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next suc- 
ceeding their election. 

SECTION 8. The President and each member to hold office for four 
years from the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next 
succeeding their election, and until their successors are elected and qualified. 

SECTION 9. Pending the election in 1948, the President and Asso- 
ciate Members of said Board shall be as follows: President, J. Frank 
Davis; District 1, R. S. Jeffcoat; District 2, John J. Tisdale; District 3, 
E. M. Cannon; District 4, J. Holland Hogg; all of whom shall hold office 
until their successors are elected and qualified. 

SECTION 10. Any vacancy in the Presidency or Associate Member- 
ship of said Board shall be filled by appointment of the Governor who is 
governed by provisions of section 5 and 6 of the bill. Such appointment 
is to be for the unexpired term of the vacated office, and until a successor 
is elected and qualified. 

SECTION 11. The President and each associate member shall be paid 
an annual salary of $2,400 each, to be paid from the general fund, or from 
the tax levied by the state on gasoline and other motor fuels and oils, or by 
apportionment to either of said funds, as the Board may from time to time 
determine. 

SECTION 12. No other compensation or allowance other than pro- 
vided in section 11 of said bill shall be paid to the President and Associate 
Members, except that they, the Clerk, County Supervisor, and other em- 
ployees shall be reimbursed for lodging, meals and transportation not to 
exceed 5c per mile, while out of the county on official business at the 
direction of the board and attending meetings or conventions pertinent to 
county affairs or programs. Such payments shall be paid out of such fund 
as the Board may be lawfully authorized so to do. 

SECTION 13. Before entering upon the duties of his office, the Presi- 
dent and each Associate Member shall give bond each in the sum of $3,- 
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000.00, with some bonding company authorized to do business in Alabama ~ 
as surety, to be approved by the Probate Judge and filed with him, and 

conditioned faithfully to perform the duties of his office. Premiums for said 

bonds shall be paid from the general funds of the county. 

SECTION 14. The President of the Board is made the presiding of- 
ficer of the Board, with no right to vote except in case of a tie, in which 
event he shall cast the deciding vote. Except as otherwise provided in the 
bill, he shall have all the authority and is imposed with all the duties of 
a Probate Judge while acting under the general laws of Alabama as the 
presiding officer of a county governing body. 

SECTION 15. The regular meeting of the board shall be the second 
Monday in each month. Special meetings may be called at any time by 
the President, or by three or more Associate Members who concur therefor. 
The meetings shall be held in the Courthouse at Andalusia, Alabama, or at 
such other place in the county seat as the said Board may designate at a 
regular meeting or a special meeting at which a quorum is present as pro- 
vided in the bill. Reasonable notice of such special meeting shall be given 
by registered mail. If the President calls the meeting, he shall give such 
notice to all Associate Members, and if called by three concurring members, 
one of their number shall give the notice to the fourth member and to the 
President. If all the Associate Members attend the meeting, no notice to 
any of their number or to the President shall be required and may be held 
without waiting period. Any meeting held contrary to the provisions of 
this section shall be void. 

SECTION 16. “The presence of the regular President and three Asso- 
ciate Members, or three Associate Members without the regular President 
or the fourth Associate Member shall constitute a quorum for any regular 
session. The presence of all the Associate Members at a special meeting 
called without notice shall constitute a quorum. The presence of three As- 
sociate Members and the regular President at a special meeting after notice 
as provided in Section 15 hereof shall constitute a quorum.” 

SECTION 17. At the first or any subsequent meeting of said board, 
a President pro tempore of said board shall be elected by said board. He 
shall serve at the pleasure of the board. 

SECTION 18. The President pro tempore is . authorized, except as 
may be otherwise provided in the bill for the regular President, to perform 
all the duties imposed by law upon the regular President, but only during 
the absence of the regular President, whatever the cause of such absence. 
Also he shall perform all the duties, of the regular President whenever a 
vacancy occurs and until such vacancy is filled. 

SECTION. 19. All business shall be valid if passed and approved by 
a majority vote of the quorum prescribed by the bill. 

SECTION 20. Except as otherwise provided in the bill, the board is 
clothed and impressed with all the powers, duties, responsibilities and the 
official rights that the general laws of Alabama now or may hereafter give 
and appoint unto the county governing bodies of the State of Alabama. 

SECTION 21. Except as otherwise provided in the bill, each member 
of the board elected or appointed is constituted’ and appointed director 
and supervisor of all the public roads within the district he represents, 
and is given the authority, with due recognition of the wage scale provided 
in said bill to hire and discharge road crews, to supervise, inspect, superin- 
tend, appoint and designate all public roads and bridges within his district 
and the work to be done thereon, and such authority shall be exclusive in 
such respect. Provided, however, that if the county hires and employs a 
eounty engineer or supervisor, then, during the period of such employment, 
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the authority granted in this section is subordinate to the authority given 
by law to such engineer. Each associate member, in the absence of an 
engineer, shall file with the Clerk of the board at the time he takes office, 
and ‘on the Ist day of each October thereafter during his term, a complete 
inventory of the equipment and supplies in his district. 

SECTION 22. Should a majority of the membership of the board (not 
a majority of the quorum) see proper, they may withdraw from the individual 
member of the board authority and power impressed by Section 21 of the 
bill, and when so done, and until granted again, such authority shall repose 
in the board, or as it otherwise may determine at any constituted meeting of 
said board. 

SECTION 23. Said board if it so desires may allocate to each district 
of said county a portion of the taxes and funds available or received for 
oe and bridge purposes, and may be withdrawn at the pleasure of the 

oard. 

SECTION 24. If the board should be authorized to employ an engineer 
or supervisor for the roads of the entire county, such supervisor shall be 
subject to the jurisdiction of each board member so far as the maintenance, 
appointment, designation and construction of roads and bridges within the 
member’s district are concerned unless otherwise provided by law. 

SECTION 25. Any contract, deed or conveyance signed by the presi- 
dent of the board and witnessed by the clerk of the board, on orders of and 
at the direction of the board, shall be valid obligations of the county, pror 
vided, further, that the president pro tempore may sign in lieu of the presi- 
dent in the absence of such president. 

SECTION 26. The board shall have power and authority, under condi- 
tions set forth in the bill, to appropriate money from the general fund or 
from the gasoline fund for the construction and maintenance of any airport 
project within the county, and may participate in any such project sponsored 
by any incorporated town or city within the county, and in the purchase or 
lease of land therefor, provided the board is given representation on any 
board or committee named or selected for the purchase or lease of land there- 
for, or authorized and empowered to construct and maintain such project, 
and further that any land acquired or leased for such project shall be pur- 
chased or leased with the county as joint lessee or owner. 

SECTION 27. The board, as a group or individual members, may 
affiliate with any state or national organization fostering the improvement of 
county government and its physical properties, the dues for which shall be 
paid out of such fund or funds as the board may lawfully designate. 

SECTION 28. The board shall appoint a clerk, or a combined clerk 
and treasurer as provided by Section 52, Title 12, Code of 1940, and shall fix 
his salary to be paid out of any fund the board may designate. The clerk 
shall perform the duties required by the board and shall keep adequate rec- 
ords in compliance with the uniform accounting system of the state. He may 
be paid dual compensation for dual services. 

SECTION 29. The clerk shall attend the meetings of the board and 
shall issue all notices required by said board or any member thereof. He 
shall under the direction of the board keep the minutes of the records and 
the proceedings of said board in well-bound volumes (loose leaf authorized) 
kept for that purpose. He shall keep such records available at all reason- 
able hours for the inspection of the public. 

SECTION 30. The board shall have authority to prescribe a bond for 
any employe, including the clerk, treasurer, and general road supervisor, 
the premiums for which shall be paid out of any fund of the county the board 
may lawfully direct. The bond shall be payable to the county, approved 
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by the president, and shall be made by some surety company authorized 
to do business in Alabama. The bond shall be conditioned that the prin- 
cipal shall perform all the duties required by law. 

SECTION 31. The board is authorized to create a contingent fund 
annually of $1,000.00 out of which any donation or expense may be paid 
that in the judgment of the board are worthy and for the best interest of 
the county. The fund shall not be cumulative. 

SECTION 32. The board may create the office of purchasing agent 
(or agents), fix the salary therefor and prescribe the fund out of which 
the same shall be paid in whole or in part, and shall appoint such person 
or persons as they may deem proper to serve in such capacity. He may 
be the clerk, the president, or any associate member of the board, one or 
more of them, such agent or agents in the performance of his or their 
duties shall be governed by such rules and regulations as the board may 
prescribe, and shall have only such authority, minutes of which shall 
be duly entered, and then shall become binding. The president and board 
members shall not be entitled to extra compensation for such services but 
the board shall fix compensation for such other person who serves. 

SECTION 33. The board is authorized to empower the clerk to hire 
such clerical assistants as he may deem needful in keeping the records of 
the county; to prescribe such salary as they deem proper, to be paid from 
any fund as they may lawfully determine. Such employee shall serve at the 
pleasure of the board. 

SECTION 34. The board shall classify all employees engaged in the 
construction and maintenance of roads in the county, and shall fix a uni- 
form salary or wage scale for each such classification. 

SECTION 35. All Jaws, or parts of laws, in conflict with any provi- 
sion of the bill are repealed. 

SECTION 36. Any invalid clause shall not affect any valid section, 
clause or provision of the bill not in itself invalid. 

SECTION 37. The Act shall be in effect on the first day of the month 
next succeeding its approval by the governor.

NOTICE OF LOCAL LAW 


Notice is hereby given that application will be made to the next ses- 
sion of the legislature of Alabama to enact a local law, applicable to Coving- 
ton County, regulating the fine and forfeiture fund of Covington County 
and providing in substance as follows: 

SECTION 1. The words “register” and “re-register,” as used in the 
act, shall mean the endorsement on a claim or registered claim, as defined in 
the Act, and the keeping of records by the Treasurer in the manner pro- 
vided by the general laws of Alabama, and by the act, for the registration 
of lawful claims or charges against the fine and forfeiture fund. 

The word “claim,” as used in subsequent sections in the act, shall mean 
and include all fees and charges earned after the approval of the act and 
designated by the general laws of Alabama as lawful charges against the 
fine and forfeiture fund. 

The words “registered claim” shall be construed to mean as follows (a) 
Those unpaid claims against the fine and forfeiture fund of Covington 
County, which, prior to the approval of the Act, were properly or inadver- 
tently registered in compliance with or contrary to the provisions of any 
general or local law. (b) Those unpaid claims against said fine and for- 
feiture fund, earned prior to the approval of the Act, which have not been 
registered with the Treasurer but now are, or may be, after the approval of 
the act, entitled to be registered. 

The word “maturity” as used shall mean the date under the general law 
of Alabama at which a claim against the fine and forfeiture fund becomes 
payable. 

The words “matured claims” shall mean and include claims which have 
reached their maturity. 

The word “owner,” as used in the act, shall mean any person, firm or 
corporation, personal representative, guardian, or receiver in cases of in- 
solvency, which or whose name appears on the books of the Treasurer as 
the owner entitled to payment of such registered claim or claims that has 
been registered. 

The word “Treasurer,” as used shall refer to any person, firm or corpora- 
tion who or which is the lawful custodian of county funds, and may also in- 
clude the Clerk of such governing body of the county when duly appointed 
by the county governing body to perform the duties in whole or in part 
prescribed by the act. ° 

The word “transfer” as used shall mean any writing or endorsement by 
the lawful holder of a claim, registered or re-registered, showing that title 
fo such claim has passed, to be valid when duly acknowledged before an 
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officer entitled by the laws of Alabama to take acknowledgements or wit- 
nessed by two persons who write their name as such witnesses. 

The word “notice,” as employed in the act means an advertisement for 
four consecutive weeks in all newspapers of Covington County, cost of 
which is to be paid out of the general fund of the county. 

SECTION 2. Provides that all defined words shali include words of 
similar import. 

SECTION 3. The use of the singular shall include the plural and the 
plural the singular. 

SECTION 4. All registered claims as defined, that mature prior to the 
approval of the act, shall be registered or re-registered within 120 days 
from the approval of the act, and those maturing after the approval of the 
act to be registered within 180 days after the maturity thereof, or registra- 
tion and payment forever precluded. 

SECTION 5. All claims as defined in section one shall be registered 
with the Treasurer within 180 days after maturity, or the same to be barred 
from s‘egistration and payment. 

S=CTION 6. Requires all registered claims and all claims registered 
pursu: nt to the Act to be re-registered with the Treasurer any time during 
the sixth calendar year each year after the calendar year of the last registra- 
tion, iacluding re-registration according to this section, or failing therein, 
the sane shall be forever barred. 

SUCTION 7. Gives all registered claims in sub-paragraph (a) of sec- 
tion o1le order of payment according to their prior registration and priority 
over claims as defined in section one and over registered claims, sub-paragraph 
(b) in the definition of registered claims, section one. Payment of claims 
and registered claims (sub-paragraph b) to be made in order of registration 
after the approval of the act. 

SECTION 8. Requires the Treasurer to note on his records the law- 
ful transfer of any claim or registered claim and to list the name of the 
owner according to such transfer. 

SECTION 9. Provides that it shall not be necessary to transfer any 
claim to the heirs, guardian or personal representative of the owner, or 
to any receiver of any insolvent owner but they shall in accordance with the 
general law succeed to the title and interest of the owner without such trans- 
fer. Such persons shall be subject to all the other provisions of the act. 

SECTION 10. Provides that any claim or registered claim, the owner 
of which has complied with the mandates of the act, shall be a lawful 
charge against the fine and forfeiture fund subject to the provisions of sec- 
tion 13 of the Act. Failure to comply with all the provisions of the act 
forever precludes payment of such claim. Provides that no claims or charges 
not embraced in the act, except as may be authorized by a general or local 
law, passed and approved after May 1, 1945, shall be a lawful charge against 
the fine and forfeiture fund. 

SECTION 11. Makes it the duty of the Treasurer to pay the owners 
of all claims and registered claims the face value of such claims, as pro- 
vided in section 7. Registration as provided in section 6 of the act shall 
not disturb the original priority provided in section 7 of the act. 

SECTION 12. No claim or registered claim as defined in the act shall 
be paid prior to 120 days after the approval of the act. 

SECTION 13. Payment of claims and registered claims shall be sub- 
ordinated to the payment of any other charge against the fine and forfeiture 
fund that has been given priority of payment by law passed and approved 
after May 1, 1945. 
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SECTION 14. Provides that when the custodian of county funds shall 
reimburse the general funds of the county pursuant to the terms of section 
3 of Act No. 196 Local Act of 1939, p. 107, whether before or after the 
approval of the act mentioned in this notice, that the governing body of 
the county shall immediately transfer from general fund to the fine and 
forfeiture fund an amount equal to that so transferred pursuant to said sec- 
tion 3. Provides also that no part of the fine and forfeiture fund shall be 
paid into the general fund for any purpose, but the same shall be kept intact 
for the uses and purposes as provided in said act, or for use as may be 
required by the mandates of any local act passed and approved subsequent 
to May 1, 1945. 

SECTION 15. Provides that the act nor any section or provision 
thereof shall be construed to validate or to permit the payment of a claim 
or charge against said fine and forfeiture fund that was barred from regis- 
tration or payment prior to the approval of the act, except as provided in 
sub-paragraph (a) of registered claims defined in section one of the act. 

SECTION 16. Provides that the registration records of the Treasurer 
shall conform to the general laws of Alabama, and shall in addition show 
the nature, ownership and priority of all such claims. 

SECTION 17. Makes it the duty of the Treasurer forthwith after the 
approval of the act to give notice as defined in section one that registered 
claims and claims shall be registered or re-registered within the time and in 
the manner provided by the act, or failing therein, payment shall be forever 
barred. 

SECTION 18. Precludes use of claims and registered claims for pay- 
ment of fines and forfeitures. 

SECTION 19. Repeals all general, special or local laws in conflict 
with any section or provision of the act. 

SECTION 20. Provides that if any section or provision of the act shall 
be declared unconstitutional and void, such declaration shall not affect or 
impair remaining sections or provisions. 

SECTION 21. Makes the act effective upon approval by the Core

Notice is hereby given that application will be made to the session of 
the legislature of Alabama convening in May, 1945, for the passage of a 
local law, applicable to Covington county, providing substantially as follows: 

That Act No. 57, Local Acts of 1943, page 29, “To authorize the Circuit 
Clerk of Covington County, Alabama, to employ and to prescribe the duties 
of a Secretarial Assistant; to provide a salary for such Assistant; and to 
provide for the expiration of this Act,” be and the same is hereby amended 
by striking therefrom section three, and by amending section one thereof to 
read as follows: 

SECTION 1. The Clerk of the Circuit Court of Covington County, 
Alabama, is hereby authorized to employ a secretarial assistant at a monthly 
salary, for whole or part time work, to be fixed by the Circuit Clerk at not 
more than $75.00 monthly for a period of nine months after the definite

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Notice is hereby given that application will be made to the next ses- 
sion of the legislature, meeting in May, 1945, to pass a local law affecting 
Covington county which will provide in substance as follows: 

SECTION 1. The county governing body of Covington county shall 
have authority to appoint a road supervisor for Covington county, who 
shall engage in no other employment. 

SECTION 2. The supervisor shall be a graduate of an accredited col- 
lege of engineering and shall be qualified to practice engineering and land 
surveying in Alabama, and, in addition, shall have not less than three years 
of experience in the maintenance and construction of highways and public 
roads. 

SECTION 3. The salary of such supervisor shall not be less than 
$2,400.00 and not more than $4,800.00 per year, which shall be paid out of 
the general fund, road and bridge fund, or the gasoline tax fund, either 
or all, as said county governing body may determine. 

SECTION 4. It shall be the duty of the supervisor (1) to employ, 
supervise and direct such assistance as is necessary properly to maintain 
and construct county public roads and bridges, and to maintain other places 
of travel for the public by use of vehicles which the district board member 
of the board designates to be done; (2) to perform such engineering and 
surveying service as may be required, and to prepare and maintain the 
necessary maps and records for such work; (3) to perform all other duties 
necessary and incident to the operation of a county road system. 

In such employment, the supervisor shall follow the uniform wage 
scales established by the county governing body; also he shall procure em- 
ployment of the road crew, if feasible from the county district in which the 
work is to be done; he shall also maintain in each district road crews and 
equipment, the maximum number of men and the amount of equipment to 
be determined by the county governing body. In case of emergency, he 
may employ such number of persons in addition to the maximum crew as 
the board member from the particular district may authorize. Prohibits the 
transfer and use of the equipment in another district to which the same is 
assigned without the written consent of the board member of the district 
from which the transfer is made, consent to be filed with the clerk; pro- 
vided, however, that such transfer and use may be made out of the assigned 
district if all the associate members of the county governing body, in meet- 
ing assembled, shall vote for such transfer and use for a specified time, 
after which equipment shall be returned to the assigned district. Provi- 
sions are mandatory. 

SECTION 5. The board may appoint the supervisor as purchasing 
agent, the duties to be performed pursuant to the rules and regulations of 
the board. 

SECTION 6. The road supervisor is made the lawful custodian of all 
road equipment and supplies, an inventory of which he shall periodically 
file with the clerk of the board and state the physical condition of such listed 
property. 

SECTION 7. The supervisor shall give bond, with some surety com- 
pany authorized to do business in Alabama as surety, in such sum as the 
county governing body from time to time may prescribe, payable to Cov- 
ington county and conditioned faithfully to perform all the duties of his 
office, or failing therein, said bond shall be liable. The premium for the 
bond shall be paid out of such county funds as the county governing body 
may lawfully designate. 
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SECTION 8. The employment of the county supervisor is not manda- 
tory, but discretionary, to be exercised at such time as the Board shall 
consider for the betterment of the county road system. 

SECTION 9. Provides that if any section, paragraph or provision 
shall be invalid, other valid provisions shall not be affected. 

SECTION 10. The bill shall become effective upon approval by the 
governor.

or charges; and that this right should be perfected by international 
compact.”

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED by the Senate of Ala- 
bama, the House of Representatives concurring, that the Legisla- 
ture of the State of Alabama hereby extends its commendation 
to the Congress of the United States for its affirmance of the 
principles of the freedom of speech and the press as guaranteed 
by the Constitution of the United States, advocates the adoption 
of the same principles on a world-wide basis, in freedom and equal- 
ity of access to the truth and the facts, and urges upon the dele- 
gates of this country to the Peace Conference the adoption of 
an international compact in accordance with the mandate from 
the Congress of the United States.

for the immunity from liability of the State, its representatives 
and employees, and any political subdivisions of the State, their 
representatives and employees, and any civilian defense worker 
complying with the provisions of this act; to provide for appropria- 
tions to carry out the provisions of this act; to provide penalties 
for the violation of this act and of the rules adopted pursuant 
thereto; to repeal all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the.

effect and when it shall terminate.

That Sections 3 and 5 of an Act entitled “An Act to define, 
reguiate and license barbers and barber colleges, and other like businesses 
in Mobile County, Alabama, State of Alabama; and create a Barbers’ 
Commission for said county, and to provide a penalty for the violation of 
the provisions hereof, and to fix the powers and duties of said Commission” 
approved September 2nd, 1935, be amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 3. There is hereby created a Barbers’ Commission 
ior Mobile County, State of Alabama. The Governor shall ap- 
point three persons, each of whom immediately prior to the date 

of his appointment has been a resident of Mobile County, State of 

Alabama, for three years and who has had at least five years’ 

experience as a barber, one member to be appointed for a term of 

one year, one member to be appointed for a term of two years, and 
one member to be appointed for a term of three years, and there- 
after the term of any member appointed and qualified to succeed the 
members of the Barbers’ Commission for Mobile County first ap- 
pointed shall be for three years and until their successors are ap- 
pointed and qualified. Members to fill vacancies shall be appointed and 
vacancies caused by the expiration of the term of any person appointed 
shall be selected in the manner following: The Commission shall,

give notice in writing to the licensed barbers of Mobile County 

that such vacancy will be created on the date of the expiration of 
the term of the commissioner whose term -is about to expire; or if 

a vacancy be caused for any reason other,than the expiration of the 

term the Barbers’ Commission for Mobile. County shall within thirty 

days after such vacancy is created give notice-to the licensed barbers 

af Mobile County. of.such vacancy, calling-upon the said barbers to 

suggest to the Barbers’ Commission for -Mobile County the names 

of three barbers to fill the vacancy or vacancies thus occasioned; 
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to that end a ballot shall be prepared enclosed in the letter notifying 
the barbers of the vacancy or vacancies thus created, the said ballot 
reading: 

I hereby nominate for appointment by the Governor of the 
State of Alabama to the Barbers’ Commission for Mobile County, 
Alabama, one of the following named three persons: 

The ballots shall be numbered and identified in such manner 
as to prevent anyone employing any ballot other than that forwarded 
the licensed barber entitled to vote and in addition to the ballot 
the Barbers’ Commission for Mobile County shall forward the li- 
censed barber an envelope addressed to the Barbers’ Commission 
for Mobile County and properly stamped with postage of the United 
States Government. When the ballots are returned to the Bar- 
bers’ Commission for Mobile County they shall be opened on a day 
designated in the notification forwarded the duly licensed barbers 
of Mobile County in the presence of the commissioners of the 
Barbers’ Commission for Mobile County then serving, and the 
ballots shall be counted, and the names of the three barbers who 
shall receive the greatest number of votes shall be selected as the 
three nominees of the Barbers’ Commission for Mobile County, 
and the Barbers’ Commission for Mobile County shall then certify 
to the Governor of the State of Alabama the names of the three 
barbers receiving the highest number of votes, and the Governor 
shall appoint one of the three persons thus designated to fill the 
vacancy created. 

If, more than one vacancy exist at any time there shall be 
nominated in the manner hereinabove designated and certified 
to the Governor three nominees for each such vacancy so that if 
there be one vacancy there shall be three nominees, if there be 
two vacancies there shall be six nominees, and if there be three 
vacancies there shall be nine nominees certified to the Governor 
of Alabama, who shall select for appointment one nominee from 
each group thus nominated. The Commission immediately upon 
the qualification of the member appointed each year shall organ- 
ize by selecting from its members a Chairman, and may do all 
things necessary or convenient for carrying into effect the provi- 
sions of this Act. Each member of the Commission shall receive 
as full compensation for each day actually spent in the work of 
said Commission the sum of six dollars per day and his actual and 
necessary expenses thereby incurred. The Commission shall appoint 
and at its pleasure discharge, a secretary-treasurer and such assistants 
as may be deemed necessary to discharge the duties imposed by 
the provisions of this Act; The treasurer so appointed shall be re- 
quired to enter into a bond to be approved by the Commission in 
the sum of not less than One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars condi- 
tioned to pay any shortage or loss of funds on hand by said 
Treasurer during his term of office or at the time that he is holding 
office. Said Commission shall outline the duties and fix the compen- 
sation of the Treasurer. The Commission shall obtain such office 
space, furnishings, and other proper conveniences as shall be reason- 
ably necessary for carrying out of the provisions of this Act. The 
principal office of said Commission to be located in the City of 
Mobile, provided however, that upon the request of said Commis- 
sion, the Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners shall furnish 
an office in the Court House without charge. The Commission

shall adopt a seal with such design as it may prescribe, engraved 
thereon, by which it shall authenticate its proceedings. The Com- 
mission shall make appropriate rules and regulations for the ad- 
ministration of the office of the Commission and for the purpose 
of carrying out the provisions. of this Act. In addition thereto, 
the Commission is empowered to make reasonable inspection of 
the barbers and barber shops of Mobile County to the end that 
they observe proper methods of sanitation and sterilization in and 
about the conduct of their business. Copies of all records and papers 
in the office of the Commission duly certified and authenticated by 
its seal shall be received in evidence in all courts with like ef- 
fect as the original. All records kept in the office of the Commis- 
sion under authority of this act shall be open to public inspection 
under such rules and regulations as shall be prescribed by the 
Commission.

Every applicant for a barber’s license, apprentice-barber’s 
license or for a license to operate a barber shop or barber college 
or other like business shall apply therefor in writing on blanks 
prepared for and furnished by said Barbers’ Commission. It shall 
be accompanied by the recommendation of at least two barbers 
doing business in said County of Mobile not related to the applicant 
certifying that the applicant is of good reputation, is qualified to 
practice the trade of barbering, and recommending that a license 
be granted him.

shall be given an examination which will determine his skill as a 
barber, and in addition. thereto the applicant may be required to 
name the instruments which are in general use in such barber 
shop and he shall be examined as to his knowledge concoerning 
and the proper employment of shaving and shampooing soaps, anti- 
septics, lotions, facial massage: creams -and hair tonics, and if, in 
the opinion of. the Commission, such demonstration is deemed neces- 
sary or advisable the applicant may be.required to demonstrate his 
skill. in shaving some person or cutting his hair, in the art of mas- 
sage or shampooing, or to do any or all of those things. which a 
reputable barber is generally called upon to perform in practicing 
barbering.

Such notice may be 
served by delivery of the same personally to the applicant-or li- 
censee, or by mailing the same by registered mail ‘to the ‘last 
known business of such applicant or licensee. In preparation and 
conduct of hearings, the Commission shall have power to require 
by subpoena the appearance and testimony of witnesses and the 
production of papers, and any member of the commission may sign 
subpoenas, administer oaths and examine witnesses. ‘The fees and 
mileage shall be the same as prescribed: by law in judicial procelure 
‘in the courts of this State in civil cases. Any party to a hearing 
shall have the right to the attendance of witnesses in his behalf.

The members of said Court of County Commissioners so selected and ap- 
pointed shali hold office until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in 
January, 1949, and until their successors are elected and qualified, and at 
the general election next preceding the expiration of the terms of office of 
the members of said Court of County Commissioners, there shall be elected 
by the qualified electors of the entire County a member from each of the 
said districts, who shall be a resident of said district, and who shall hold 
office for a period of four (4) years and until his successor is likewise 
elected and qualified. 

Section 4. That at the first meeting of said Court of County Com- 
missioners held after their appointment, the said Court of County Com- 
missioners shall choose from its members a Chairman of said Court of 
County Commissioners for Russell County; who shall hold office until his 
term as such member of said Court of County Commissioners expires. 

Section 5. Should any vacancy occur upon the said Court of County 
Commissioners, such vacancy shall be filled by appointment by the Gover- 
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nor for the unexpired term, and the appointee shall be a resident of the 
District which he is appointed to represent, on said Court of County Com- 
missioners. 

Section 6. Regular terms of the said Court of County Commissioners 
shall be held at the County Seat on the first Wednesday in January, April, 
July and October of each year and as provided by law, and such special 
and adjourned terms as the said Court of County Commissioners or a majority 
thereof may deem necessary and proper. Notices of all special meetings 
shall be given by the Chairman of the Court of County Commissioners in 
writing or by publication in some newspaper published in Russell County for 
five (5) days prior to such meeting. If given in writing by the Chairman, the 
same shall be served on each member then within the county, five (5) days be- 
fore said meeting. 

Section 7. That the said Court of County Commissioners shall have all 
of the jurisdiction and all powers which are now or may hereafter by 
law, be vested in the courts of county commissioners of this State, or board 
of revenue or other governing body of like kind, and the several members 
of the said Court of County Commissioners for Russell County shall respec- 
tively perform all duties and services and render all the powers which are 
or may be required by law of the members of the courts of county commis- 
sioners, or boards of revenue or other governing bodies of like kind. That 
all general laws hereafter enacted by the Legislature of Alabama in relation 
to the jurisdiction, powers, authorities or duties of courts of county com- 
missioners in this State not in conflict with the provisions of this Act, shall 
apply to the said Court of County Commissioners for Russell County, ex- 
cept so much of the said general laws as may relate to the mode of selection 
of said court of county commissioners, provided that this Act shall not be 
construed to impair the jurisdiction and authority of the said Court of County 
Commissioners. The Court of County Commissioners shall have control of 
all property belonging to the County, and may, by an order to be entered 
on its minutes, direct the disposal of any real property, which can be lawfully 
disposed of, and direct the Chairman of said Court of County Commissioners 
to make titles thereto; and a conveyance made by the said Chairman in 
accordance with such order invests the grantee with the title of the county. 

Section 8. That the Chairman of the said Court of County Commis- 
sioners shall sign all the minutes of the proceedings of the said Commis- 
sioners and shall sign all warrants drawn upon the county treasury or 
depository all orders for payment or disbursement of the money or funds 
of the County. It shall be the duty of the said Chairman of such Court 
of County Commissioners in said county to collect and receipt for all 
road tax and perform all other duties in connection therewith as are now 
required by law of other officials. It shall be the duty of the said 
Chairman of the said Court of County Commissioners to receive and prepare 
the business and obtain information for the sessions of the said Court of 
County Commissioners and to see to the execution of all orders of the 
said Court of County Commissioners. The Chairman of the said Court of 
County Commissioners shall issue all notices required to be given by the 
said Court of County Commissioners and by law, and generally to do and 
perform all such duties and matters as may be required of him by the 
said Court of County Commissioners. ; 

Section 9. The Chairman and every member of the Court of County 
Commissioners shall receive for their services the sum of $1,800.00 per annum 
payable in twelve (12) monthly installments of $150.00 each out of the 
County treasury, and from such funds of the County as may be legally sub- 
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ject to the payment of such salaries and as in the opinion of said Court of 
County Commissioners said salaries should be paid out of. 

Section 10. That within seven days from the appointment of said mem- 
bers of said Court of County Commissioners as hereinbefore provided, 
said members so appointed shall meet and organize said Court of County 
Commissioners. And the said Court of County Commissioners shall trans- 
act such business as is proper and necessary at such meetings. 

Section 11. The County Commission of Russell County which is herein 
and hereby abolished, shall deliver to the said Court of County Commis- 
sioners for Russell County at its first meeting as provided for in Section 10 
hereof, all books, records, accounts, funds and in fact all belongings of 
every kind and character held by them as officials for the County of Russell, 
or for the use of said County. 

Section 12. That the said Court of County Commissioners shall appoint 
a clerk of the Court of County Commissioners whose duties shall be to 
keep the minutes of the meetings and make a record of the same, to keep a 
record of all claims filed against the county and all claims ordered paid by 
the said Court of County Commissioners, keeping such minutes and pro- 
ceedings in well bound volumes provided for that purpose, and to generally 
do and perform all acts and services in and about the duties of and proceed- 
ings of said Court of County Commissioners as he, or she, may be directed 
to do by said Court of County Commissioners or by law. For said services 
said Clerk so appointed shall receive such sum as shall be termed reason- 
able and ordered by the said Court of County Commissioners, to be paid 
out of the funds of the county.

Section 13. Al books, office equipment, furniture and fixtures and sup- 
plies required to be furnished by the County to the different officers of 
the County shall be purchased by this Court of County Commissioners, and 
each officer of the County in need of any of the above items or other 
supplies required by law in the operation of their office shall make requisi- 
tion for the same in writing to this Court of County Commissioners. And 
no officer shall contract for the purchase of supplies and charge them to the 
County except as hereinabove provided for. 

Section 14. That the County Commission of Russell County be and 
the same is hereby abolished. 

Section 15. This act shall become effective immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor, or upon its becoming a law. 

Section 16. That all laws and parts of laws, general, local and special, 
in conflict with the provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby ex- 
pressly repealed.

Resolution and sends same herewith to the House: 


By Mr. Walton: 

S. J. R. 9. WHEREAS, this is VE Day and an historic day in 
Alabama, in the United States of America, and over the entire world; 
and 

WHEREAS, this day marks the official cessation of hostilities in 
Europe and marks the half-way stop in the struggle of the Allied 
Nations to put an end to tyranny and oppression; and 

WHEREAS, it is fitting that this day be observed by all the peoples 
of Alabama and the Nation; and 

WHEREAS, it is further fitting that we in Alabama pause on this 
day to pay our respects to those who have given their lives and their 
full measure of devotion to the cause and to give thanks to Almighty 
God for leading us to this important victory in Europe and for the 
liberty and freedom of the oppressed peoples of the world: 

_ THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF 
ALABAMA, the House concurring, that at 12:00 o’clock Noon today 
the two Houses meet in joint session in the Hall of the House of 
Representatives, and that upon the passage of this resolution by both 
houses of the Legislature of Alabama, the Secretary of the Senate 
immediately get in touch with Dr. John W. Frazer, Pastor of the 
Dexter Avenue Methodist Church of Montgomery, Alabama, and a 
Chaplain in the United States Army in World War I, and invite him to 
appear before the joint session of the two Houses for the purpose of

lication of notice concerning the issuance of such Revenue Securi- 
ties and limiting the time within which any action may be brought 
to set aside or contest the validity of any such Revenue Securi- 
ties or of any proceedings authorizing the same or of any con- 
tractual obligations incurred in connection therewith; to provide 
for the acceptance of grants and to contract with reference to 
such grants; to provide for the funding or refunding of obliga- 
tions of said Department by the issuance of such Revenue Se- 
curities ; to provide that the provisions of this Act shall be cumula- 
tive and not exclusive; and to provide the effective date of this 
Act.

To authorize and require the City of Mobile to hereafter pay and reimburse 
Mobile County a portion of the cost of operating, maintaining and keeping 
in repair the Poor Farm or Home for the Paupers of Mobile County; to 
provide for the keeping of an account by Mobile County of its expenditures 
for such purpose and the presenting of its claim therefor to the City of 
Mobile and the time of payment thereof by the City; to prescribe a rule 
of evidence in any suit or suits hereafter brought by the County of Mo- 
bile against the City of Mobile to recover of the City its proportionate part 
of such expenditures; to authorize and empower the members of the Board 
of Commissioners of the City of Mobile to sign petitions to be filed with 
the Judge of the Probate Court of Mobile County for the commitment of 
persons to the Poor Farm or Home for the Paupers of Mobile County; 
to authorize and empower the Probate Judge of Mobile County to act upon 
petitions signed by a member of the Board of Commissioners of the City 
of Mobile in the same manner as may be provided by law in the case of 
petitions signed by a member of the governing body of Mobile County 
or the Director of the County Department of Public Welfare of said 
County, and to repeal all laws in conflict herewith. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA AS 
FOLLOWS: 


Section 1.—That the City of Mobile shall be and it is hereby authorized 
and required to hereafter pay to Mobile County one-half (44) of the cost of 
operating, maintaining and keeping in repair the Poor Farm or Home for the 
Paupers of Mobile County. 

Section 2. The members of the Board of Commissioners of the City of 
Mobile are hereby authorized and empowered to sign or execute petitions 
for the commitment of persons to the Poor Farm or Home for the Paupers 
of Mobile County to the same extent that such power and authority is 
granted by law to members of the governing body of Mobile County and the 
Director of the County Department of Public Welfare and to file the same 
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with the Probate Judge of Mobile County. The Probate Judge of Mobile 
County is hereby authorized and empowered to institute such proceedings 
and take such actions on said petitions signed or executed by a member of 
the Board of Commissioners of the City of Mobile as he may be authorized 
by law to take upon petitions signed by a member of the governing body of 
Mobile County or the Director of the County Department of Public Welfare. 

Section 3.—Mobile County shall cause to be opened and kept an ac- 
count to be entitled “Poor Farm Account” wherein shall be entered and kept 
an accurate and true account of the amount expended by the County each 
month for operating, maintaining and keeping in repair the Poor Farm or 
Home for Paupers of Mobile County, and on or before the 20th day of each 
month shall file with the Board of Commissioners of the City of Mobile an 
account of the amount expended by the County during the preceding calen- 
dar month for any and all such purposes. Said account shall be verified by 
the affidavit of the County Clerk or other person having knowledge of the 
correctness thereof. It shall be the duty of the Board of Commissioners of 
the City of Mobile, after examination of the said account, and upon finding 
the same correct, to pay to Mobile County one-half (44) of the amount there- 
of out of the City Treasury, such payment to be made on or before the 10th 
day of the month following the presentation and filing of such account. 

Section 4. That in any suit or proceeding hereafter brought by the 
County against the City to recover of the City its proportionate part of 
any such expenditures, the books of the County containing the County’s 
account of such expenditures, when supported by the testimony of the Coun- 
ty Clerk or other person having charge of the keeping of the books of said 
County, that said books were kept in accordance with the provisions of this 
Act, and that he believes them to be accurate and true shali be admissible in 
evidence and shall be taken and considered as prima facie establishing the 
correctness of the facts and account shown thereby. 

Section 5.—That if any section or provision of this Act shall be held in- 
valid, such holding shall not affect nor invalidate any other section or 
provision hereof which is not in and of itself invalid. 

Section 6.—That all laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith shall 
be, and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 7—This Act shall go into effect upon its enactment as is pro- 


vided by law.

10, 1927 by amending Sections 7, 8, 8-A, 10, 16, 17, 18 and 32 to read as 
hereinafter set out and to repeal all laws in conflict herewith. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. That Section’ 7 of an Act entitled “An Act to authorize 
Mobile County in this state, to increase its indebtedness for the purpose of 
constructing concrete or better than concrete surfaced public roads and con- 
crete or better than concrete bridges in said county, and to issue bonds 
therefor and to levy and collect taxes on property in Mobile County to pay 
for the same, and to provide for and regulate the holding of elections by 
the qualified voters of Mobile County to authorize such increase of in- 
debtedness, issuance of bonds and levying taxes, and for ascertaining and 
declaring the results of such election, and regulating the sale of such bonds 
and the use of the proceeds of such sale, and repealing all laws in conflict 
with this Act,” approved August 10, 1927, be and the same hereby is amended 
to read as follows: “Section 7. The governing body of said county shall 
from time to time, determine what concrete surfaced or better than concrete 
surfaced public road or roads, and what concrete or better than concrete 
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bridge or bridges are to be constructed or improved within said county under 
the terms of this Act. Concrete or better than concrete surfaced roads within 
the meaning of this Act, shall include: (a) Portland Cement concrete pav- 
ing; (b) Asphaltic Concrete paving, whether of standard specifications or of 
any patented modification thereof; (c) Sheet Asphalt paving whether of stand- - 
ard specifications or of any patented modification thereof or rock or sand as- 
phalt paving; (d) Any combination of asphaltic concrete and sheet asphalt or © 
any combination of asphaltic concrete and rock asphalt; (e) Vitrified brick 
paving; and (f) Any other surface composed of bits of gravel, or broken stone 
or slag, in large and/or small fragments thoroughly mixed with or bonded to- 
gether with a cementing material such as asphalt, Portland Cement, puzolian 
cement, or other cementing compound or compounds and placed in such a 
manner as to create a surface of a definitely stable nature.” 

Section 2. That Section 8 of said Act be and the same hereby is amend- 
ed so as to read as follows: “Section 8. The governing body of said coun- 
ty when first authorized as herein provided by a majority vote by ballot of 
the qualified voters of said county voting upon such proposition, may incur 
such additional indebtedness and issue such additional bonds and levy such 
additional tax or taxes, by this Act authorized, either for the purpose of 
paying the entire cost of the construction or improvement of one or more 
concrete or better than concrete surfaced road or roads, and the bridges 
connected therewith, and one or more concrete or better than concrete bridge 
or bridges, or may incur such additional indebtedness and issue such addi- 
tional bonds and levy such additional tax or taxes, under the terms of this 
Act, for the purpose of paying such part of such construction or improvement 
of State Highways numbered 6, 25 and 28, or any one or more of them as is 
not paid by the government of the United States of America or the Highway 
Department of the state of Alabama, or any other agency of the State of 
Alabama, and to that end may join with the United States of America or the 
State of Alabama, or both the United States of America and the State of Ala- 
bama, in the construction or improvements, and in paying for the construc- 
tion or improvement of any one or more of State Highways numbered 6, 25 
and 28, and the bridges connected therewith. If the County of Mobile joins 
with the Alabama Highway Department and the Federal Government or 
either of them in paying part of the cost of construction or improvement of 
State Highways numbered 6, 25 and 28 or any one or more of them, then 
the said work of construction shall be done under the control, direction and 
supervision of the State Highway Department of Alabama. The proceeds of 
all bonds authorized, issued and sold as in this Act provided, for the purpose 
of paying any portion of the cost of the construction or improvement of State 
Highways numbered 6, 25 and 28, or any one or more of such highways, 
shall, as soon as such proceeds are received by the County, be paid over 
by the treasurer of Mobile County forthwith into the State Treasury, for . 
the use of the State Highway Commission of Alabama, in the construction , 
of such highway or highways. The state treasurer of the State of Alabama 
shall keep a record of all such monies so paid over to him by the treasurer 
of Mobile County, and shall disburse the same under orders of the State 
Highway Commission only in payment for part of the.cost of the improve- 
ment or construction of state highways numbered 6, 25 and 28, or any one 
or more of such highways. The governing body of said County when first 
authorized as herein provided by a majority vote by ballot of the qualified 
voters of said County voting upon such proposition, may incur such addi- 
tional indebtedness and issue such additional bonds and levy such additional 
tax or taxes, by this Act authorized, for the purpose of paying such part of 
such construction or improvement of any road or roads, and bridge or bridges 
connected therewith, in Mobile County as are not paid by the Government 
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of the United States of America and/or the State of Alabama and/or any 
agency of either or both, and to that end may join with the United States of 
American and/or the State of Alabama and/or any agency of either or both 
in the construction or improvement and in paying for the construction or im- 
provement of any one or more roads in Mobile County and bridge or bridges 
connected therewith. Should the governing body of said County exercise 
the authority last granted in this Section and join with the Government of 
the United States of America and/or the State of Alabama and/or any agency 
of either or both in the construction and improvement of a road or roads in 
Mobile County, and a bridge or bridges connected therewith, then the said 
work of construction shall be done, and the supervision and control thereof 
shall be, in accordance with the provisions of any Act of the Congress of 
the United States and/or the Legislature of Alabama authorizing and pro- 
viding therefor, and/or any order or regulation issued pursuant thereto, and 
the proceeds of all bonds authorized, issued and sold as in this Act provided 
for the purpose of paying any part of the cost of the construction or im- 
provement of such roads or any one or more of such roads shall be disbursed 
in such manner as shall be provided in such Act of the Congress of the 
United States and/or the State of Alabama and/or in any order or regulation

Section 3. That Section 8-A of said Act be and the same is amended so 
as to read as follows: “Section 8-A. The State Highway Department shall 
keep an accurate record of all monies of the county paid by the said County 
toward the cost of the construction of State Highways numbered 6, 25 and 
28 or any one or more thereof, and the Highway Department of Alabama 
shall, as soon as state funds are available for such purpose, spend an equal 
amount of State Highway funds on the construction and improvement of 
such roads in Mobile County as may be agreed upon between the State 
Highway Department and the governing bddy of Mobile County, such money 
to be in addition to such State Highway funds as would otherwise be al- 
lotted to be spent in Mobile County. When completed, all such state high- 
ways shall be maintained by the State.” 

Section 4. That Section 10 of said Act be and the same hereby is 
amended so as to read as follows: “Section 10. Before finally and formally 
adopting and agreeing upon any “improvement” (as the word “improvement” 
is hereinabove defined) the governing body of safd County shall cause 
to be prepared by or under the direction of an engineer or engineering com- 
pany or firm selected by said governing body (which engineer shall be an 
engineer of recognized reputation in paving matters, who shall be either a 
graduate of some institute of technology or other engineering school of rec- 
ognized standing, with an additional eight years of practical experience, five of 
which must have been in responsible charge of work and who is registered 
and licensed to practice engineering under the laws of the State of Ala- 
bama, or in the event an engineering firm or company is selected by said 
governing body, the officer or individual representing such firm or company 
and who is in responsible charge of such work shall possess such requisites 
and qualifications), preliminary maps of the road or roads, bridge or bridges, 
proposed to be included in such improvement, which maps shall show the 
approximate location and the proposed termini of each such “improve- 
ment,” together with a preliminary report of such engineer, describing the 
general character of the materials to be used in the construction or improve- 
ment of each such road or bridge. Such report may set out and describe 
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certain alternative types of surfacing or paving, or other materials proposed 
to be used. Such report of such engineer shall also contain a preliminary 
estimate of the cost of each “improvement,” (as the word “improvement” is 
herein before defined), and an estimate of the time which it will take to 
complete the construction or improvement of each such “improvement.” 

Section 5. That Section 16 of said Act be and the same hereby is 
amended so as to read as follows: “Section 16. The Chairman of the 
governing body of said county, or some other member of such body des- 
igriated for that purpose by resolution of said body, immediately after the 
passage by said body of the resolution calling such election, shall notify 
the Probate Judge, Clerk of the Circuit Court and the Sheriff of said County 
of the calling of such election. Such officers of said County, within ten days 
after receipt of such notice, shall appoint such election officers as may be 
prescribed by law for the holding of general elections to conduct said elec- 
tions and all election officers so appointed shall possess the same qualifica- 
tions as election officers serving in a general election.”

firm or company of engineers to be selected by said governing body and 
having the qualifications set out in Section 10 of this Act.

Mr. Speaker: 


The Senate has passed the following House bills and returns same 
herewith to the House: 


H. 4%. To provide for additional revenue by levying a privilege 
tax upon every person engaging in the business of producing or sev- 
ering oil or gas or other hydrocarbons from the soil or the waters, or 
from beneath the soil or the waters, of the State of Alabama; to re- 
quire all parties engaged in severing such natural resources to set up, 
keep, and maintain full and complete records of the severance of such 
resources; to prescribe the method of collecting and enforcing the pay- 
ment of such tax; to provide for the distribution of the taxes collected;

To create and establish the County Court of Calhoun County, Alabama; 
to define its jurisdiction and powers; to invest it with the power and jurisdic- 
tion heretofore exercised by the Calhoun County Court; to provide for the 
transfer of the cases from the dockets of the Calhoun County Court to the 
County Court of Calhoun County, Alabama; to abolish the Calhoun County 
Court; to abolish the office of justice of the peace in precincts 15 and 20; to 
provide for the officers of said court, their powers, duties, tenure and compen- 
sation; to prescribe rules of procedure for said court; and to provide for the 
execution of the process of said court and the operation thereof. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1: That there is hereby created and established in and for the 
County of Calhoun, State of Alabama, a court which shall be known and 
called County Court of Calhoun County, Alabama, which said court is hereby 
invested with and shall have and exercise in said county jurisdiction of all 
misdemeanors committed in said county, concurrent in such misdemeanor 
cases with the jurisdiction now conferred, or which may be conferred, by law 
upon the Circuit Court, and said court shall have preliminary jurisdiction of 
all felonies committed in said county and of bastardy and peace proceedings 
in said county; and, in addition thereto, said court shall have and exercise 
original and exclusive jurisdiction in all juvenile and non-support cases arising 
in said county under titles 13 and 34 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, and 
amendments and additions thereto, and shall have all of the powers therein 
conferred on the probate court. The judge of said court shall have the right 
and authority to hear and determine habeas corpus proceedings in criminal 
cases arising in said county. In all civil cases, otherwise cognizable in jus- 
tice of the peace courts, and arising in precincts 15 and 20 of said county, or 
when the defendants reside in said precincts, the said court shall have and 
exercise the exclusive authority, jurisdiction and powers which are now con- 
ferred, or which may be conferred by law upon the justices of the peace, 
and in all other precincts of said county said court shall have concurrent 
jurisdiction with the respective justices of the peace. The said County Court 
of Calhoun County, Alabama shall be invested with all powers, jurisdiction 
and authority heretofore exercised by the Calhoun County Court, and said 
Calhoun County Court is hereby abolished. All cases therein pending shall 
be and hereby are transferred to said County Court of Calhoun County, 
Alabama for further prosecution, and shall be proceeded upon as if originally 
instituted in such court. 

Section 2: The present Judge of the Calhoun County Court shall be 
the Judge of the County Court of Calhoun County, Alabama, and shall hold 
such office until his present term expires, and until his successor is elected 
and qualified. His successor shall take office on the first Monday after 
the second Tuesday in January, 1947, and shall be elected by the qualified 
voters of Calhoun County, Alabama, at the general election held for state 
and county offices in the year 1946, and at the general election every four 
years thereafter. The judge of said court shall have been a resident of Cal- 
houn County, Alabama, for at least one year next preceding his election or 
appointment and a qualified elector, and shall be at least twenty-five years 
of age and learned in the law. All vacancies in the office of judge of said 
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court shall be filled by appointment of the Governor of Alabama, and the 
person so appointed shall hold the office as provided by the Constitution 
of Alabama. The judge of said court shall not engage in the practice of 
law in or out of the courts of Alabama. 

Section 3: The judge of said Court shall receive a salary of four 
thousand dollars per annum, payable monthly out of the county treasury, 
upon his warrant drawn upon the county treasurer. The judge of said court, 
before entering upon the duties of said office, shall take the oath of office 
in form required by law to be taken by judges of the circuit court of Ala- 
bama, which shall be recorded in the office of the probate judge, and a com- 
mission shall be issued to him by the State as provided by law in other county 
offices. The said judge may be removed from office for the causes and in the 
manner now provided by law for the judges of the circuit court. The judge 
of said court may punish for contempt in cases where the judges of the cir- 
cuit court can punish for contempt, by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars 
and by imprisonment in the county jail not exceeding five days, one or both 
at the discretion of the said judge. The said judge shall have the right to 
issue and sign in his name any process or other paper of said court. The 
fees allowed by law for taking affidavits, acknowledgments and performing 
the rites of matrimony may be collected and retained by the said judge for 
his services. 

Section 4: The said court shall have a clerk who shall be appointed by 
and hold office at the pleasure of the judge of said court. The clerk shall 
issue all process of said court, keep a docket of the proceedings of said 
court, both civil and criminal, and certify all appeals and certioraries, and his 
duties shall be generally, those performed by clerks of the circuit court. 
The said clerk shall also have the power and authority to take affidavits and 
issue search warrants and warrants of arrest thereon, making same returnable 
to the said county court. The fees and costs allowed by law in civil cases 
to justices of the peace, constables, sheriffs and witnesses for services in the 
justices of the peace court shall be taxed and collected as provided by law in 
each civil case. In addition thereto, there shall be taxed and collected for 
the use of the county in each civil case docketed a trial fee of one dollar. In 
all criminal cases the fees and costs authorized by law to be taxed in the 
county courts of the State shall be taxed and collected in each criminal case 
tried or docketed in said court. The said clerk shall be entitled to receive 
and retain as his compensation in criminal cases the same costs, fees and 
commissions allowed by law to clerks of the circuit court for like duties and 
services, and the amounts of the justices’ fees, other than the one dollar trial 
tax, collected in all civil cases. The said clerk shall give bond, with good and 
sufficient sureties thereon, in the penal sum of five thousand dollars, payable 
to the State of Alabama and conditioned to faithfully discharge the duties of 
such office, and to pay all monies to the proper authorities and persons to 
whom it is due, and to faithfully account for all monies coming into his 
hands by virtue of his office, which bond shall be approved by the president 
of the County Commission or like governing body, and, together with his 
oath of office, filed in the office of the Probate Judge of Calhoun County. 
The fees accruing to sheriffs, constables, witnesses and justices of the peace, 
when collected, shall be paid direct to those entitled to receive same, and 
all other fees and costs, except those the clerk is entitled to retain as his 
compensation, and all fines and forfeitures collected for the county shall be 
paid monthly by the said clerk to the County Treasurer. All fines, forfeitures 
and other monies collected by the clerk for the State of Alabama shall be 
paid monthly by the said clerk to the State Treasurer. The said clerk shall 
have the right to appoint an assistant clerk at his own expense, whose acts 
shall be in the name of the clerk and for which the clerk shall be responsible. 
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Section 5: The Sheriff and constables of Calhoun County shall be the 
officers of said court, and shall execute all processes from said court and 
make the due return thereof, and all processes issued out of said court shall 
be addressed to any lawful officer of Calhoun County, Alabama. The Sheriff 
or his deputy shall be required to attend on said court on trial days of crimi- 
nal cases, for which he shall be paid as provided by law in county courts. 
In case of sickness or other absence of the constable, or whenever requested 
to do so by the judge, the Sheriff or his deputy shall be required to serve 
all processes of said court, receiving the legal fees therefor for his services. 

Section 6: In the event of sickness or necessary absence of the judge 
of said court, the presiding Judge of the Circuit Court of Calhoun County 
shall appoint a special judge to hold court during the absence of the regular 
judge, whose compensation shall be at the same rate as herein provided for 
the regular judge, and paid on his warrant drawn on the County Treasury. 

Section 7: It shall be the duty of the Deputy Solicitor for Calhoun 
County to prosecute in criminal cases in said court, and the same solicitor’s 
fees shall be taxed in misdemeanor cases in said court and in the same man- 
ner as is taxed for Circuit Solicitors in similar cases in the circuit courts of 
the State. All county solicitor’s fees, when collected, shall be paid into the 
County Treasury as other costs. 

Section 8: It shall be the duty of the County Commission or other 
governing body of said county to provide proper offices in the court house 
for said court and to provide for the necessary accommodation therefor, 
and to provide said court with all necessary blanks, stationery, docket books, 
typewriter, phone and other articles and supplies which may be reasonably 
necessary for said court. 

Section 9: The rules and regulations governing justices of the peace 
courts shall apply as near as possible in all civil cases and the rules and 
regulations governing county courts shall apply as near as possible in all 
criminal cases, except as herein otherwise stated. All parties against whom 
judgments have been rendered shall have ten days within which to effect 
appeals to the circuit court. In all civil cases of judgment by default the 
judge may, at his discretion, set aside said judgment when requested to do 
so by the defendant within five days after such judgment is granted: In 
civil cases when an execution has been issued within twelve months after 
the rendition of judgment and has not been returned satisfied, an alias execu- 
tion may be issued thereon at any time within six years from date. of such 
judgment without a revival of the judgment. When a certificate of judg- 
ment has been filed in the office of the Probate Judge within twelve months 
from the date of its rendition, execution may issue thereon at any time 
within six years from the date of such judgment, whether execution has been 
previously issued or not, and such recorded judgment shall be a lien on 
the property of the defendant as provided by law in the circuit courts. 

Section 10: In all suits brought for minors by their next friends in 
which judgments are obtained and the money or property paid or delivered 
into court, the said money or property may be paid or delivered to the next 
friend bringing the suit to be for the use and benefit of the minor, and the 
said next friend is authorized to receipt the court record for same, which 
shall be binding on said minor. Warrants may be issued by justices of the 
peace in said county returnable to said court for any indictable offense, 
including peace and bastardy proceedings and non-support cases. 

Section 11: There shall be no justices of the peace nor notary public 
with powers of justice of the peace elected or appointed for precincts 15 and 
20 of said county, and the office of justice of the peace for said precincts 
is hereby abolished. 
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Section 12: All laws, local or general, in conflict with the provisions 
of this act are, in so far as they conflict with the provision of this act, hereby 
repealed. 

Section 13: Should any section, or any part thereof, of this act be held 
unconstitutional, it shall in no wise affect any other section or part thereof, 
each section having been passed by the Legislature separately. 

Section 14: This act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

SECTION 1. That the Inferior Criminal Court of Mobile County 
shall have and exercise civil jurisdiction concurrently with the Justices of 
the Peace in all precincts in Mobile County outside the limits of the City of 
Mobile anid the said court shall have and exercise civil jurisdiction in Mobile 
County, concurrently with the Circuit Court of Mobile in all civil matters 
where the amount in controversy or the value of personal property in con- 
troversy does not exceed three hundred dollars. The said court shall not 
have jurisdiction in equity nor of actions of libel, slander, assault and bat- 
tery ejectment and actions in the nature of ejectment.

out of the Civil Division of the Inferior Criminal Court. He shall ap- 
prove all bonds, keep a docket and make a final record of all proceedings 
therein, certify all appeals from the judgments rendered by said court and 
erform such other duties as may be directed by the Judge of the Court 
and which are generally required by law of Clerks of Courts. The fees and 
costs which are now allowed by law in courts of Justices of the Peace 
shall be taxed and collected by the Clerk of the Court and by him paid in 
the time and in the manner now fixed by law, into the treasury of Mobile 
County. 

SECTION 3. That the practice, procedure and judgments of the Court 
in the exercise of the civil jurisdiction conferred by this Act, shall conform to 
and be governed by the laws applicable to the practice and procedure in the 
courts of Justices of the Peace insofar as applicable and except as otherwise 
provided in this Act. Every intendment is in favor of the sufficiency and 
validity of proceedings under the jurisdiction conferred by this Act when 
brought into question either directly or collaterally in any of the Courts 
of this State where it appears in the face of the proceedings that the Court 
has jurisdiction of the subject matter and the parties. 

SECTION 4. That all summons and processes issued out of said Court 
shall be directed to the Sheriff of Mobile County for service, execution and 
return as required by law. 

SECTION 5. That all cases shall be tried by the Judge of the Court 
without the intervention of a jury, the Judge determining both the law 
and the facts. Any party shall have the right of appeal to the Circuit 
Court within five days from the rendition of judgment’ and on appeal 
either party may demand a trial by jury under the same rules as are pro- 
vided by law for demands for jury trials in cases of appeals from judg- 
ments of Justices of the Peace and the trial in the Circuit Court shall 
be de novo and shall conform to the procedure now fixed by law in ap- 
peals from courts of Justices of the Peace. 

SECTION 6. That any party desiring to appeal from any judgment, 
shall give bond with sureties to be approved by the Clerk, and payable 
to the party in whose favor the judgment was rendered, conditioned to 
pay and satisfy such judgment and costs as may be taxed against him 
in the Circuit Court. All such bonds shall be in amounts fixed by law and 
shall be filed with and approved by the Clerk within five days from the 
rendition of the judgment from which appeal was taken.

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a single generation, has unqualifiedly endorsed the value of such mili- 
tary training both to the individual and to the nation; and 

WHEREAS, the Legislature of Alabama desires to go on record 
as approving the principles of universal military training as a national 
policy ; 

THEREFORE, BE, IT RESOLVED by the Senate of Alabama, 
the House of Representatives concurring, that the Legislature of Ala- 
bama does hereby go on record as approving the principles of uni- 
versal military training. 

Be it further resolved that a copy of this resolution be, after its 
passage by both Houses of the Legislature, forwarded by the Secretary 
of the Senate of Alabama, to the United States Senators from Ala- 
bama and to the members of House of Representatives of the National 
Congress from the State of Alabama.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama, that the Coun- 
ty of Chilton, be and the same is hereby divided into four commissioners 
districts to be numbered first, second, third and fourth districts. 

That the first district shall be composed of that part of Chilton County 
embraced within the precincts as now existing and numbered as follows: 
Precincts one, two, twelve and thirteen. 

That the second district be composed of that part of Chilton County em- 
braced within the precincts as now existing and numbered as follows: 
Precincts three, nine, eleven and fourteen. 
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That the third district be composed of that part of Chilton County em- 
braced within the precincts as now existing and numbered as follows: 
Precincts six, seven, eight and fifteen. 

That the fourth district shall be composed of that part of Chilton 
County embraced within the precincts as now existing and numbered as fol- 
lows: Precincts four, five, ten and sixteen. 

Section 2. That at the General Election in November, 1946, and every 
four years thereafter two Commissioners shall be elected for Commis- 
sioner Districts One and Two by the qualified electors of Chilton County, 
Alabama, whose term of office shall commence at the expiration of the 
term of office of the Commissioners now in office, and shall hold office for 
four years and until their successors are elected and qualified. 

That at the General Election in November, 1948, and every four years 
thereafter two Commissioners shall be elected for Commissioner Districts 
Three and Four by the qualified electors of Chilton County, Alabama, 
whose term of office shall commence at the expiration of the term of office 
of the Commissioners now in office and shall hold office for four years 
and until their successors are elected and qualified. ; 

Each of said Commissioners shall be a qualified elector of the District 
from which he is elected. 

Section 3. That all laws or parts of laws whether general, local or spe- 
cial in conflict with this act, are hereby repealed. 

Section 4. This Bill shall become effective upon its passage by the Legis- 
lature and approval by the Governor.

the Board; the meetings of the Board; for copies of the record of the Board 
certified by the Secretary of Board to be competent evidence in all Courts; 
the authority and duties of the Board; the management and control of the 
City of Guntersville Electric Distribution System by the Board for the em- 
ployment of the employees, of the City of Guntersville Electric Distribution 
System, by the Board; the official bonds of the officers and employees of 
the Board handling money; the collection, deposits and distribution of funds 
received from operations of the said System; the Bond of the depository 
of the Board’s funds; the investments of the sinking funds or other contin- 
gency funds coming into the hands of the Board; the method of withdrawal 
of funds of the Board and signing of warrants for payment of claims; that in 
any expenditure for any new construction, additions or replacements to the 
electric plant, where the amount is to be expended is over $2,000.00 must be 
approved by the City Council of the City of Guntersville, Alabama; the an- 
nual audit and publication of financial condition of the system; the reports 
to the City Council; and the effective date of this act. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. CREATION OF MUNICIPAL ELECTRIC POWER 
BOARD OF GUNTERSVILLE, ALABAMA. There is hereby created 
and established the Municipal Electric Power Board of Guntersville, Ala- 
bama to be composed of three members and one Ex Officio Member. 

Section 2, APPOINTMENT OF MEMBERS TO COMPRISE 
BOARD. The Mayor of the City of Guntersville, Alabama, shall be Ex 
Officio member of the Board and serve for his term of office as Mayor. 
One member to serve until the first Monday of October, 1946; and until 
his successor is elected and qualified. One member to serve until the first 
Monday in October, 1948; and until his successor is elected and qualified. 
One member to serve until the first Monday in October, 1950; and until 
his successor is elected and qualified. The members to compose the original 
Board shall be appointed by the Governor of the State of Alabama. 

Section 3. QUALIFICATIONS OF MEMBERS OF THE BOARD. 
No person shall be eligible to membership on said Board who is not a 
qualified elector of Marshall County, Alabama, and is not a customer of the 
City of Guntersville Electric Distribution System. The members of the 
City Council of Guntersville, Alabama, may be allowed to become members 
of the Board. 

Section 4. OATH OF OFFICE. Before entering upon the duties of 
his office, each member of the Board shall take and subscribe to the fol- 
lowing oath: “I do solemnly swear that I will support the constitution 
of the State of Alabama, the constitution of the United States of America, 
and I will faithfully, zealously and impartially discharge the duties of the 
office upon which I am about to enter, without fear of favor, for the public 
welfare; so help me God.” The successors to the members of Board ap- 
pointed by this Act shall take and subscribe the same oath. 

Section 5. METHOD OF ELECTION AND TERM OF OFFICE 
OF THE MEMBERS OF THE BOARD. The successors to the mem- 
bers created by this Act shall be elected by the City Council of the City of 
Guntersville, Alabama. At the last regular meeting of the City Council 
of the City of Guntersville, in September each year that the term of a 
member expires in October following, the City Council shall elect the 
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successor of the member of the Board whose term expires on the first 
Monday in October following, and the person so elected shall become a 
member of the Board on the first Monday in October following his electiom 
and shall hold the position for a period of six years and until his successor 
is elected and qualified. A member of the Board may succeed himself if the 
City Council desires to re-elect him. Whenever, a vacancy occurs in the 
Board by resignation, death, or some other cause, the City Council shall 
immediately fill said vacancy by electing another person to the Board, who 
shall serve for the remainder of the unexpired term of the member he suc- 
ceeds. 

Section 6. ORGANIZATION OF THE BOARD. At the first meet- 
ing of the Board after the passage of this Act, the members shall elect 
one of their number as Chairman and one of their number or an employee 
of the City of Guntersville Electric Distribution System, as Secretary, there- 
after, on the first meeting in October, the Board shall annually elect from 
among their number a Chairman and either from their number or an em- 
ployee a Secretary. Vacancies of the office of the Chairman or Secretary 
shall be filled by the Board, if and when any may occur. 

Section 7, COMPENSATION OF THE BOARD. Each member of 
the Board, including the Ex Officio member, shall be paid at the rate of 
$10.00 per month. The compensation to the members of the Board shall 
be paid in monthly installments from the money received from the opera- 
tion of the City of Guntersville Electric Distribution System. A member 
of the City Council, who may become a member of the Board, and the Mayor 
who is Ex Officio Member of the Board, shall be entitled to draw compensa- 
tion the same as any other members of the Board, by virtue of the extra duty 
imposed upon them. 

Section 8. MEETING OF THE BOARD. The Board shall hold its 
regular monthly meeting on the second Tuesday of each month and other 
meetings at such times and places as its member may elect, and the Chair- 
man of the Board, or any two members, may call the meeting at time he 
or they consider that business demands that a meeting be held, after written 
notice is given to other members of the Board. The Chairman and one 
member or any two members of the Board shall constitute a quorum for 
the transacting of business. A true record of all proceedings of all meetings 
of the Board shall be kept by the Secretary. At the call of any member 
the vote on any pending question shall be taken by yeas and nays, and the 
same shall be entered on the record. The Record of the proceedings of said 
Board shall be open to the Mayor and any Member of the City Council, and 
to the public at all times, and a copy from said record, certified by the 
Secretary of the Board, shall be competent evidence in all courts. 

Section 9. AUTHORITY AND DUTIES OF THE BOARD. The 
Board shall have complete control of the City of Guntersville Electric 
Distribution System owned by the City of Guntersville, and as a part 
thereof it shall have authority to employ, upon terms to be fixed by the 
Board, and to discharge with or without cause, managers, cashiers, clerks, 
stenographers, attorneys, linemen, repairmen, laborers, and such other em- 
ployees as are necessary for operation of the utility. It shall have the 
power and authority, and it shall be its duty, to charge for and collect all 
counts due for any service which the utility may furnish its customers, upon 
rates to be approved by the City Council of the City of Guntersville, Ala- 
bama. The Board shall have the right to delegate to any manager which 
it may employ the authority to employ and discharge employees which 
may be needed to direct their work and manage, control and operate the 
m~ublic utility of the City of Guntersville, of which he is manager, and to 
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account to the Board for his acts in so doing, but his authority shall be 
restricted as to the authority of the Board is restricted by this act. 

Section 10. OFFICIAL BONDS OF OFFICERS AND EM- 
PLOYEES. All of the officers or employees of the Board handling money 
or exercising authority over property of the City of Guntersville, shall be- 
fore entering upon the discharge of their duties, give bond with some Surity 
Company authorized to dovbusiness in the State of Alabama, as Surety and 
payable to the City of Guntersville, to be approved by the Board in such 
penalty as the Board may prescribe conditioned for the faithful discharge 
of the duties of his office, and faithfully account for all moneys received 
or property coming into his possession in the capacity of his employment. 

Section 11. IMPEACHMENT, AND REMOVAL OF MEMBER OF 
THE BOARD. Members of the Board may be removed from the office in 
the manner and on the same grounds provided by the general law of the 
State for the impeachment and removal of office as set out in Section 175 
of the Constitution of Alabama. 

Section 12. ACCOUNTING, EXPERT, EMPLOYED: DUTIES OF. 
The Board shall at least once a year appoint an expert accountant or firm 
of Accountants who shall make an examination in detail of all books and 
accounts of the Board to cover the period since the preceding examination, 
and make a full report in writing, under oath, to the Board of its finding 
at the Board’s first meeting after the completion of such report, a copy shall 
also be furnished the Mayor and City Council, and the same shall be spread 
upon the minutes of the Board. For this service said accountant shall be 
paid such sum as may be agreed upon, which is reasonable and proper. 

Section 13. REPORTS OF THE BOARD TO COUNCIL. Said 
Board shall make an annual report to the Council at its last regular meeting 
in September of each year, showing in detail the receipts and expenditures 
for the preceeding fiscal year; the physical condition of the property under 
the care of said Board, and other matters of public interest connected with 
said Board. The Board shall make other reports to the Council at such 
time and on such matters as the Board or City Council may deem proper. 

Section 14. PUBLICATION OF RECEIPTS AND DISBURSE- 
MENTS. The Board shall make an annual and other publication, the 
Board deems proper, in a newspaper published in the City of Gunters- 
ville, Alabama, of a report showing receipts and expenditures of money 
of the Board specifying generally the source from which received and the 
purposes for which expended, such publication must show the entire 
indebtedness of the City of Guntersville Distribution System of whatever 
kind and character, specifying the amount of Bonds outstanding, their 
character and when due. 

Section 15. EXPENDITURES FOR CONSTRUCTION OR ADDI- 
TIONS. No expenditures for any new construction, additions, or replace- 
ments of the City of Guntersville Electric Distribution System, or the equip- 
ment used by the same, shall be made by the Board where the total ex- 
pense will be more than $2,000.00 without the consent and approval of the 
City Council of the City of Guntersville, Alabama. 

Section 16. FUNDS, MONEY, ETC. AIl funds of said Board shall 
be kept separate from the other funds of the City and in the City Deposi- 
tory, and same shall be withdrawn only in such sums and at such times as 
the same shall be actually required for the expenditures authorized by law, 
and only upon warrants signed by an employee of the utility designated by 
the Board and counter-signed by a member of the Board designated by 
the Board, and issue for claims that have been audited and ordered paid by 
the Board, and for salaries due Board members and employees for which 
work performed and services rendered; provided any municipal funds, in- 
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cluding funds for the retirement of bonds, and other contingency funds not 
presently needed for other purposes, coming into the hands of the Board, 
‘with the approval of the City Council, may be invested in City, State, 
or Federal securities, including War Bonds, or any public improvement bonds 
issued by any municipality of the State of Alabama which are general obliga- 
tions of such municipality, as the Board and City Council may direct, how- 
ever, the proceedings authorizing any funding or refunding bonds may prohibit 
the investment of the sinking funds for such bonds and require that such sink- 
ing funds shall be used exclusive in the purchase for retirement, or in the 
redemption of such funding or refunding bonds. 

Section 17. COLLECTION, DEPOSITS, AND DISTRIBUTION 
OF MONEYS OF THE CITY OF GUNTERSVILLE ELECTRIC DIS- 
TRIBUTION SYSTEM. All money collected from the sale of current, or 
received in any way from the use of the Electric Distribution System, shall 
be deposited in the City Depository and shall be distributed by the Board 
in accordance with the terms of the Power Contract between the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority and the City of Guntersville, Alabama, and of 
Ordinance No. 218 of the City of Guntersville authorizing the issu- 
ance and sale of Electric System Revenue Bonds of 1937; and all funds 
shall be distributed by the Board as provided by said Power Contract 
and by said Ordinance. When the bonds issued under the authority 
‘of Ordinance No. 218 have been fully paid and discharged the Board shall 
no longer be controlled in the distribution of funds by said ordinance, and in 
the event that said contract for power between the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority and the City of Guntersville should be altered, the said Board shall 
distribute the money received in accordance with such new or changed con- 
tract as may be made for the purchase of power, and in the event that re- 
strictions with reference to disbursements of the money received shall be 
eliminated from the Power Contract, then said Board shall operate said 
Electric Distribution System economically in accordance with the powers and 
‘duties imposed upon them by this Act and shall remit the net revenues from 
the operation of the said Electric Distribution System to the City of Gun- 
tersville, quarterly thereafter, provided a reasonable fund shall first be set 
aside and maintained at all times for depreciation, expansion and emergen- 
cies. 

Section 18. BOND OF DEPOSITORY. The Board shall require 
from the Depository adequate bond or securities to secure the safety of 
said deposit, which bonds or securities shall be in the sum that the Board 
shall fix having due regard to the safety of the Board’s funds. 

Section 19. If any clause, sentence, section, or part of this Act shall be 
declared invalid, it shall not render the remaining parts of some invalid, 
but they shall remain in full force and effect. 

Section 20. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor or upon its becoming a law without his approval.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To propose an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama to 
provide that no wife and no widow of any person who honorably 
serves, who honorably has served, or who honorably served, at 
any time, past, present, or future, in the military service of the 
United States while the United States is or was at war with any 
foreign state shall be required, after the beginning of such serv- 
ice, to pay the poll tax specified in the Constitution of Alabama 
aS a prerequisite to voting in Alabama; to order thereon an elec- 
tion for the qualified electors of the State of Alabama to be held 
the second Tuesday after the expiration of three months after the 
final adjournment of the present session of the Legislature; and 
to provide for the expense of and the manner of holding the elec- 
tion. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. An amendment, to read as follows, is hereby pro- 
posed to the Constitution of Alabama: “No wife and no widow 
of any person who honorably serves, who honorably has served, 
ot who honorably served, at any time, past, present, or future, in 
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the military service of the United States while the United States is or 
was at war with any foreign state shall be required, after the 
beginning of such service, to pay the poll tax specified in the Con- 
stitution of Alabama as a prerequisite to voting in Alabama; on 
the contrary, every such wife or widow shall be exempt from all 
poll taxes which theretofore have accrued and have not been paid 
or which thereafter may aocrue. However, if any such person is 
discharged dishonorably from such service, the exemption herein 
provided for is forfeited, and his wife or widow must pay the poll 
tax as though the person had never been in such service. The 
Judge of Probate shall issue a certificate of exemption to a per- 
son exempt from the payment of poll tax by reason of this amend- 
ment under such rules and regulations as may be prescribed by the 
Governor. This section shall be self-executing and retroactive; 
but the Legislature is authorized to enact laws designed to carry 
out the purposes of the amendment.” 

Section 2. An election is hereby ordered for the qualified 
electors of the State of Alabama upon the proposed amendment 
at a special election to be held on the second Tuesday after the 
expiration of three months after the final adjournment of the pres- 
ent session of the Legislature. Notice of the election, together 
with the amendment, shall be given by proclamation of the Gov- 
ernor, which shall be published in one newspaper in every county 
in the State of Alabama once a week for at least four successive 
weeks next preceding the day appointed for the election. 

Section 3. At the election, the qualified electors of the State 
of Alabama shall vote upon the amendment. On the ballots pro- 
vided for the election shall be printed: “Shall the Constitution of 
Alabama be amended to read as follows? ‘No wife and no widow 
of any person who honorably serves, who honorably has served, 
or who honorably served, at any time, past, present, or future, in 
the military service of the United States while the United States 
is or was at war with any foreign state shall be required, after the 
beginning of such service, to pay the poll tax specified in the Con- 
stitution of Alabama as a prerequisite to voting in Alabama; on 
the contrary, every such wife or widow shall be exempt from all 
poll taxes which theretofore have accrued and have not been paid 
or which thereafter may accrue. However, if any such person is 
discharged dishonorably from such service, the exemption herein 
provided for is forfeited, and his wife or widow must pay the poll 
tax as though the person had never been in such service. The 
Judge of Probate shall issue a certificate of exemption to a person 
exempt from the payment of poll tax by reason of this amendment 
under such rules and regulations as may be prescribed by the Gov- 
ernor. This section shall be self-executing and retroactive; but 
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the Legislature is authorized to enact laws designed to carry out 
the purposes of the amendment.’ Yes . No——.” The choice of 
each elector shall be indicated by a cross mark made by him op- 
posite the word expressing his desire. 

Section 4. The officials for the election shall be appointed and 
the election shall be held in all ways in accordance with laws gov- 
erning general elections except that the expenses of the election 
shall be paid out of the State treasury. There is hereby appropri- 
ated out of the General Fund of the State of Alabama such sum 
as may be necessary to defray the expenses of this election. Votes 
upon the amendment cast at the election shall be canvassed and 
tabulated and the returns thereof shall be made to the Secretary 
of State and counted in the same manner as in elections for Rep- 
resentatives in the Legislature; and, if it shall thereupon appear 
that a majority of the qualified electors who voted at the election 
upon the amendment voted in favor of it, the amendment shall 
be valid to all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution 
of the State and Alabama. The result of the election shall be 
made known by a proclamation of the Governor, which proclama- 
tion shall be issued within sixty days after the day of said election.

To fix the compensation, salaries and allowances to 
be paid the Sheriff of Houston County, Alabama, to regulate the 
office of said Sheriff and to provide for deputies and other as- 
sistants to said Sheriff and the selection and appointment thereof, 
and the manner of fixing their compensation and to provide for 
paying the same, to provide for the Board of Revenue to authorize 
additional deputies in an emergency and upon the request of the 
Sheriff and to fix their compensation, and to provide for the pay- 
ment of premiums of the bonds of the Sheriff and deputies and 
to authorize and empower and require the Board of Revenue of 
Houston County, or other body of like jurisdiction to provide 
and furnish the said Sheriff with necessary quarters, books, sta- 
tionery, and other necessities and conveniences to said Sheriff of 
Houston County, to prohibit rebates of compensation allowed for 
deputies, clerical assistants and other expenses in said office and 

_to provide the punishment therefor, and to prescribe when this act 
shall go into effect. 


Also: 

H. 221. To fix the compensation or salary to be paid the 
Register in Chancery of Houston County, Alabama, and to regu- 
late the payment of the same; to provide for compensation of 
clerks, deputies, clerical assistants and other expenses in said 
office of the Register in Chancery of Houston County, Alabama, 
and to require said Register in Chancery to collect all the fees, 
compensation and allowances heretofore or hereafter authorized 
to be collected by him, and to pay same into the County Treasury 
of Houston.County, providing, however, that all witness fees, judg- 
ments and amounts collected by him in civil and criminal cases, 
from whatsoever source, except fees, allowances, legal charges, 
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costs and compensation payable to him as such Register in Chan- 
cery to be paid out and disbursed by him to proper persons or 
parties in the manner now or hereafter required by law; to pro- 
vide for the payment of the salary or compensation of said Regis- 
ter in Chancery of Houston County, Alabama, and to provide 
rules and regulations for the conducting and operation of such 
office made necessary by changing the method and basis of com- 
pensation of such Register in Chancery of Houston County, Ala- 
bama, to prohibit rebates of compensation allowed for clerks, 
deputies, and clerical assistants and to provide the punishment therefor, 
and to prescribe when this act shall go into effect. 


Also: 

H. 223. To abolish the fine and forfeiture fund of Houston 
County, Alabama; to provide for the payment of all money now 
in the fine and forfeiture fund to the general fund of said county; 
to provide for the payment of all money hereafter collected by 
court officials for the fine and forfeiture fund to be paid to the 
general fund, to provide for payment out of the general fund of 
all claims due or to become due by the fine and forfeiture fund; 
to provide for payment out of the general fund of fees of State wit- 
nesses summoned before Grand Jury on presentation ; to provide for 
payment of State witnesses summoned before Circuit Court or Coun- 
ty Court of said county out of the general fund on presentation; to 
provide for payment to the general fund of all witness fees col- 
lected by court officials for State witnesses either before Grand 
Jury, Circuit Court or County Court; to provide for the pay- 
ment by the Clerk of the County Court and Clerk of the Circuit 
Court to the general fund of all money now in said Clerk’s hands 
for the payment of fees of State witnesses; to provide for pay- 
ment out of the general fund of said county of all witness fees and 
clerk’s and sheriff’s fees now outstanding.

H. 219. To fix the compensation or salary to be paid the Tax 
Collector of Houston County, Alabama, and to regulate the payment of 
the same, to provide for compensation of clerks, deputies, clerical 
assistants and other expenses in said office of the Tax Collector of 
Houston County, Alabama, and to require said Tax Collector to collect 
all the fees, compensation and allowances heretofore or hereafter 
authorized to be collected by him and to pay same into the County 
Treasury of Houston County ; to provide for the payment of the salary 
or compensation of said Tax Collector of Houston County, and the 
clerks, deputies and other clerical assistants and other office expenses out 
of the funds of Houston County, and to provide rules and regulations for 
the management and operation of such office made necessary by changing 
the method and basis of compensation of such Tax Collector, to prohibit 
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rebates of compensation allowed for clerks, deputies, and clerical 
assistants and to provide the punishment therefor, and to prescribe when 
this act shall go into effect. 


Also: 

H. 224. To amend an act known as House Bill No. 992 passed 
by the Legislature of Alabama and approved September 27, 1923, . 
establishing an Inferior Court in Precinct 3, Houston County, 
Alabama, in lieu of all Justices of the Peace and Notaries Public 
with powers of Justices of the Peace in said precinct, to be 
known as Court of Common Pleas of Dothan, Alabama; and pro- 
viding that all process issued out of said court shall be served by

Section 1, That Article XXII of the Constitution of Alabama 
be amended so as to read as follows: 

“Article XXII. The legislature shall have the power to levy 
and collect for state purposes on net incomes from whatever source 
derived within this state, including incomes, derived from salaries, 
fees and compensation paid from state, county, municipality, and 
any agency or creature thereof, for the calendar year of 1947 and 
each year thereafter, and to designate and define the income to 
be taxed and to fix the rates of taxes provided that the rate shall 
not exceed 5 per cent, nor 3 per cent on corporations. Income shall 
not be deemed property for purpose of ad valorem taxes. From 
net income an exemption of not less than fifteen hundred dollars 
($1500.00) shall be allowed to unmarried persons and an exemption 
of not less than three thousand dollars ($3000.00) shall be allowed 
to the head of a family, providing they are living together and 
make separate returns for income tax. An exemption of not less 
than three hundred dollars ($300.00) shall be allowed for each 
dependent member of the family of an income taxpayer. The 
money derived from this tax shall be used solely and exclusively 
for public schools, public welfare and the State Health Depart- 
ment, to be divided equally.” 
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Section 2. It is hereby ordered and directed that an election 
by the qualified electors of the State upon the amendment pro- 
posed in Section 1 of this Act shall be held at the general election 
next succeeding the present session of the legislature.

Section 6. The vote cast in such election shall be canvassed, 
tabulated, and returns thereof be made to the Secretary of State

which are by law a charge against said fund; and, to provide for the 
registration of such claims. 
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Section 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALA- 
BAMA, That all funds now known as the fine and forfeiture fund in Choc- 
taw County, Alabama which are now on hand, or which may hereafter be 
collected, shall be covered and paid into the general fund of the county 
treasury of said Choctaw County, Alabama, and be used in all respects as 
the funds of Choctaw County, Alabama. 

Section 2. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That all claims now exist- 
ing are by this act made legal charges against the said fund, regardless of 
their date, or which may hereafter accrue, that they are by law charges against 
the general fund of Choctaw County, Alabama and shall. be paid out of the 
treasury of Choctaw County and shall be legal claims against said fund. 

Section 3. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That all claims which are 
outstanding against the fine and forfeiture fund in Choctaw County are 
hereby declared legal claims, including claims that have heretofore been 
registered, provided those claims that have not been registered heretofore 
with the county treasurer may be registered during a period of 60 days immedi- 
ately after the enactment of this bill into law. Otherwise such claims not 
registered within the said 60 days shall be void and not claimable against 
the said general fund of said County. Said claims shall be paid according 
to the order of their registration. 

Section 4. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, The Court of County 
Commissioners shall have the authority to set up a sinking fund for the re- 
tirement of the now outstanding claims against the fine and forfeiture fund 
of Choctaw County, and may make further appropriations for the payment 
of all current claims effected by this act, and nothing in this act shall effect 
the payment of the current claims. 

Section 5. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That should any phrase, 
clause, provision or paragraph, or sentence of this act be declared invalid 
or unconstitutional, it shall not effect the validity of any and all other parts, 
and the same shall be in full force and effect. 

Section 6. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That all laws, special, local 
or general in conflict with this act, be and the same is hereby repealed so 
far as they effect Choctaw County, Alabama.

RULES COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTE FOR S. J. R. 13 BY MR. HILL 


The Senate of the State of Alabama and the House of Repre- 
sentatives assembled in the City of Montgomery to address the 
Members of Congress and the United States Senate in unanimous 
resolution as follows: 
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WHEREAS, the canalization of the Tombigbee River with 
that of the Tennessee River is one of the most important and ur- 
gently needed waterway projects in the United States and will 
greatly benefit, economically at least thirty-one States; 

WHEREAS, via the Tombigbee-Tennessee route the distance 
to the Gulf coast will be 630 miles less from Sheffield, Decatur, 
Chattanooga, Knoxville, and other Tennessee River points; 

WHEREAS, the distance to the Gulf Coast will be 200 miles 
less from Evansville, Louisville, Cincinnati, Pittsburg, and other 
Ohio River points. 

WHEREAS, the distance to the Gulf Coast will be 108 miles 
less from .St. Louis, Chicago, Minneapolis, St. Paul, Kansas City, 
and other points on the Mississippi, Missouri, and Illinois Rivers. 

WHEREAS, from the Cumberland Valley the distance to the 
Gulf Coast will be 200 miles less. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Senate of 
Alabama, the House of Representatives concurring that the Con- 
gress of the United States is hereby memorialized to enact the 
necessary legislation so as to provide for the construction of the 
Tennessee ‘River-Tombigbee River Canal Project,

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. CREATION OF MUNICIPAL UTILITIES BOARD OF 
TUSCUMBIA, ALABAMA.—There is hereby created and established the 
Municipal Utilities Board of Tuscumbia, Colbert County, Alabama, to be 
composed of three members. 

Section 2. That the Mayor and Board of Aldermen of the City of Tus- 
cumbia, Alabama, shall immediately upon the passage of this Act proceed 
to elect one member of said Municipal Electric Utilities Board to serve until 
the second Monday in July, 1948 and until his successor is elected and 
qualified; one member to serve until the second Monday in July, 1951 and 
until his successor is elected and qualified; and one member to serve until 
the second Monday in July, 1954 and until his successor is elected and 
qualified. 

Section 3. QUALIFICATION OF MEMBERS OF THE BOARD.— 
No person shall be eligible to membership on said board who is not a qual- 
ified e1rector of the City of Tuscumbia, Alabama, or who is an officer of the 
City, or an employee thereof, or is a member of the City Council, or whose 
term on the City Council has expired within six months prior to his elec- 
tion on the board. 

Section 4. OATH OF OFFICE OF MEMBERS OF THE BOARD. 
—Before entering upon the duties of his office, each member of the Board 
shall take and subscribe the following oath: “I do solemnly swear that 
I will support the constitution of the State of Alabama, and the constitu- 
tion of the United States, and that I will faithfully, zealously, and impar- 
tally discharge the duties of the office upon which I am about to enter, 
without fear or favor, for the public welfare; so help me God.” The suc- 
cessors to the members of the board named in this Act shail take and sub- 
scribe to the same oath. 
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Section 5. METHOD OF ELECTION AND TERM OF OFFICE 
OF THE MEMBERS OF THE BOARD.—The successors to the members 
of the Board named in this Act shall be elected by the City Council of the 
City of Tuscumbia, Alabama. At the last meeting of the City Council of 
the City of Tuscumbia, in June each year that the term of a member of the 
Board expires in July following, the said City Council shall elect the suc- 
cessor of the member of the Board whose term expires on the second 
Monday in July following and the person so elected shall become a member 
of the board on the second Monday in July following and shall hold the posi- 
tion for a period of nine years and until his successor is elected and qualified. 
A member of the Board may succeed himself if the City Council desires to 
re-elect him. Whenever a vacancy occurs in the Board by resignation, death, 
or some other course, the City Council shall immediately fill said vacancy 
by electing another person to the Board, who shall serve for the remainder of 
the unexpired term of the member he succeeds. 

Section 6. ORGANIZATION OF THE BOARD.—At the first meeting 
of the Board after the passage of this Act, the members shall elect one of their 
number as chairman and one of their number as secretary, thereafter the 
Board shall annually elect from among their number a chairman and secre- 
tary. Vacancies in the offices of chairman and secretary shall be filled by 
the Board, if and when the same may occur. 

Section 7, COMPENSATION OF THE MEMBERS OF THE 
BOARD—Each member of the Board shall be paid at the rate of $15 per 
month, unless otherwise fixed by the Board. The compensation to the 
members of the Board shall be paid in monthly installments from the money 
received from the operation of the Electric Distribution System. 

Section 8. MEETINGS OF THE BOARD—The Board shall hold a 
regular monthly meeting on the second Tuesday of each month and other 
meetings at such times and places as its members may elect, and the chair- 
man of the Board or any two members may call the meetings at any 
time he or they consider that the business demands that a meeting be held. 
The chairman and one member or any two members of the Board shall 
constitute a quorum. A true record of all the proceedings of all meetings 
of the Board shali be kept by the secretary. At the call of any member 
the vote on any pending question shall be taken by the ayes and noes, and 
the same shall be entered on the record. The record of the proceedings 
of said Board shall be open to the Mayor and any member of the City 
Council and to the public at all times, and a copy from said record, certified 
by the secretary, shall be competent evidence in all courts. 

Section 9. AUTHORITY AND DUTIES OF THE BOARD—The 
Board shall have complete control of the public utilities owned by the City 
of Tuscumbia, and as a part thereof it shall have authority to employ, upon 
terms to be fixed by the Board, but in no event for a term exceeding one 
year, and to discharge with or without cause, managers, cashiers, clerks, 
stenographers, attorneys, linemen, repairmen, laborers, and such other em- 
ployees as are necessary for the operation of the utility. It shall have the 
power and authority and it shall be its duty to charge for and collect all 
accounts due for any service which the utility may furnish to its customers. 
upon rates to be provided and approved by the City Council of the City of 
Tuscumbia, Alabama. The Board shall have the right to delegate to any 
manager which it may employ the authority to employ and discharge em- 
ployees which may be needed; to direct their work and to manage, control 
and operate the public utility of the City of Tuscumbia of which he is the 
manager, and to account to the Board for his acts in so doing, but his au- 
thority shall be restricted as the authority of the Board is restricted in this 
Act. 
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Section 10. OFFICIAL BONDS OF OFFICERS AND EM- 
PLOYEES—AII! officers or employees of the Board handling money or 
exercising authority over property of the City of Tuscumbia shall, before 
entering upon the discharge of their duties, give bond with some Surety 
company authorized to do business in the State of Alabama, as surety, and 
payable to the City of Tuscumbia, to be approved by the Board in such 
penalty as the Board may prescribe conditioned for the faithful discharge 
of the duties of his office and faithfully to account for all moneys received 
or property coming into his possession in the capacity of his employment. 

Section 11. IMPEACHMENT AND REMOVAL OF MEMBERS 
OF THE BOARD—Members of the Board may be removed from office 
in the manner and on the same grounds provided by the general law of this 
state for the impeachment and removal of officers, as set out in Section 175 
of the Constitution of Alabama. , 

Section 12. ACCOUNTANT, EXPERT, EMPLOYED: DUTIES OF 
—The Board shall at least once a year appoint an expert accountant or firm 
of accountants who shall make an examination in detail of all books and 
accounts of the Board to cover the period since the preceding examina- 
tion, and make a full report in writing, under oath, to the Board of its 
findings at the Board’s first meeting after completion of such a report, a 
copy shall also be furnished the Mayor and City Council, and the same 
shall be spread upon the minutes of the Board, but the same person or firm 
shall not be appointed or authorized to make such examination twice in 
succession. For this service said accountant shall be paid’ such sum as 
agreed upon, which is reasonable and proper. 

Section 13. REPORTS OF BOARD TO COUNCIL—Said Board 
shall make an annual report to the Council at its first regular meeting in 
October in each year, showing in detail the receipts and expenditures for the 
preceding fiscal year; the physical condition of the property undef the 
care of said Board, and any other matters of public interest connected 
with said Board. 

Section 14. PUBLICATION OF RECEIPTS AND DISBURSE- 
MENTS--The Board- shall make a semi-annual publication on the second 
Monday of January and July of each year in a newspaper published in the 
City of Tuscumbia, Alabama, of a report showing the receipts and expendi- 
tures of money of the Board specifying generally the source from which 
received and the purpose for which expended, such publication must also 
show the entire indebtedness of the public utility of whatever kind and 
character specifying particularly the amount of bonds optstanding, their 
character and when due. 

Section 15. EXPENDITURES FOR CONSTRUCTION OR ADDI- 
TIONS No expenditures for any new construction, additions, or replace- 
ment to any public utility, or the equipment used by the same, shall be 
made by the Board where the total expense will be more than $1,500.00 
without the consent and approval of the City Council of the City of Tus- 
cumbia, Alabama. 

Section 16. FUNDS, MONEY, ETC.—AIlI funds of said Board shall be 
kept separate from the other funds of the City and in the city depository, 
and the same shall be withdrawn only in such sums and at such times 
as the same shall be actually required for the expenditures authorized by 
law, and only upon warrants signed by an employee of the utility desig- 
nated by the Board and countersigned by a member of the Board designated 
by the Board, and issued for claims that have been audited and ordered 
paid by said Board and for salaries due Board members and employees 
for work performed and services rendered. 
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Section 17, COLLECTION, DEPOSIT AND DISTRIBUTION OF 
MONEY OF THE ELECTRIC DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM—AIl money 
collected from the sale of electric current, or received in any way from 
the use of the Electric Distribution System, shall be deposited in the city 
depository and shall be distributed by the Board in accordance with the 
terms of the power contract between the Tennessee Valley Authority and 
the City of Tuscumbia and of an ordinance dated March 15, 1937, of the 
City of Tuscumbia authorizing the issuance and sale of Electric System 
revenue bonds of 1937, and all funds shall be distributed by the Board as 
provided by said power contract and by said ordinance. When the bonds 
issued under the authority of said ordinance dated March 15, 1937, have 
been fully paid and discharged the Board shall no longer be controlled 
in the distribution of funds by said ordinance, and in the event that the 
said contract for power between the Tennessee Valley Authority and the 
City of Tuscumbia should be altered, the said Board shall distribute the 
money received in accordance with such new or changed contract as may 
be made for the purchase of power, and in the event that restrictions with 
reference to the disbursement of the money received shall be eliminated 
from the power contract, then said Board shall operate said Electric Dis- 
tribution System economically in accordance with the powers and duties 
imposed upon them by this Act and shall remit the net revenues from the 
operation of the said Electric Distribution System to the City of Tus- 
cumbia quarterly thereafter. 

Section 18. BOND OF DEPOSITORY—The Board shall require from 
the depository adequate bond or securities to secure the safety of said 
deposit which bond or securities shall be in the sum that the Board shall 
fix having due regard to the safety of the Board’s funds. 

Section 19. CONTROL OF WATER WORKS, GAS OR OTHER 
UTILITIES IF ACQUIRED BY THE CITY OF TUSCUMBIA—Should 
the City of Tuscumbia in the future purchase, construct or acquire a munici- 
pal water system, a municipal gas system, or any other public utility, the 
Board created by this Act shall control, manage, and operate such munici- 
pally owned utility; it shall have full authority to employ and discharge a 
manager for the same, and to employ or discharge, or authorize such man- 
ager to employ and discharge, all such additional employees as may be 
needed to properly operate such utility; to operate it and collect all charges 
for services; it shall deposit all funds derived from the operation of such util- 
ity in the city depository and shall pay out the same in accordance with 
any ‘contract or contracts the City Council of the City of Tuscumbia may 
make in acquiring said utility or in acquiring funds for building or purchas- 
ing the same and shall operate such utility economically and pay the net 
revenues of such utility to the City of Tuscumbia quarterly. 

Section 20. If any clause, sentence, section, or part of this Act shall be 
declared invalid, it shall not render the remaining parts of the same in- 
valid, but they shall remain in full force and effect. 

Section 21, This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor or upon its becoming a law without his approval.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1. That Section 467 of Title 62 of the Code of Alabama 
of 1940 be and the same hereby is amended so as to read as follows: SEC- 
TION 467—HOW FUND MAINTAINED. There shall be a pension and 
relief system which applies to all employees, except members of the police 
and fire departments, in the city; and said municipal employees’ pension and 
relief fund, as provided for herein shall, in addition to the means hereinafter 
provided, which shall not be the exclusive means, be received, obtained and 
created as follows: By the payment into such funds, by the proper authorities 
of said city, monthly, as amount equal to one per cent of the monthly salary 
of every employee in said city, except members of the police and fire de- 
partments, which one per cent shall be held and deducted by the proper 
authorities from the monthly salaries of said members of such departments. 
By that portion of the assessment that may be added as cost of court in con- 
nection with prosecutions for violation of the laws of the State of Alabama, 
for offenses occurring within the limits of said city, or the police jurisdiction 
thereof, and should such funds together with the funds hereinafter specifi- 
cally provided in Sections 468 and 469, be insufficient to pay and defray the 
expenses and benefits as provided in this sub-division, the Board of Com- 
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missioners shall appropriate from any funds, not otherwise appropriated, 
a sufficient amount, but not to exceed $30,000 annually, to make up such 
deficit and shall, in its budget, subsequent thereto, provide for a sufficient 
amount, not exceeding $30,000 per annum, to make up such anticipated deficit 
in said funds. 

SECTION 2. That Section 468 of Title 62 of the Code of Alabama of 
1940 be and the same hereby is amended so as to read as follows: SECTION 
468—ONE PERCENTUM OF CITY REVENUE PAID INTO FUND. 
The Board of Commissioners shall set apart for, and pay into, the said 
municipal employees pension and relief fund not exceeding one per cent of all 
revenues collected and received by such city from licenses issued by such 
city. 

SECTION 3. That Section 477 of Title 62 of the Code of Alabama 
of 1940 be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: SEC- 
TION 477—RETIREMENT: TWENTY YEARS’ CONSECUTIVE SERV- 
ICE. Any employee of the city, except as herein otherwise provided, who 
has been in the service thereof, for as long as twenty consecutive years and 
shall have attained the age of fifty-five years, upon making written applica- 
tion to the Board of Commissioners, therefor, shall, without medical examina- 
tion or disability, be retired from the service as an employee of said city; 
and, upon such retirement, the said Board of Commissioners shall direct the 
payment to such retiring employee monthly, from such fund, a sum equal to 
one-half of the monthly compensation or salary received by such employee 
as salary in the service or employment of said city at the time of his or her 
retirement. 

SECTION 4. That Section 478 of Title 62 of the Code of Alabama 
of 1940 be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: SEC- 
TION 478—RETIREMENT AFTER TWENTY-FIVE YEARS SERV- 
ICE. Any employee of the city who has been in the service thereof for as 
long as twenty-five years, the last ten years of which have been continuous 
and shall have attained the age of fifty-five years, upon making written 
application to the Board of Commissioners therefor, shall, without medical 
examination or disability, be retired from the service of said city, and upon 
such retirement, the said board shall direct the payment of such retiring 
member monthly from such fund, a sum equal to one-half of the monthly 
compensation received by such employee as salary at the time of his retire- 
ment. In computing the length of service of any employee of said city who 
is an applicant for pension, such applicant shall not be allowed credit for 
service unless the last ten years of same shall have been continuous and un- 
less the other fifteen years for which such applicant seeks credit shall have 
been in terms of not less than five continuous years. 

SECTION 5. That Section 483 of Title 62 of the Code of Alabama of 
1940 be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: SECTION 
483—-BENEFITS NOT TO BE REDUCED. The benefits provided for the 
employees of the city hereunder shall not be reduced or prorated among 
those properly entitled to receive benefits from said funds and should, at any 
time, the funds be insufficient to pay the benefits in full and to defray the 
expenses as provide'd for, it shall be the duty of the Board of Commissioners 
to make provision for the payment thereof in accordance with the provisions 
of Section 467. 

SECTION 6. That Section 490 of Title 62 of the Code of Alabama 
of 1940 be and the same is hereby repealed. ' 

SECTION 7. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act, are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 8. That this Act shall go into effect upon its enactment 
as is provided by law.

Section 8. The Director of the Department of Commerce shall 
have and exercise all the rights, powers and duties of said Bureau, 
and shall be charged with the duty of administering and enforcing 
the provisions of this Act. 

Section 4. The Director of the Department of Commerce, sub- 
ject to the provisions of the Merit System, may appoint a Su- 
pervisor of Rates who shall be the chief administrative officer 
of this Bureau, and may also appoint such other assistants or 
employees as may be necessary to discharge the duties imposed 
by this Act. The salaries of such Supervisor of Rates, assistants, 
and employees, and all expenses incurred incident to the carrying 
out of their duties shall be paid in the same manner as other State 
employees; that there is hereby appropriated out of any funds in 
the State Treasury the sum of twelve thousand ($12,000.00) an- 
nually beginning the fiscal year on October 1, 1945. 

Section 5. The Director of the Department of Commerce or 
the Supervisor of Rates shall have authority to require any in- 
surer engaged in any of the businesses in Alabama as enumerated 
in this Act to file with said Bureau any data or information re- 
quired or necessary in the performance of the duties of the Bureau 
of Rates, said data or information to be filed in such manner and 
on such forms as may be prescribed by said Bureau. 

Section 6. The Bureau of Rates shail from time to time pro- 
mulgate such rules and regulations as it may deem necessary to 
carry out the provisions of this Act; and upon request shall fur- 
nish to any interested party a copy of such rules and regulations. 

Section 7. Any licenses collected from any rating organization 
by the Bureau of Rates shall be paid into the Treasury of the 
State of Alabama. 
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Section 8. All laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 9. This Act shall become effective upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor or its otherwise becoming a law.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. When used in this Act, the terms defined shall 
have the meaning here ascribed to them unless it clearly appears 
from the context that some other meaning is indicated. 

(a) “Rate” means the unit charge by which the measure of 
exposure or the amount of insurance specified in-a policy of in- 
surance or covered thereunder is multiplied to determine the 
premium. 

(b) “Premium” means the consideration paid or to be paid 
to an insurer for the issuance and delivery of any binder or policy 
of insurance. 

(c) “Rate-making” means the examination and analysis of 
every factor and influence related to and bearing upon the risk 
made the subject of insurance; the collection and collation of such 
factors and influences to rating plans; and the application of such 
rating plans to individual risks. 

(d) “Rating plan” means every schedule, class, classification, 
rule, guide, standard, manual, table, rating-plan, or compilation by 
whatever name described, containing the rates used by any rating 
organization or by any insurer, or used by any insurer or by any 
rating organization in determining or ascertaiing a rate. 

{e) “Rating organization” means every person or persons, cor- 
poration, partnership, company, society, bureau or association, 
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whether located within or outside this State, engaged in the busi- 
ness of rate-making for two or more insurers. 

(i) “Insurer” means any person or persons, corporation, as- 
sociation, partnership, reciprocal exchange or company authorized 
by the laws of this State to transact the business of insurance in 
this State. 

(z) “Bureau” means the Bureau of Rates of the Department of 
Commerce. 

(h) “Casualty insurance” as used herein is to be construed in 
its generally accepted trade sense. 

(i) “Supervisor” means the Director of the Department of 
Commerce or the Supervisor of Rates. 

Section 2. The provisions of this Act shall apply to all lines 
of casualty insurance, including workmen’s compensation, employ- 
ers’ liability, fidelity, surety, and guaranty bonds, and all other 
kinds of insurance which casualty and surety insurance companies 
are authorized to write in this State, EXCEPT reinsurance, avia- 
tion insurance, and accident and health insurance. 

Section 3. No rating organization shall do business in this 
State until it shall have been licensed to do so by the Bureau. 
Application for such license shall be made on such forms as the 
Bureau shall prepare for that purpose. Upon applying for such 
license, every rating organization shall file with the Bureau (1) 
a copy of its constitution, its articles of agreement or association, 
or its certificate of incorporation, and of its by-laws or rules 
governing the conduct of its business, or such of the foregoing, 
if any, as such rating organization may have; (2) a list of insur- 
ers who are or who have agreed to become members of or sub- 
sctibers to such rating organization; (3) the name and address 
of a person or persons in this State upon whom notices or orders 
of the Bureau affecting such rating organization may be served; 
and (4) such other information as the Supervisor may require. 
If the Supervisor finds that the applicant for license (a) has com- 
plied with the provision of this Act; (b) is equipped with an ade- 
quate staff of experts and clerks qualified in rate-making; and 
(c) is otherwise qualified to function as a rating organization, he 
shall issue a license to such rating organization authorizing it to 
engage in rate-making for the kinds of insurance or subdivisions 
thereof specified in such license.

Section 4. Every rating organization shall make reasonable 
provision in its by-laws, rules, constitution, or otherwise, to per- 
mit any insurer engaged in the kind of insurance for which rate- 
making is done by such rating organization, to become a member 
or subscriber to its rating services for any kind of insurance or 
sub-divisions thereof, upon application therefor by such insurer. 
No rating organization shall discriminate unfairly between insur- 
ers in the condition imposed for admission as Subscribers, or in 
the services rendered to either members or subscribers. No rating 
organization shall adopt any rule the effect of which. would be 
to prohibit or regulate the payment of dividends, savings or un- 
absorbed premium deposits allowed or returned by insurers to 
their policyholders, members or subscribers. ‘The refusal of any 
rating organization to admit an insurer as a subscriber shall, at 
the request of such insurer, be reviewed by the Supervisor at a 
hearing held upon at least ten days’ notice to such rating or- 
ganization and such insurer. If the Supervisor shall find that 
the insurer has been refused admittance to such rating organiza- 
tion as a subscriber without justification, he shall make an or- 
der directing such rating organization to admit such insurer as 
a subscriber. If he shall find that the action of the rating or- 
ganization in refusing admittance to an insurer as a subscriber is 
justified, he shall make an order affirming its action. 

Section 5. Every rating organization, and ev ery insurer which 
makes its own rates, shall make rates that are not unreasonably 
high or inadequate for the safety and soundness of the insurer, 
and which do not unfairly discriminate between risks in this State 
involving essentially the same risks, and shall, in rate-making, 
and in making rating plans. 

(a) adopt basis classifications, which shall be used as the 
basis of all manual, minimum, class, schedule or experience rates; 

(b) give consideration to past experience within the State and 
without the State when necessary, and due consideration may be 
given to prospective loss experience within the State and without 
the State when necessary, over such period of years as appears 
to be fairly representative of the frequency of the occurrence of 
the particular risk; to all factors reasonably related to the kind 
of insurance involved; to a reasonable profit for the insurer; and, 
in the case of participating insurers, to policyholders’ dividends. 
The systems of expense provisions included in the rates for use 
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by insurer or group of insurers may differ from those of other 
insurers or groups of insurers to reflect the requirements of the 
operating methods of any such insurer or group with respect 
to any kind of insurance, or any subdivision or combination there- 
of for which the Supervisor approves the application of separate 
expense provisions. 

Section 6. Every insurer shall file annually on or before 
July 1 with the rating organization of which it is a member or 
subscriber or with such other common agency representing a 
group of insurers as the Bureau may approve, and with the 
Bureau, a statistical report showing its premiums and its losses 
on all kinds of insurance to which this Act is applicable, together 
with such other information as the Bureau may deem necessary 
for the proper determination of the reasonableness and adequacy 
of rates. Such statistical report filed with the rating organization 
may be consolidated and filed by such common agency. Such 
data shall be kept and reports made in such manner and on such 
forms as may be prescribed by the Bureau. All such annual filings 
with the Bureau shall be kept under lock and key, and any official 
or employee of the Bureau who shall divulge the contents or per- 
mit the examination thereof, except for the purpose of properly 
administering the provisions of this Act, or upon the order of 
court, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be subject to 
a fine of not more than fifty dollars ($50.00), and shall thereafter 
be ineligible to be an employee or agent of said Bureau.

Rating plans and rates filed with the 
Bureau on or before the effective date of this Act pursuant to the 
provisions of this section, shall be deemed to have been approved 
by the Bureau, such approval to continue in effect until the Bureau 
shall by order direct that such rating system be altered or modified 
as in this section provided. Changes in rates resulting from an 
order of the Bureau directing or approving alterations or revisions 
in rating plans shall become effective following the date of such 
order as fixed by the Supervisor and shall be applied to policies 
written on or after such effective date. 

Section 9. Any member of or subscriber to a rating organiza- 
tion may appeal to the Supervisor from the decision of such rat- 
ing organization in approving or rejecting any proposed change 
in or addition to the filings of such rating organization and the 
Supervisor shall, after a hearing held on not less than ten days’ 
written notice to the appellant and to such rating organization, 
issue an order approving the decision of such rating organization 
or directing it to give further consideration to such proposal. 

If such appeal is based upon the failure of the rating organiza- 
tion to make a filing on behalf of such member or subscriber 
which is based on a system of expense provision which differs, in 
accordance with the right granted in this Act, from the system of 
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expense provisions included in a filing made by the rating or- 
ganization, the Supervisor shall, if he grants the appeal, order the 
rating organization to make the requested filing for use by the 
appellant. 

Section 10: Every rating organization and every insurer 
which makes its own rates shall, after receiving written request 
therefor from the Bureau, furnish to any person affected by a 
rate made by it, or to the authorized representative of such per- 
son, all pertinent information as to such rate. 

Section 11. Every rating organization, and every insurer which 
does its own rate-making, shall provide reasonable means within 
this State, to be approved by the Bureau, whereby any person or 
persons affected by a rate made by it, may be heard on a written 
application to reduce such rate. If such rating organization or 
such insurer shall refuse to reduce such rate, the person or per- 
sons affected thereby may make a like application to the Bureau 
within thirty days after receipt of notice in writing that the appli- 
cation for reduction of rate has been denied by such rating or- 
ganization or by such insurer. If, upon the expiration of twenty 
days after application for the reduction of a rate, such rating 
organization or such insurer fails to grant or reject the applica- 
tion, the person or persons affected may make the application to 
the Bureau in the same manner as if the application had been re- 
jected by such rating organization or by such insurer. The Su- 
pervisor shall fix a time and place for hearing on such application, 
upon not less than ten days’ notice by registered mail, for the 
applicant and such rating organization or such insurer to be heard. 
The Supervisor shall make such order as he shall deem just and 
lawful upon the evidence placed before him at such hearing. 

Section 12. Any insurer may apply to the Bureau for per- 
mission to effect a uniform percentage increase or decrease to be 
applied to the premiums produced by the rating system filed on 
its behalf for a kind of insurance or for a sub-division or combi- 
nation thereof, for which subdivision or combination the Super- 
visor has approved the application of separate expense provisions. 
Upon the filing of such application, the Supervisor shall give no- 
tice thereof by registered mail to the rating organization, if any, 
of which such insurer is a member or subscriber, and shall fix a 
time and place for a hearing upon the merits of such application. 
At such hearing, such insurer and such rating organization, or 
their representatives, shall be entitled to be heard and to present 
evidence in support of or against such application. The Supervisor 
shall, upon the conclusion of such hearing, make such order as he 
shall deem consistent with the establishment and maintenance of 
reasonable, adequate, and nondiscriminatory rates. If the approval 
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is granted such increase or decrease shall remain in force for one 
year, unless sooner withdrawn by order or with the consent of the 
Supervisor. If the Supervisor shall find that such increase or de- 
crease will result in rates that are unreasonable, inadequate, or 
unfairly discriminatory, he shall make an order denying the ap- 
plication. 

Section 13. In every case where, pursuant to the provisions 
of this Act, the Supervisor is authorized or required to determine 
whether rates are reasonable and adequate, and not unfairly dis- 
criminatory, he shall consider the factors and standards set forth 
in Section 5 of this Act. 

Section 14. The Supervisor may, whenever he deems it ex- 
pedient, but at least once in every five years, make or cause to be 
made an examination of the business, affairs, and method of op- 
eration of each rating organization doing business in this State 
and a like examination of such insurer making its own rates. The 
costs of such examination shall be fixed in the same manner as 
provided for in Title 28, Section 53, Code of Alabama 1940, and 
shall be paid by the rating organization or insurer making its 
own rates examined. The Supervisor may, in his discretion, waive 
such examination upon proof that such rating organization has, 
within a reasonably recent period, been examined by a public of- 
ficial or department of another State, pursuant to the laws of 
such State, and upon the filing with the Bureau of a certified copy 
of the report of such examination. The officers, managers, agents, 
and employees of such rating organization or insurer making its 
own rates shall exhibit all its books, records, documents, or agree- 
ments governing its method of operation, its rating systems, and 
its accounts for the purpose of such examination. The Supervisor 
or his representative may, for the purpose of facilitating and fur- 
thering such examination, examine, under oath, the officers, man- 
agers, agents and employees of such rating organization or insurer 
making its own rates. 

Section 15. Every rating organization shall notify the Bureau 
within 10 days upon the admission, withdrawal or expulsion there- 
from of any member or subscriber. Should a rating organization 
expel or otherwise exclude a subscriber for the refusal or failure 
of such subscriber to pay such rating organization the subscriber- 
ship charges agreed upon, such rating organization shall re-admit 
such subscriber upon payment to it of any delinquent charges. 

Section 16. A rating organization, or any insurer making its 
own rates, may, with the approval of the Bureau, from time to 
time, alter, supplement, or amend its rating plans, or any part 
thereof, by filing with the Bureau copies of such alterations, sup- 
plements, or amendments together with a statement of the reason 
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or reasons for such alteration, supplement, or amendment. If such 
alteration, supplement, or amendment shall have the effect of in- 
creasing or decreasing rates, the Supervisor shall determine wheth- 
er the rates as altered thereby are reasonable, adequate, and not 
unfairly discriminatory. If the Supervisor shall determine that the 
rates as so altered are not unreasonably high, or inadequate, or 
unfairly discriminatory, he shall make an order approving them. 
If he shall find that the rates as altered are unreasonable, inade- 
quate, or unfairly discriminatory, he shall issue an order disap- 
proving such alteration, supplement or amendment. 

Section 17. No insurer or employee thereof, and no broker 
or agent shall knowingly charge, demand or receive a premium for 
any policy of insurance except in accordance with the respective 
rating systems on file with and approved by the Bureau. No in- 
surer, or employee thereof, and no broker, or agent shall pay, 
allow, or give, or offer to pay, allow, give, directly or indirectly, 
as an inducement to insurance, or after insurance has been effect- 
ed, any rebate, discount, abatement, credit, or reduction of the 
premium named in a policy of insurance, or any special favor or 
advantage in the dividends or other benefits to accrue thereon, or 
any valuable consideration or inducement whatever, not specified 
in the policy of insurance, except to the extent that such rebate, 
discount, abatement, credit, reduction, favor, advantage, or con- 
sideration. may be provided for in rating systems filed‘ by or on 
behalf of such insurer and approved by the Bureau. No insured 
named in a policy of insurance nor any employee of such insured, 
shall knowingly receive or accept, directly or indirectly, any such 
rebate, discount, abatement, or reduction or premium, or any spe- 
cial favor or advantage or valuable consideration or inducement. 
Nothing herein contained shall be construed as prohibiting the 
payment of commissions or other compensation to regularly ap- 
pointed and licensed agents and to brokers duly licensed by this 
State nor as prohibiting any participating insurer from distribut- 
ing to its policyholders dividends, savings or the unused or unab- 
sorbed portion of premiums and premium deposits. 

Section 18. No insurer, and no officer, agent, or employee 
thereof, shall give false or misleading information to any rating or- 
ganization of which it is a member or subscriber, or to the Bureau, 
which will in any manner affect the proper determination of rea- 
sonable, adequate, and nondiscriminatory rates. 

Section 19. Any rating organization which violates any pro- 
vision of this Act shall be subject to suspension of its license, and 
any insurer making its own rates which violates any provisions 
of this Act shall be subject to suspension of its certificate of au- 
thority to do business in this State. Failure of a rating organiza- 
tion, or an insurer making its own rates, to comply with the pro- 
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visions of any order of the Bureau within 30 days after such order, 
or any extension thereof as the Bureau may, in its discretion 
grant, shall automatically suspend the license of such rating or- 
ganization or insurer. 

Section 20. If the Supervisor shall find, after due notice and 
hearing that any rating organization, insurer, officer, agent or 
representative thereof has wilfully violated any of the provisions 
of this Act, he may issue an order revoking or suspending the li- 
cense of any such insurer, agent, broker or representative thereof. 

Section 21. Any rating organization, any insurer, officer, 
agent or representative thereof failing to comply with, or other- 
wise wilfully violating, any of the provisions of this Act shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction be punished by a 
fine of not less than one hundred dollars ($100.00) nor more than 
five hundred dollars ($500.00). 

Section 22. The Bureau shall not make any order under the 
provisions of this Act without giving every rating organization and 
insurer who may be affected thereby reasonable notice and a hear- 
ing, if hearing is requested. All hearings provided for in this Act 
shall be held at such time and place as shall be designated in a no- 
tice which shall be given in writing by registered mail to such 
rating organization and insurer or the officers and agents and rep- 
resentatives thereof which may be affected thereby, at least 
thirty (30) days before the date designated therein, which notice 
shall state the subject of the order. At the conclusion of such 
hearing, or within thirty (30) days thereafter, the Supervisor shall 
make such order or orders as he may deem necessary in accord- 
ance with his findings. 

Section 23. Any final order made by the Bureau of Rates as 
provided by law may, upon appropriate petition filed by the At- 
torney General on behalf of the State or by any interested party, 
at any time within thirty days from the date of ‘said order, be re- 
viewed by the Circuit Court of Montgomery County, Alabama, 
sitting in equity, on a writ of certiorari. Upon the filing of such 
petition, the petitioner shall file with the register of said court 
a bond with good and sufficient sureties to be approved by the 
register, conditioned to pay all costs which may be assessed 
against the petitioner in such proceedings. The Circuit Court of 
Montgomery County, Alabama, sitting in equity, or the Supreme 
Court of Alabama, on appeal to it, may affirm said order or modify 
or repeal the same in whole or in part. From the judgment of the 
Circuit Court of Montgomery County, Alabama, sitting in equity, 
either the State or the interested party taking the appeal may 
appeal directly to the Supreme Court of Alabama within thirty 
days from the rendition of the judgment; the interested party so 
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appealing to the Supreme Court shall give security for the costs 
of such appeal to be approved by the register of said court. 

Section 24. Wherever, under the provisions of this Act, the 
Supervisor is authorized or required to do any act, he may des- 
ignate an assistant, or any salaried employee or the Bureau of 
Rates of the State of Alabama, to act in his place and stead, who 
shall report to the Supervisor and advise the Supervisor on the na- 
ture of the matter delegated. The Supervisor shall make such 
order, based upon such advice and report, and he shall, in his dis- 
cretion, determine, and such order shall have the same force and 
effect as if the Supervisor had acted thereon personally. 

Section 25. All laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 26. If any clause, sentence, paragraph, provision, part, 
or section of this Act shall for any reason be adjudged by any 
court of competent jurisdiction to be invalid, such judgment shall 
not affect, impair, or invalidate the remainder thereof, but shall 
be confined in its operation to the clause, sentence, paragraph, 
provision, part, or section thereof directly involved in the con- 
troversy in which judgment shall have been rendered. 

Section 27. This Act shall become effective upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor or its otherwise becoming a law.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Section 816 of Title 51 of the 1940 Code of Alabama 
is hereby amended to read as follows: “Section 816. Amount of 
tax on foreign companies.—Each foreign fire or marine or fire 
and marine insurance company shall pay a premium tax amounting 
to one and one-half dollars on each one hundred dollars, and every 
other foreign insurance company, including foreign life insurance 
companies, shall pay a premium tax amounting to two dollars and 
fifty cents on each one hundred dollars of the gross premiums 
received by it or them for business done in this state, whether the 
same are actually received by said company in this state or else- 
where, during the year ending the thirty-first day of December 
preceding, less return premiums. Provided that no premium tax 
shall be paid on any gross premiums received by any foreign in- 
surance company for business done in this state which are in ex- 
cess of 1214% of the total premiums less return premiums re- 
ceived by such company during the same year on all policies and 
contracts of insurance whenever and wherever issued by it. Any 
such tax so determined shall be subject to credit and deduction 
of the full amount of all ad valorem taxes paid by the company 
for the tax year next preceding the filing of the return required 
hereby upon any building and real estate in the State of Alabama 
owned and occupied in whole or in part by the company for the 
full period of such tax year as its principal office in the State of 
Alabama. Any foreign insurance company entering the state shall, 
on or before March first of the year succeeding the year of its 
entry, remit with its statement to the superintendent of insurance 
the taxes as required by this section, on business written in Ala- 
bama for the preceding calendar year or fraction thereof in which 
it entered as a tax for such first year or fractional year.” 

Section 2. Section 819 of Title 51 of the 1940 Code of Alabama 
is hereby amended to read as follows: “Section 819. Statement re- 
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quired to be filed and tax to be paid by domestic companies.— 
Every domestic insurance company engaging in business in this 
state, in addition to complying with the other requirements of law 
shall within the first sixty days of the calendar year file with the 
superintendent of insurance a statement which shall show that the 
insurance company has complied with all. the requirements of law 
to authorize it to do business as an insurance company in this 
state, and shall also show the total amount of premiums received 
by it for business done in this state for the preceding calendar 
year ending December thirty-first, less return premiums. Such 
statement shall be verified by the affidavit of an officer of the 
company having knowledge of the facts and the company shall at 
the same time pay to the superintendent of insurance the following 
amounts: to-wit: Each domestic fire or marine or fire and marine 
insurance company shall pay a premium tax amounting to one 
and one-half dollars on each one hundred dollars, and each other 
domestic insurance company, including domestic life insurance 
companies, shall pay a premium tax amounting to two dollars and 
fifty cents on each hundred dollars of the gross premiums received 
by it for business done in this state, whether the same are actually 
received by said company in this state or elsewhere during the 
year ending the thirty-first day of December preceding, less return 
premiums, and no credit or deduction of any kind shall be allowed 
on account of the cost of reinsurance taken by such company not 
authorized to do business in this state. Provided that no premium 
tax shall be paid on any gross premiums received by any domestic 
insurance company for business done in this state which are in 
excess of 1214% of the total premiums less return premiums re- 
ceived by such company during the same year on all policies and 
contracts of insurance whenever and wherever issued by it. Any 
such tax so determined shall be subject to credit and deduction of 
the full amount of all ad valorem taxes paid by the company for 
the tax year next preceding the filing of the return required hereby 
upon any building and real estate in the State of Alabama owned 
and occupied in whole or in part by the company for the full 
period of such tax year as its principal office in the State of Ala- 
bama. Any domestic insurance company beginning business after 
January first of any calendar year, on or before March first of the 
year following the year of beginning business, shall remit with 
its statement to the superintendent of insurance the taxes as re- 
quired by this section on business written in Alabama for the 
preceding calendar year or fraction thereof in which it began 
business as a tax for such first year or fractional year; provided 
further, that after any domestic insurance company has been op- 
erating in this state for one complete calendar year, it shall com- 
pute its business done in Alabama during said year and upon this 
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basis it shall pay its taxes for that and the succeeding year. Each 
succeeding year the tax shall be based and paid on business done 
in Alabama for the preceding calendar year as herein provided. 
It being the meaning and intent of this statute that both domestic 
and foreign insurance companies shall pay their premium taxes on 
March first for such current year, except that premium taxes for 
the first and second year shall be paid in the manner herein speci- 
fically provided.” 

Section 3. Section 820 of Title 51 of the 1940 Code of Ala- 
bama as amended to date is hereby repealed. 

Section 4. All premium taxes becoming due in the year one 
thousand nine hundred and forty five only, under the provisions 
of sections 816 and 819 of Title 51 of the 1940 Code of Alabama 
as amended to date, shall be payable on or before the first day 
of July of said year; provided however that any privilege tax or 
license before the effective date of this Act paid by any domestic 
or foreign insurance company on the basis of premiums received 
by it during the year one thousand nine hundred and forty four 
shall be credited against the premium tax due from that company 
under the provisions of this Act. 

Section 5: That the provisions of this Act are severable and 
if any section or sections, paragraph of paragraphs, sentence or 
sentences, clause or clauses, phrase or phrases, word or words of 
this Act or the provision limiting the tax to 121%4% of the total 
premiums or the credits allowed, shall be held to be unconstitu- 
tional by the valid judgment or decree of any court of competent 
jurisdiction, the same shall not affect or impair any of the remain- 
ing provisions, sections, paragraphs, sentences, clauses, phrases or 
words of this Act. It is hereby declared to be the legislative intent 
that this Act and each section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase 
or word thereof would have been enacted had such unconstitutional 
section or sections, paragraph or paragraphs, sentence or sentences, 
clause or clauses, phrase or phrases, and word or words not been 
included herein. 

Section 6. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Section 4 of Title 12, Code 1940, is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 

S. 4. County Depositories—Upon the application of the coun- 
ty tax collectors, county treasurers, probate judges, circuit court 
clerks, or registers of the circuit court, it shall be the duty of the 
court of county commissioners, boards of revenue, or other like 
governing body of the county to appoint a bank or trust company’ 
as a depository in which such officers may deposit monies coming 
into their hands as such officers; which appointment shall be by 
proper resolutions spread upon the minutes of such court, board of 
revenue or other governing body. Such court shall require said 
bank to secure the safety of said deposits by accepting from said 
depository bonds or other obligations of the State of Alabama or 
any of its agencies, or bonds of the United -States, to be held as 
security. 

Upon the application of the county treasurer of school funds 
it shall be the duty of the county board of education of the county 
to appoint a bank or trust company as a depository in which such 
officers may deposit monies coming into their hands as such of- 
ficers; which appointment shall be by proper resolutions spread 
upon the minutes of such county school board. Such county school 
board shall require said bank to secure the safety of said deposits 
by accepting from said depository bonds or other obligations of 
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the State of Alabama or any of its agencies, or bonds of the United 
States, to be held as security. 

If any of such funds are dissipated or lost by reason of the 
insolvency or failure of such bank or trust company appointed as 
such depository as provided herein, such dissipation or loss shall 
not constitute a liability on the official bond of such officers nor a 
liability on the sureties thereon. 

In the event of the dissipation or loss of any such funds because 
of such insolvency or failure of such depository the county and 
state shall have a preferred claim against such bank or trust com- 
pany for the amount of such dissipation or loss. 

The provisions of this section are not exclusive but cumulative 
and remedial, and this section shall not be construed as abolishing 
any other method or manner now provided by law for the making 
of official bonds of county officers, or handling funds of county 
officers coming into their hands as such officers. And provided 
further, that nothing herein shall relieve any public official from 
making official bond as is now required by law, nor from li- 
ability thereon except as is provided by this section. 

Section 2. This act shall become effective upon its passage 
and approval by the governor or its otherwise becoming a law.

regulations necessary or convenient for the Administration of this 
Act, approved July 1, 1943, Reported Acts 1943, pages 311-315.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To Abolish the Board of Revenue of Conecuh County and to establish in 
lieu thereof the Board of Directors of Conecuh County; to provide that 
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said Board of Directors of Conecuh County shall consist of a chairman 
and four other members; to designate and name the first members of 
said Board of Directors and to provide for the election of their suc- 
cessors; to fix the terms of office of the members of said Board; to pre- 
scribe the qualifications of the members of said Board; to divide said 
County into four districts; to prescribe and fix the terms and sessions 
of said Board and a quorum thereof; to prescribe, fix and limit the 
powers, jurisdiction, duties and authority of said Board of Directors; to 
provide for a clerk of said Board and fix his compensation; to provide 
that ail general and local laws which apply to and govern the Board of 
Revenue of said county shall apply to and govern said Board of Di- 
rectors; to provide that all general laws which may hereafter be en- 
acted governing county governing bodies shall apply to said Board of 
Directors; to provide for and fix the compensation of the members of 
said Board; to provide for the filling of any vacancies that may occur 
on said Board. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. That the Board of Revenue of Conecuh County as now es- 
tablished by law is hereby abolished; that there is hereby created and estab- 
lished in lieu of said Board of Revenue the BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF 
CONECUH COUNTY: that said Board of Directors of Conecuh County 
shall be composed of a chairman and four other members, as hereinafter 
provided, and that said Board of Directors shall be the governing body 
of Conecuh County, Alabama. 

Section 2. That the first members of said Board of Directors shall be 
the same persons as compose the Board of Revenue of Conecuh County 
as now constituted. J. O. Brooks shall be the first chairman of said Board 
of Directors and shall hold office until the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January, 1949, and until his successor is elected and quali- 
fied; that A. E. Johnson shall be the first member of said Board of Direc- 
tors from District No. 1 and shall hold office until the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday in January, 1947, and until his successor is elected and quali- 
fied; that W. C. Simmons shall be the first member of said Board of 
Directors from District No. 2 and shall hold office until the first Monday 
after the second Tuesday in January, 1947, and until his successor is elected 
and qualified; that C. E. Robinson shall be the first member of said Board 
of Directors from District No. 3 and shall hold office until the first Monday 
after the second Tuesday in January, 1949, and until his successor is elected 
and qualified; that A. J. Johnson shall be the first member of said Board of 
Directors from District No. 4 arfd shall hold office until the first Monday 
after the second Tuesday in January, 1949, and until his successor is elected 
and qualified. | 

Section 3. That the County of Conecuh is hereby divided into four Dis- 
tricts, said districts to have the same boundaries and to bear the same num- 
bers as now provided by law. 

Section 4. That the chairman of said Board of Directors shall be a 
qualified elector of Conecuh County and shall be elected by the qualified elec- 
tors of the entire County; that each of the other members of said Board of 
Directors shall be a qualified elector of the District from which he is elected 
and shall be elected by the qualified electors of said District; that the suc- 
cessors of the members of the Board herein designated for Districts 1 and 2 
shall be elected at the general election in 1946 and every four years there- 
after; that the successors of the chairman and members of the Board herein 
designated for Districts 3 and 4 shall be elected at the general election in 
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1948 and every four years thereafter; that the terms of office for the chair- 
man and for each of said members shall begin on the first Monday after 
the second Tuesday in January after his election and shall continue for a 
term of four years thereafter and until his successor is elected and qualified. 

Section 5. That any vacancy occurring on said Board of Directors, in- 
cluding the office of chairman of said Board, shall be filled by appointment 
of the other members of said Board. If the other members of said Board 
should fail to fill such vacancy within 15 days after such vacancy has oc- 
curred the members of said Board shall forfeit their right to fill such vacancy 
and such vacancy shall be certified to the Governor of Alabama by the Pro- 
bate Judge of Conecuh County and thereupon the Governor shall appoint 
some one to fill such vacancy. Such appointment, whether made by the other 
members of the Board or by the Governor, shall be for the unexpired term 
for which said person is appointed arid such appointee shali hold office for 
said unexpired term and until his successor is elected and qualified. 

Section 6. That said Board of Directors shall be the governing body of 
Conecuh County, Alabama; that it shall have all the jurisdiction, powers 
and authority now granted to or conferred upon Courts of County Com- 
missioners, Boards of Revenue or other like county governing bodies by 
the general laws of the State of Alabama or by any local law for Conecuh 
County not in conflict herewith, and shall be subject to the same restric- 
tions and responsibilities; that safd Board of Directors shall have power 
and authority to manage and control all property and funds of Conecuh 
County as it may deem expedient according to law, to acquire and dispose 
of property as may be found necessary for county purposes; to levy taxes for 
general purposes and for all special purposes provided by law; to examine, 
settle and allow all claims, accounts and things chargeable against the county; 
to audit and settle all accounts of all officers having the care, management, 
collection or disbursement of money belonging to the county or appropriated 
for the use or benefit of said county; to have control of the convict labor of 
said county and the disbursement of the proceeds thereof as is or hereafter 
may be authorized by law; to have control of and make provisions for the 
poor of said county as may be provided by law; to enforce the payment of 
all debts and obligations which may be now owing or which may be hereafter 
due or owing to said County by any person, firm or corporation; to make or 
authorize the making of all county contracts deemed necessary and ‘to bind 
said county in any lawful contract as provided by law; to provide for the 
purchase and payment for all necessary stationery, office material and sup- 
plies, furniture anid fixtures necessary or convenient for the use of said board 
and for the use of all officers of said County, as provided by law; to have 
supervision and control of the highways, roads and bridges of said county. 

Section 7. That said Board of Directors shall maintain an office in the 
Courthouse of said county where all its meetings shail be held and all of 
its records kept; that said Board of Directors shall hold its regular sessions 
or meetings on the second Monday in each month and may continue in session 
as long as may be necessary to conduct the business of said County; that said 
Board may adjourn its meetings or sessions from time to time as may be found 
necessary or convenient to conduct the business of said County; that said 
Board may hold meetings or sessions at any time upon call of the chairman 
and notice given to each member of said Board; that a majority of all mem- 
bers of said Board of Directors shall constitute a quorum of said Board for 
the transaction of all business; that any members less than a quorum may 
adjourn the sessions or meetings of said Board until another day. : 

Section 8. That the chairman of sail Board of Directors shall be its 
presiding officer; he shall have a vote on all matters coming before said 
Board and shall have the same power and authority as any other member in 
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passing on‘ all questions before said Board; he shall sign the minutes of 
the proceedings of said Board and shall sign all warrants drawn on the 
County Treasurer or County Depository, and all orders for the payment 
or disbursement of the funds of the county, and shall sign all contracts 
entered into by the County of Conecuh through the said Board of Directors 
and shall sign all deeds or conveyances to property sold by said county; it 
shall be the duty of said chairman to prepare business and obtain informa- 
tion for all meetings of said Board and see that all orders thereof are 
properly executed; should said chairman be disabled to act or should he 
be absent from any meeting of said Board of Directors, then the other mem- 
bers of said Board of Directors shall by resolution, duly entered on the 
minutes, appoint one of the other members of said Board as acting chairman 
and such acting chairman shall have all the authority and shall! perform 
all the duties of the chairman during his absence or disability. 

Section 9. That the members of the Board of Directors, including the 
chairman, shall each be paid an annual salary of Twenty-four Hundred 
($2400.00) Dollars, payable in equal monthly installments of Two Hundred 
($200.00) Dollars per month by warrant issued by said board and signed 
by. the chairman; that said salaries shall be in lieu of all other compensa- 
tion and expenses, including all per diem, mileage, expenses or fees. Each 
member of said board shall at his own expense and without cost to the county 
furnish his own transportation for performing his official duties and shall 
not be entitled to the use of gasoline, oil or other products belonging to the 
county; said salary may be paid, either in whole or in part, out of the 
county road and bridge fund, the county general fund or the county gaso- 
line tax fund, or by apportionment among said funds, as the board may from 
time to time determine. 

Section 10. That said Board of Directors shall have the authority to 
employ a clerk for said board and to fix his salary. It shall be the duty of 
said clerk to atten’d the meetings of said Board of Directors and to issue all 
notices required by said board. Said clerk shall under the direction of said 
board keep all the minutes and records of the proceedings of said board in 
well bound volumes kept for that purpose; said records shall be kept in 
the office of said board an'd shall be open at all reasonable times to the in- 
spection of the public; such clerk shall generally do and perform all such 
duties as may be required of him by said board. The term of office of said 
clerk shall be at the pleasure of said board and the salary of said clerk shall 
be paid in the same manner and from the same funds as the salaries of the 
members of said board. 

Section 11. That said Board of Directors shalf have general supervision 
over the highways, roads and bridges of Conecuh County, as provided by the 
general laws of the State of Alabama; it shall be the duty of said board to 
construct and maintain a good county wide system of public roads so far as 
is consistent with the finances available; said board shall employ all labor 
necessary in such construction and maintenance where the work is done 
by the county, and the board shall classify all employees engaged in the 
construction and maintenance of roads and bridges in the county and shall fix 
a uniform salary and wage scale for each classification. 

Section 12. That said Board of Directors shall have the power and au- 
thority to employ a county engineer to supervise and direct the construction 
and maintenance of roads and bridges for the entire county; that such 
engineer shall be subject to the jurisdiction and ‘direction of said board and 
his qualifications, salary and terms of employment shall be fixed by said 
board. 

Section 13. That the official bonds heretofore made and filed by the mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors, given as members of the Board of Revenue, 
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shall continue and remain in effect, for the terms for which they were 
given, as bonds of said individuals as members of the Board of Directors and 
shall cover their official acts and duties as members of said Board of 
Directors; when said bonds expire then the members of said Board of 
Directors shall be required to make official bonds in amounts and to be ap- 
proved in the manner as required by the general laws of the State of Ala- 
bama. The said Board of Directors may in its discretion require any per- 
son employed by it to give a bond in such amount and with such sureties 
as it may determine; such bond, if required, shall be made payable to Conecuh 
County, be approved by said board and filed and recorded in the office of 
said board. The premium on the bonds of the members of said board and 
on the bonds of any employee, if required, shall be paid by Conecuh County. 

Section 14. That all general laws of the State of Alabama now in force 
not in conflict with this Act, and all general laws hereafter enacted, gov- 
erning the jurisdiction, powers, authority and duties of Courts of County 
Commissioners, Boards of Revenue or like county governing bodies, or the 
members thereof, shall apply to and govern the said Board of Directors or 
the members thereof. 

Section 15. That if any section or part of this Act shall be declared un- 
constitutional or void for any reason it shall not effect the validity of the re- 
maining sections or parts thereof. 

Section 16. That all laws and parts of laws, both general and special, in 
conflict with the provisions of this Act, be, and the same are hereby, repealed. 

Section 17. This Act shall take effect on the first day of the month after 
its passage and approval by the Governor.

under the power of eminent domain, and one or more persons own a 
dower or life interest in the whole or in an undivided interest in such 
lands, the Court having jurisdiction of the cause in which such lands 
aré sold or taken, as aforesaid, after the proceeds are paid into Court, 
shall, upon the sworn application of any person owning such dower 
interest or life interest, or any remainder or reversionary interest therein, 
ascertain the present value of such dower or life estate, and pay to the 
owner of such dower or life interest in cash the value of such interest, 
the remainder to be paid to the reversioners or remaindermen. 
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Section 2. The application referred to in the preceding paragraph 
shall set out the names and places of residence of all the persons 
interested in the funds in which such dower or life interest exists, 
stating which, if any, are infants or persons of unsound mind. If any 
of the parties or their places of residence are unknown, the application 
shall so state. The Court shall set a day for the hearing of said appli- 
cation not less than thirty days from the date of the filing thereof, and 
notice thereof shall be given by the clerk, judge or register and served 
on such other persons as may be interested in the funds, residing in the 
state, not less than ten days prior to the hearing, and if any be non- 
residents or their names or places of residence are unknown, then

tion, duties and authority of said Board of Directors; to provide 
for a clerk of said Board and fix his compensation; to provide that 
all general and local laws which apply to and govern the Board of 
Revenue of said county shall apply to and govern said Board of 
Directors; to provide that all general laws which may hereafter 
be enacted governing county governing bodies shall apply to said 
Board of Directors; to provide for and fix the compensation of the 
members of said Board; to provide for the filling of any vacancies 
that may occur on said Board. 


H. 415. To authorize Water Works Boards of all cities of this 
State having a population of not less than 35,000 and not more than 
60,000 according to the last preceding or any succeeding decennial 
Federal census; to issue revenue bonds for the purpose of invest- 
ing the proceeds in United States bonds whenever such issuance 
will reduce the overall net bond service charges of such Water 
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Works Board or produce funds with which to finance future ex-

The above and foregoing bills were severally read a second time 
and placed on the Calendar. 


BILLS ON THIRD READING 


(With amendment) : 

H. 233. To regulate the business of lending money, and to re- 
quire a license for those engaged in such business and to fix the 
amount thereof; to require licensees under this act to keep various 
records, and to create the Bureau of Loans in the Department of 
Commerce and to provide for the officers and employees thereof 
and their compensation, duties, and authority, and to entrust the 
administration of this act to said department, and to make an ap- 
propriation for the administration of this act; and to provide for 
the punishment for violation of this act.

The question was upon the adoption of the amendment reported by 
the Standing Committee on Banks and Banking, said committee amend- 
ment being as follows: 


AMENDMENT TO H. 233 


By Committee on Banks and Banking: 

Amend House Bill 233 as follows: 

1. Amend Section 9 so that the same shall read as follows: 

“Section 9. In any suit filed on any debt or evidence of any 
indebtedness governed hereby in any court, the judge thereof shall not 
render any judgment by default, nil dicit, or otherwise, until he has 
heard the testimony of the licensees or of a representative of such 
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licensee, and the judge must on his own motion interrogate such licensee 
or such other witness to determine whether there has been any. violation 
of the provisions of this act and whether interest has been paid at the 
rate in excess of eight per cent (8%) per annum; and if it be made to 
appear that the provisions of this act have been violated or that interest 
in excess of eight per cent (8%) per annum has been paid, then judg-. 
ment shall be rendered in favor of the plaintiff for the principal balance 
only of the indebtedness sued upon, without an attorney’s fee. In any 
such suit the plaintiff must allege in the complaint that the plaintiff is a 
licensee under this act, and if such plaintiff be subject to this act and 
fails to allege in his complaint that he is a licensee hereunder, or if it is 
shown to the Court that he is subject to this act and is not a licensee 
then the Court ex mero motu shall dismiss such suit at plaintiff’s cost. 
No garnishment shall issue in such suit or in connection therewith until 
after judgment has been rendered. . , 

In any case where a garnishment has been issued before judgment, 
the judge or justice of the court from which said garnishment issued, 
upon there being filed with him an affidavit of the Supervisor of the 
Bureau of Loans or of an employee of the Bureau of Loans, that the 
affiant is such employee and that he has investigated the facts concern- 
ing the subject matter of the suit in which such garnishment was 
issued and that in his opinion and belief the suit is by a person governed 
by this act shall make and file in such cause an order discharging the 
garnishee in said cause, and after the filing of such affidavit such 
garnishee shall not be required to answer such garnishment and shall not 
be subjected to any liability on account of the same. No garnishment 
shall be issued in any suit prior to judgment therein unless the plaintiff, 
his agent, or attorney makes and files in the cause an affidavit that the 
debt sought to be recovered in such a suit is not a debt growing out of 
a loan governed by this act.” 

2. Amend Section 8 by inserting therein immediately after the 
words “or other evidence of the indebtedness signed by the borrower,” 
the words: “or such other receipt or memorandum as the Director of the 
Department of Commerce may by regulation require”. 

3. Amend Section 13 so that the same shall read as follows: 

“Section 13. The failure to do any act herein required or the doing 
of any act herein prohibited shall be a misdemeanor and shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than twenty-five dollars and not more than five 
hundred dollars. The making of each loan governed by this act by a 
person required by this act to obtain a license, without having obtained 
such license, shall be a separate offense.” 

4. Amend Section 15 so that the same shall read as follows: 

“Section 15. This act shall become effective on October 1, 1945, and 
the license herein required may be procured at any time within thirty 
days thereafter.” 
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And the amendment reported by the Standing Committee on Banks 
and Banking was adopted.

By Mr. Deason: 

Amend House Bill 233, as amended, as follows: : 

Amend Section 12 of said Bill so that the same shall read as follows: 

Section 12. Nothing contained in this act shall apply to any bank 
organized and existing under the laws of the State of Alabama, or under 
the laws of the United States, nor shall this act apply to any person, 
firm, or corporation concerning loans made to the tenants or employees 
of such person, firm or corporation engaged in agriculture, business or 
industry, nor shall it apply to the business of financing motor vehicles, 
refrigerators, or other personal property, nor shall it apply to credit 
unions as defined by law, nor shall it apply to savings and loan associa- 
tions as defined by law, nor shall it apply to loans insured or guaran- 
teed by the United States or any of its agencies.

That Section 6 of an Act to enlarge and extend the juris- 
diction of the Circuit Court of Tallapoosa County, Alabama, at Alexander 
City, in said County, and to provide for the holding of regular terms of 
said Court, approved September 20, 1923, as amended by an Act to increase 
the salary of the Deputy Clerk and Register of said Court, approved Sep- 
tember 6, 1927, be further amended so as to read as follows: Section 6. That 
the Clerk and Register in Equity of the Circuit Court of Tallapoosa County 
shall be Clerk and Register of the Circuit Court at Alexander City, and the 
Clerk of the Circuit Court of said County shall keep offices at the Court- 
house at Alexander City where all records, papers and files pertaining to 
said Court shall be safely kept, and said office shall be kept open for the 
transaction of the business of said Court at all reasonable hours. And the 
Clerk of the Circuit Court of said County shall provide and keep a Deputy 
Clerk at Alexander City as he is now required by law to do, and such deputy 
may perform, as deputy all the duties of Register of the Circuit Court in 
Equity, and for the services as Deputy Clerk and Deputy Register in Equity, 
he or she shall receive Twelve Hundred Dollars per annum, to be paid in 
monthly installments out of the County Treasury, on warrants to be drawn 
by the Judge of Probate for said County. 

Section 2. That this Act shall take effect upon its message and approval 
by the Governor.

"To Be Entitled An Act To create the State Department of Vet- 
erans Affairs; to provide for its organization and personnel; to de- 
fine its duties, powers, functions and .authorities; to appropriate 
for such purposes the sum of $385,700.00 for each of the fiscal years 
beginning October 1, 1945 and October 1, 1946; to repeal Sections 
44 and 49, as amended by Act number 482, S. 206, approved July 
8, 1948, and Sections 45 and 58, both inclusive, of Title 60 of the 
Code of Alabama of 1940; and to repeal all other laws or parts of 
laws in conflict herewith if any. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 
. SECTION I. DEFINITIONS—as used under this Act, the 


term “Department” shall mean the State Department of Veterans’ 
Affairs; “The State Board” shall mean the State Board of Veter- 
ans’ Affairs; “State Commissioner” shall mean the State Service 
Commissioner, and the term “Veteran”, except as otherwise used 
in this Act, shall mean any person, male or female, who served on 
active duty, whether commissioned, enlisted, inducted, appointed, 
or mustered into the military or naval service of the United States 
during any war in which the United States has been engaged, and 
who shall have been discharged or released from such services un- 
der conditions other than dishonorable. 

SECTON II. STATE DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ 
AFFAIRS—There shall be a State Department of Veterans’ Af- 
fairs with subordinate bureaus and divisions, which shall operate 
under a State Board of Veterans’ Affairs, and consist of a State 
Service Commissioner and such other officers and employees au- 
thorized to be appointed under this Act, and meeting the qualifi- 
cations prescribed by the State Board. 
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SECTION III. COMPOSITION, TERMS AND DUTIES 
OF BOARD—The State Board of Veterans Affairs’ shall consist 
of the Governor, as Chairman, and representatives to serve for a 
term of four years from the date of their respective appointments, 
who shall be selected from the membership of the Alabama De- 
partment of The American Legion, the United Spanish American 
War Veterans, the Veterans of Foreign Wars, and the Disabled 
American Veterans, the nomination of such representatives to be 
made by the Executive Committee of similar governing bodies of 
the respective organizations on the following ratio of said mem- 
bership as existing on July 1st of the year in which they shall be 
appointed, said appointment to be made by the Governor; to wit: 
There shall be one representative from each of said organizations 
for the first 7500 resident members or fraction thereof, and one 
additional representative from each such organization for each ad- 
ditional 7500 resident members or fraction thereof, the total mem- 
berships of the respective organizations to be determined as of 
July 1st of the year in which such representatives shall be desig- 
nated from the State enrollment of such organization, duly veri- 
fied as correct, by the Adjutant or similar officer of said organiza- 
tion, provided that one member of said board shall be a veteran 
of the second World War, and one shall have been an enlisted 
person. 

The said Board shall have authority to grant representation 
thereon, and on the same basis of membership as hereinabove, to 
any organization of veterans of the second World War having a 
national charter authorized by an Act of Congress and operating 
through local organizations in Alabama. 

The State Board, subject to the provisions of Section 4 hereof, 
shall have and exercise all rule-making powers of the Department, 
and from time to time make such regulations not inconsistent 
therewith or with siaie law as it shall dccm necessary for carry- 
ing out the provisions of this Act, and from time to time may alter, 
repeal or amend such regulations or any of them. This rule-making 
power shall include the establishment and promulgation of rules and reg- 
ulations (including amendments and repeals thereof) with respect 
to the manner of performance of all functions and duties of the 
Department and the various officers and employees thereof, in- 
cluding the selection and appointment of all Service Commission- 
ers. All said rules and regulations shall be furnished to the Per- 
sonnel Board, and in accordance therewith a list of eligibles shall 
be established therefrom. Competition for places on the eligible 
lists shall be limited to persons meeting qualifications and re- 
quirements set up in such rules and regulations. 

Such rules and regulations shall have the force and effect of 
law and prima facie evidence thereof may be given in all courts 
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and proceedings by the production of what purports to be an 
official printed copy of such regulations, alterations, repeal or 
amendment. 

The State Board will hold meetings at times and places to be 
prescribed by rules of the State Board or as may be designated by 
the Chairman. The presence of a majority of the members at any 
regular or special meeting will constitute a quorum for the trans- 
action of all business. Members of the State Board shall receive 
no compensation for their services, other than the amount of their 
traveling and other necessary expenses actually paid out while in 
attendance at the meeting of the State Board, or on business of 
State Department. 

SECTION IV. STATE SERVICE COMMISSIONER—It 
shall be the duty of the State Board to appoint a State Service 
Commissioner who shall serve for a term of four years, subject 
to removal by the State Board for cause. He shall be appointed 
on the basis of education, ability and experience in handling vet- 
erans’ affairs, and without regard to political affiliations, provided, 
however, such Commissioner shall be a resident of the State of 
Alabama and shall be a veteran who served on active duty for a 
period of sixty days or more in the military or naval forces of the 
United States in any war in which the United States shall have 
been engaged, and shall have been honorably discharged there- . 
from, and all subsequent appointees to such office shall be selected 
in like. manner and possess like qualifications. The State Board 
in conference with the State Commissioner, shall be responsible 
for the adoption of policies, rules and regulations for its govern- 
ment, and for the government of the Department. All administra- 
tive and executive duties and responsibilities of the Department 
shall be performed by the State Commissioner, subject to the au- 
thority of the State Board. The State Commissioner shall be the 
Executive and Administrative Officer of the State Department, 
and shall have the power to issue administrative orders 
and directives to all officials and employees in the Department. 
The State Board shall have the power, and it shall be its duty, 
to fix the salaries and minimum standards of service and personnel 
of all Service Commissioners; and subject to the State Merit Sys- 
tem, wherein applicable, to fix salaries and minimum standards of 
service and personnel according to the schedules and rules pre- 
scribed by the State Personnel Board of other employees and per- 
sonnel. The State Department of Veterans’ Affairs, acting through 
the State Commissioner shall be the designated agency of the 
State of Alabama to represent the State and its veterans before the 
United States Veterans Administration, or any other agency deal- 
ing with the interest of the veteran. The State Service Commis- 
sioner, with the approval of the State Board, shall be empowered 
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to enter into. reciprocal agreements with other states under which 
veterans who are residents of such other states may be rendered 
services in the State of Alabama. The State Commissioner, with 
the approval of the State Board, shall appoint all District Service 
Commissioners and County . Service Commissioners as herein pro- 
vided. ‘The State Commissioner shall appoint all clerical and ‘steno- 
graphic ‘personnel in the State Department; and in all county of- 
fices as is authorized or may hereafter be authorized under the 
State Merit System and approved by the State Personnel Board. 

. SECTION V.. ASSISTANT STATE SERVICE COMMIS- 
SIONERS—The State Service Commissioner shall, with the ap- 
proval of the State Board, appoint one First Assistant State Serv- 
ive Commissioner, who shall be an attorney, and sueh other num- 
ber of additional Assistant State Service Commissioners .as' the 
State Board deems necessary, who shall serve as employees. in the 
Department, subject to the rules and regulations of the State 
Board. They shall be appointed on the basis of education, ability 
and: experience in handling veterans’ affairs, and without regard 
to political affiliations, provided, however, such appointees shall 
be residents of the State of Alabama, and shall be veterans who 
served on active duty for a period of sixty days or more in the 
military or naval forces of the United States in any war in which 
the United States shall have been engaged, and shall have been 
honorably discharged therefrom, and-all subsequent appointees to 
such office shall be selected in like manner and possessed. of like 
qualifications. 


SECTION VI. COUNTY SERVICE COMMISSIONER 


AND DISTRICT SERVICE COMMISSIONER—TIt shall he the 


duty of the State Commissioner, subject to the approval of the 
State Board, to appoint a County Service Commissioner for each 
of the several counties in the State of Alabama, except as herein- 
after provided, and aii such appointees shall be ciuployees of the 
State Department, subject to the authority, rules and regulations 
of the State Board. Such County Service Commissioner shall be 
a resident of the County, and a qualified elector therein, and shall 
be a veteran who served on active duty in the military or naval 
forces of the United States for a period of sixty days or more in 
any war in which the United States. shall have been engaged, and 
shall have been honorably discharged therefrom, and all subse- 
quent appointees to such office shall be selected in like manner 
and possessd of like qualifications. It shall be the duty of the 
State Commissioner and State Board to economize as far as pos- 
sible in the administration of this law in the several counties of 
the state. It shall be the duty of the State Commissioner, subject 
to the approval of the State Board, to study the requirements of 
each separate county, and to decide from time to tinie whether or 
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not there is a need for a County Service Commissioner ‘in any par- 
ticular county. In reaching a decision in such matter, the State 
Commissioner and the State Board shall take into consideration 
the total population of the county, the number of men inducted into 
the armed services from the county, the number of veterans of all 
wars present in the county and special circumstances and facts 
involving. the concentration of industries or other problems which 
may have a tendency to increase or decrease the number of vet- 
erans in certain localities. It shall be within the power of the 
State Commissioner, subject to the approval of the State Board, 
to establish districts in the state, such districts to contain one or 
more counties, wherever the number of veterans in the counties 
composing such districts do not justify the establishment of a 
separate County Service Commissioner’s office in each county in 
the district, and a central District Service Commissioner’s office 
shall be established at the most central point in such district, pro- 
vided, however, such district offices must afford maximum services 
to veterans residing in such district. It shall be the duty of the 
District Service Commissioner to visit each county in the district 
on certain specified days to be designated by the State Commis- 
sioner for the purpose of assisting all veterans in such counties. 
District Service Commissioners appointed under this section shall 
be selected in the same manner as County Service Commissioners, 
and shall be of like qualifications. 

SECTION VII. COMPENSATION OF OFFICIALS—The 
salary of the State Commissioner shall be fixed by the Governor, 
but shall not exceed $5,700.00 per annum. The salaries of the First 
Assistant State Service: Commissioner shall be fixed by the Com- 
missioner, with approval of the State Board, but shall not exceed 
$5,600.00 per annum. The salary of additional Assistant State 
Service Commissioners, District Service Commissioners and Coun- 
ty Service Commissioners shall be fixed by the State Commission- 
er, subject to the approval of the State Board. 

SECTION VIII. ALLOCATION OF FUNDS FOR SAL- 
ARIES OF EMPLOYEES AND OTHER EXPENSES—AII sal- 
aries of officials and employees of the Department as provided for ~ 
under this Act, and office, travel and other expenses incidental to 
the proper establishment, operation and maintenance of the De- 
partment, or office of District or County Service Commissioner, or 
other offices established by the State Commissioner as provided for 
under this Act, shall be paid by the State of Alabama, from the 
General Fund, providéd, however, each county in ‘the State in 
which a District Service Commissioner’s office or a County Serv- 
ice Commissioner’s office is established shall furnish suitable of- 
fice space in the County Court house, or another suitable location 
in the county for the use of the District Service Commissioner or 
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County Service Commissioner, and any rental, telephone, janitor, 
light, power, heat or other maintenance expenses for such office 
shall be paid by the county. 

SECTION IX. DUTIES OF STATE SERVICE COMMIS- 
SIONER—The State Commissioner shall submit to the State 
Board for its approval an annual budget of all funds appropriated 
by the Legislature to the Department for the specific. purposes for 
which they are appropriated, and also a budget of any federal 
funds which may be allotted to the State by the Federal Govern- 
ment for the purposes of the Department according to the regula- 
tions of the federal authorities. He shall publish annually a full 
report of operation and administration of the Department, together 
with recommendations and suggestions, and submit such report 
to the State Board. 

It shall be the duty of the State Commissioner to: 

1. Prepare detailed plans for, and fully develop, a compre- 
hensive statewide veterans’ assistance progtam. 

2. Cooperate with all other heads of the State Departments 
in coordinating the plans and programs of state agencies which 
may properly be utilized in the administration of various aspects 
of the problems of veterans, and dependents of veterans, such as: 
the office of State Adjutant General, the State Department of Ed- 
ucation, the State Department of Public Welfare, and State Depart- 
ment of Industrial Relations, the State Planning Board, the State 
Board of Health, and any other state agencies furnishing services 
to veterans. 

8. Provide a central contact between federal agencies deal- 
ing with the problems of veterans, such as: the United States Vet- 
erans Administration, Selective Service System, War Manpower 
Commission, Social Security Board, War Department, Navy De- 
partment and other federal agencies on the one hand, and the 
several state agencies which may administer the various aspects 
of the veterans’ services and benefits on the other. 

4. Maintain central case records of all veterans seeking serv- 
ices or benefits to facilitate the enterchange of information and 
case histories among the several state administrative agencies and 
the federal agencies, and to provide a clearing house of informa- 
tion. 

Other duties of the State Commissioner shall be to: (a) ac- 
quaint himself, his associates, and the employees with the laws, 
federal, state and local, enacted for the benefit of members of the 
armed forces; veterans, their families and dependents. Collect 
data and information as to the facilities and services available to 
them, and cooperate with information or service agencies through- 
out the state, to inform members of the armed forces, veterans, 
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their families and dependents, and the military and civil authori- 
ties, regarding the existence or availability of: 

1. Educational training and retraining facilities: 

2. Health, medical, rehabilitation and housing services and fa- 
cilities: ' 

3. Employment and reemployment services: 

4. Provisions of federal, state and local laws, affording rights, 
privileges and benefits to members of the armed forces, veterans, 
their families and dependents: 

5. Other matters of similar, relative or appropriate natures: 

6. Aid all residents of the State of Alabama who served in the 
military or naval forces or other armed services of the United 
States during any war in which the United States has been en- 
gaged, and members of the armed services during the peace times 
who have been honorably discharged from such service, their rela- 
tives, beneficiaries, and dependents, to receive from the United 
States any and all compensation, hospitalization, insurance, educa- 
tion, employment, loan guarantees, or any other aid or benefit 
to which they may be entitled under existing laws of the United 
States, or such as may be hereinafter enacted, and he shall perform 
such other duties in connection therewith as may be assigned by 
the State Board; and 

%. Codperate and negotiate with the Federal Government, all 
national, state and local governmental or private agencies for se- 
curing additional services or benefits to veterans, their families 
and dependents who are residents of the State of Alabama. 

SECTION X. DUTY OF COUNTY SERVICE COMMIS- 
SIONER AND DISTRICT SERVICE COMMISSIONER—The 
County Service Commissioner and District Service Commissioner shall 
perform such duties as may be prescribed by policies, rules and 
regulations and instructions promulgated by the State Board and 
shall be administratively responsible to the State Commissioner. 

It shall be the duty of the County Service Commissioner and 
District Service Commissioner to: 

1. Cooperate with and assist the volunteer County Veterans’ 
Service Committees in his district or county in the development of 
a Veterans Assistance Program for his district or county. 

2. Furnish information and data to the office of the State 
Commissioner relative to the various aspects of the problems of 
veterans and dependents of veterans in his jurisdiction. 

8. Provide in his office and information and referral service 
to veterans seeking aid and assistance in connection with matters 
pertaining to employment and re-employment, education and vo- 
cational training, health, medical, rehabilitation and housing serv- 
ices and facilities, emergency financial assistance, and other mat- 
ters of similar or relative and appropriate natures. 
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4... Cooperate with all national, state and local governmental 
and private agencies offering services or any benefits to veterans, 
their families and dependents. 

5. Aid all residents of the district or county. who ‘served in 
the military or naval forces or other armed services during any 
war in which the United States has been engaged, and members of 
the armed services during peace time who have been discharged 
under conditions other than dishonorable, from the services, their 
relatives, beneficiaries and dependents; to receive from the United 
States any and all compensation, hospitalization, insurance and 
other aid or benefits to which they may be entitled under existing laws 
of the United States, or such as may hereinafter be enacted, and 
he shall perform such other duties in connection therewith as may 
be assigned by the State Board. 

6. To seek out and advise the veterans of the district or eine 
of their rights and benefits, under state and federal laws, and to 
encouragc thair taking advantage of the educational opportunity, 
trade and vocational training, and to counsel and advise widows, 
orphans and beneficiaries to the end that veterans and citizens of 
the county shall secure the maximum return from the available 
benefits. 

SECTION XI. PLACE OF OFFICE. The Department and 
State Commissioner shall maintain offices in the capital city of 
the state. In each city of the state herein the United Veterans 
Administration maintains a regional or branch office the State 
Service Commissioner, under authority of the State Board, in addi- 
tion to the office of any District Service Commissioner or County 
Service Commissioner, may, if he deems necessary, set up and 
maintain a service office staffed by an Assistant Service Commis- 
sioner, with ample clerical assistants. 

SECTION XTi. SEAL OF OFFICE. The State Commis- 
sioner shall have a seal of office and he, the Assistant State Serv- 
ice Commissioner, and each District Service Commissioner and 
County Service Commissioner shall be appointed notaries public 
and authorized to administer oaths to any person or persons who 
may desire to swear to the correctness of any statement or state- 
ments made in connection with any application for compensation, 
hospitalization, insurance, or any other service, aid or benefit, to 
which such person or persons, of any other person or persons on 
whose behalf the affidavits are made, may be entitled under exist- 
ing laws of the United States, or such as may hereafter be enacted ; 
and he shall likewise be authorized and empowered to certify to 
the correctness of any document or documents which may be sub- 
mitted in connection with any such application or applications. 
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SECTION XIII. OATH OF OFFICE AND BOND OF OF- 
FICIALS—The State Commissioner, the Assistant Service Corn- 
missioner and each of the District Service Commissioners and 
County Service Commissioner, shall, beforé entering into the du- 
ties of his office, subscribe and execute an oath of office. The 
State Commissioner and the Assistant State Service Commissioner 
shall each execute and furnish a bond in the penal sum of $10,- 
000.00, with sufficient surety to be approved by the State Board, 
conditioned upon the faithful performance of. their official: duties. 
Each District Service Commissioner and County Service Commis- 
sioner shall execute and furnish a bond in the penal sum of $5,000.- 
00 with sufficient surety to be approved by the State Commission- 
er, conditioned upon the faithful performance of his official duties. 
The premium of all such bonds for officials in the Department 
shall be paid by the State of Alabama. 

SECTION. XIV. APPROPRIATIONS—There is hereby ap- 
propriated for the foregoing purposes the sum of $385,700.00 for 
each of the fiscal years beginning October 1, 1945 and October.1, 
1946. 

SECTION XV. REPEALS. There are hereby repealed Sec- 
tions 44 and 49 as amended by Act 432 S. 206, approved July 8, 
1943, and Section 45 to 48, both inclusive of Title 60, Code of Ala- 
bama 1940, and all other laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith, 
if any. 

SECTION XVI. CONSTITUTIONALITY. If any section, 
clause, provision or portion of this Act shall be held invalid or 
unconstitutional by any court of competent jurisdiction, such in- 
validity shall not affect any other section, clause, provision, or 
portion of this Act which is not of itself invalid or unconstitutional 
and it is now declared that the other parts or sections would have 
been enacted regardless of any section or parts of sections which 
may be invalid or unconstitutional. 

SECTION XVII. EFFECTIVE DATE—This Act shall be 
and become effective upon its passage and approval by the Gov- 
ernor, for the purpose of perfecting the organization, but no Com- 
missioner, State, District, County or other employee shall be paid 
any salary or do any official act until October 1, 1945, provided 
nothing herein contained .shall be construed to effect any pro- 
vision of law relating to the powers, duties and authorities of the 
Adjutant General.

- §.J.R.16. BEIT RESOLVED by the Senate of Alabama, the 
House of Representatives concurring, that: 
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WHEREAS, by means of various bills in the Congress of the 
United States, as illustrated by the so-called Wagner-Murray- 
Dingell bill and so-called emergency measures carrying federal 
grants, attempts are again being made to federalize the Unemploy- 
ment Compensation System and to deprive the states of their con- 
trol over that system, and 

WHEREAS, the present efforts are simply a continuation of 
the attempts which failed in 1942, as a result of the determina- 
tion of the states to retain their control, and 


WHEREAS, in the former efforts to federalize the Unemploy- 
ment Compensation System, during a time of conversion to war 
work on the part of American Industry, the proposal was made 
to supplement state funds with federal grants to care for the load 
of conversion, which proved not to be needed and was simply a 
subterfuge to secure federalization, and 

WHEREAS, at the present time there are in the Unemploy- 
ment Compensation funds of the various states many times the | 
amounts that were in existence in 1942, and the amounts at present

By Messrs. Hill, Shaver, St. John (Lawrence) and Smith: 

S. 174. To provide that commercial fishing gear may be used 
in commercial fishing in the public fresh waters of this State and 
to provide that the Department of Conservation may prescribe 
rules for and when, where, and how the same shall be used. To 
provide for licenses and the issuance thereof permitting the use 
of such commercial fishing gear and to prescribe the amount to be 
charged for each such license.

That Section 46, Title 61 of the Code of Alabama of 1940 be 
and the same is hereby amended to read as follows:

1. A will duly proved, allowed and admitted to probate out- 
side this state, may be allowed and recorded in the proper court of 
any county in this state, in which the testator shall have left any 
estate. ; , 
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2. If the will has been admitted to probate out of the State of 
Alabama, but within another state of the United States of Amer- 
ica, or within any territory, district or country subject to the ju- 
risdiction of the United States of America, such will or copy of the 
same, and the probate thereof, must be certified and authenticated 
as provided in Section 905 of the revised statutes of the United 
States of America. Upon the presentation to the probate judge of 
any such will, already admitted to probate out of the state of Ala- 
bama but in another state of the United States of America, or in 
any territory, district or country subject to the jurisdiction of the 
United States of America, authenticated as herein provided for, he 
shall, without notice or further proceedings, enter a decree ad- 
mitting said will to probate, and shall record the same, together 
with a certificate of probate, in a record kept for the purpose. 

3. If the will has been admitted to probate elsewhere than in 
some other state of the United States of America, or some terri- 
tory, district or country subject to the jurisdiction of the United 
States of America, when a copy of the will and the probate thereof 
duly certified and authenticated as provided in Section 905 of the 
revised statutes of the United States of America shall be presented 
by the executor or by any other person interested in the will with 
a petition to probate, the same must be filed and a time must be 
appointed for a hearing thereon and such notice must be given 
as required by law on the petition for the original probate of a 
domestic will. If, upon the hearing, it appears to the satisfaction 
of the court that the will has been duly proved, allowed and ad-

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To establish an Lmployees’ Retirement System; to determine 
membership and conditions of membership in said system; to 
provide for a Board of Control of said system and for the admin- 
istration of its affairs; to provide for officers and a Medical Board 
and to define their duties; to provide for the adoption of mortality, 
service and other actuarial tables as may be deemed necessary;

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Definitions 

The following words and phrases as used in this Act unless 
a different meaning is plainly required by the context shall have 
the following meanings: 

(1) “Retirement system” shall mean the Employees’ Retire- 
ment System of Alabama as defined in Section 2 of this Act. 

(2) “Employee shall mean any regular employee of the State 
of Alabama whose salary is paid on a monthly basis by state war- 
rant by the State, except a member of the Legislature of the State, 
a person who is covered or eligible to be covered under the Teach- 
ers’ Retirement System of Alabama or any other retirement sys- 
tem to which contributions are made by the State, an elective of- 
ficial of the State Government or a department head authorized 
to exercise sovereign power of the State, and a temporary employee 
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or person engaged under retainer or special agreement. In all 
cases of doubt the Board of Control shall determine who is an 
employee within the meaning of this Act. 

(3) “Employer” shall mean the State of Alabama, or any de- 
partment, commission, institution, or any other agency of and 
within the State by which an employee is paid, including employ- 
ers as provided in Section 12. 

(4) “Member” shall mean any employee included in the mem- 
bership of the system as provided in Section 3 of this Act. 

(5) “Board of Control” shall mean the board provided for in 
Section 6 of this Act to administer the retirement system. 

(6) “Medical Board” shall mean the board of physicians pro- 
vided for in Section 6 of this Act. 

(7) “Service” shall mean service as an employee paid for by 
an employer. 

(8) “Prior service” shall mean service rendered prior to the 
date of establishment of the retirement system for which credit is 
allowable under Section 4 of this Act. 

(9) “Membership service” shall mean service as an employee 
rendered while a member of the retirement system and on account 
of which contributions are made. . 

(10) “Creditable service” shall mean “prior service” plus “mem- 
bership service” rendered since last becoming a member. 

(11) “Beneficiary” shall mean any person in receipt of a pen- 
sion, and annuity, a retirement allowance, or other benefit as pro- 
vided by this Act. 

(12) “Regular interest” shall mean interest compounded an- 
nually at such a rate as shall be determined by the Board of Con- 
trol in accordance with Section 7, Subsection (2), of this Act. 

(13) “Accumulated contributions” shall mean the sum of all 
the amounts deducted from the compensation of a member and 
credited to his individual account in the Annuity Savings Fund, 
together with regular interest thereon, as provided in Section 8 
of this Act. 

(14) “Earnable compensation” shall mean the full rate of the 
compensation that would be payable to an employee if he worked 
the full normal working time, excluding any portion which exceeds 
$3,000 per annum. In cases where compensation includes main- 
tenance, the Board of Control shall fix the value of that part of 
the compensation not paid in money. 

(15) “Average final compensation” shall mean the average an- 
nual earnable compensation of an employee during his last ten 
years of service prior to retirement, or if he should have less than 
ten years of service then his average earnable compensation for his 
total service. 
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(16) “Annuity” shall mean payments for life derived from the 
“accumulated contributions” of a member. All annuities shall be 
payable in equal monthly installments. 

(17) “Pension” shall mean payments for life derived from 
money provided by the employer. Al! pensions shall be payable 
in equal monthly installments. 

(18) “Retirement allowance” shall mean the sum of the “an- 
nuity” and the “pension.” 

(19) “Retirement” shall mean withdrawal from active service 
with a retirement allowance or optional benefit in lieu thereof 
granted under the provisions of this Act . 

(20) “Annuity reserve” shall mean the present value of all 
payments to be made on account of any annuity or benefits in 
lieu of any annuity computed upon the basis of such mortality ta- 
bles as shall be adopted by the Board of Control, and regular in- 
terest. 

(21) “Pension reserve” shall mean the present value of all pay- 
ments to be made on account of any pension or benefit in lieu of 
any pension computed upon the basis of such mortality tables as 
shall be adopted by the Board of Control, and regular interest. 

(22) “Actuarial equivalent” shall mean a benefit of equal val- 
ue when computed upon the basis of such mortality tables as 
shall be adopted by the Board of Control, and regular interest. 

(23) The masculine pronoun, whenever used, shall include the 
feminine. 

Section 2. Name and Date of Establishment 

A retirement system is hereby established and placed under 
the management of the Board of Control for the purpose of pro- 
viding retirement allowances and other benefits under the pro- 
visions of this Act for employees of the State of Alabama. The 
retirement system so created shall be established as of October 
first, nineteen hundred and forty-five. 

It shall have the power and privileges of a corporation and 
shall be known as the “Employees’ Retirement System of Ala-, 
bama,” and by such name all of its business shall be transacted, 
all of its funds invested, and all of its cash and securities and other 
property held in trust for the purpose for which received. 

Section 3. Membership 

The membership of the retirement system shall be composed 
as follows: 

(1) All persons who shall become employees after the date of 
establishment shall become members of the retirement system as 
a condition of their employment. 

(2) Any person who is an employee on the date of establish- 
ment shall become a member as of that date unless within a period 
of ninety days next following, such employee shall file with the 
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Board of Control on a form prescribed by the Board a notice of 
his election not to be covered in the membership of the system and 
a duly executed waiver of all present and prospective benefits 
which would otherwise inure to him! on account of his membership 
in the retirement system. 

(3) An employee whose membership in the retirement system 
is contingent on his own election and who elects not to become 
a member, may thereafter apply for and be admitted to member- 
ship; but no such employee shall receive prior service credit un- 
less he becomes a member within the first year following the date 
of establishment. 

(4) The Board of Control may, in its discretion, deny the 
right to become members to any class of employees whose com- 
pensation is only partly paid by the State. 

(5) (a) Should any member in any period of six consecutive 
years after becoming a member be absent from service more than 
five years, or withdraw his contributions, as provided in Subsec- 
tion (6) (a) of Section 5, or retire or die, he shall thereupon cease 
to be a member; provided that the Board of Control may continue 
the membership of a member entering directly into the armed 
forces of the United States, if he does not withdraw his contribu- 
tions as provided in Subsection (6) (a) of Section 5 of this Act. 

(b) Anything in this Act to the contrary notwithstanding, if 
any member enters directly into the armed forces of the United 
States and does not withdraw his contributions as provided in Sub- 
section (6) (a) of Section 5 of this Act, and if he returns to serv- 
ice an an employee within one year after having been discharged, 
not dishonorably, from the armed forces, membership service credit 
‘may be granted by the Board of Control for the period of such 
service in the armed forces, provided that upon his subsequent re- 
turn to service as an employee he elects to make up his contribu- 
tions for the period of his service in the armed forces by authoriz- 
ing, in writing, special contributions to be deducted from his sal- 
ary in such amounts as will make up such contributions before the 
end of a period equal to the length of his service in the armed 
forces, or before the attainment of age sixty, whichever occurs 
first, on the basis of his rate of earnable compensation at the time 
his service in the armed forces commenced. 

(c) Any employee who entered directly into the armed forces 
of the United States before the date of establishment and who re- 
turns to service within one year after having been discharged, not 
dishonorably, from the armed forces and who elects to become a 
member within ninety days thereafter, may be deemed by the 
Board of Control to be a member at establishment and to be en- 
titled to credit for prior service, including service in the armed 
forces up to the date of establishment of the Retirement System, 
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and to credit for membership service for the period of his service 
in the armed forces after the date of establishment, under the same 
conditions as credit for prior service and membership service is 
allowed members entering into the armed forces after the date 
of establishment. 

(d) No benefit under the retirement system other than the re- 
turn of contributions as provided in Subsection (6) (a) of Section 
5 of this Act shall become payable to or on account of any mem- 
ber while he is not in service as an employee. 

Section 4. Creditable Service 

(1) Under such rules and regulations as the Board of Control 
shall adopt, each member who was an employee at any time dur- 
ing the year immediately preceding the date of establishment of 
the system and who becomes a member during the first year after 
the date of establishment, shall file a detailed statement of all 
service as an employee rendered by him prior to the date of es- 
tablishment for which he claims credit. 

(2) The Board of Control shall fix and determine by appro- 
priate rules and regulations how much service in any year is 
equivalent to one year of service, but in no case shall it allow any 
credit for a period of absence without pay of more than one 
month’s duration, nor shall more than one year of service be cred- 
itable for all service in one calendar year. 

(3) Subject to the above restrictions and to such other rules 
and regulations as the Board of Control may adopt, the Board of 
Control shall verify, as soon as practicable after the filing of such 
statements of service, the service therein claimed. 

(4) Upon verification of the statements of service, the Board 
of Control shall issue prior service certificates certifying to each 
member the length of service rendered prior to date of establish- 
ment, up to ten (10) years of such service, with which he is cred- 
ited on the basis of his statmeent of service. T he Board of Control 
shall also certify in said prior service certificate the value assigned 
to the member’s creditable prior service, said value being deter- 
mined as the amount which would have been accumulated at the 
rate of 7 per cent of the member’s earnable compensation during 
the period of his creditable prior service with regular interest 
thereon. So long as membership service continues, a prior service 
certificate shall be final and conclusive for retirement purposes 
as to such service, provided the individual account of the member 
shows that his accumulated contributions include one-half the 
value assigned to his creditable prior service as of the date of 
establishment of the retirement system; provided further, that any 
member may, in one (1) year from the date of issuance or modifi- 
cation of certificate, request the Board of Control to modify or 
correct his prior service certificate.

When membership ceases such prior service certificate shall 
become void. Should the employee again become a member, he 
shall enter the system as an employee not entitled to prior service 
credit. 

(5) Creditable service at retirement on which the retirement 
allowance of a member shall be based shall consist of the mem- 
bership service rendered by him since he last became a member, 
and also if he has a prior service certificate which is in full force 
and effect, the amount of the service certified on his prior service 
certificate. 

Section 5. Benefits 


Service Retirement Benefit 


(1) (a) Any member in service may retire upon written ap- 
plication to the Board of Control setting forth at what time, not 
less than thirty days nor more than ninety days subsequent to the 
execution and filing thereof, he desires to be retired, provided, 
that the said member at the time so specified for his retirement 
shall have attained age sixty, and nothwithstanding that during 
such period of notification he may have separated from service. 

(b) Any member in service who has attained age seventy shall 
be retired forthwith, except that during the first five years after 
establishment of the retirement system, a person who shall have 
attained the age of seventy or above may be continued in the 
State service, on application of the employee approved by his de- 
partment head, by the Board of Control ,if evidence of physical 
and mental fitness is furnished. 


Allowance for Service Retirement 


(2) Upon retirement from service a member shall receive a 
service retirement allowance which shall consist of: 

(a) An annuity which shall be the actuarial equivalent of his 
accumulated contributions at the time of his retirement; and 

(b) A pension which shall be equal to the annuity allowable 
at age sixty computed on the basis of contributions on account of 
membership service made prior to the attainment of age sixty; 
and 

(c) If he has a prior service certificate in full force and effect, 
an additional pension which shall be equal to that part of the an- 
nuity which would have been provided at age sixty by his prior 
service contributions. 

In lieu of a determination of the actual compensation of a 
member that was received during such prior service, the Board 
of Control may use for the purposes of this Act the compensation 
rate which, if it had progressed with the rates of salary increase 
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shown in the tables as prescribed in Section 6, Subsection (14), 
of this Act, would have resulted in the same average salary of 
the member for the five years immediately preceding the date of 
establishment as the records show the member actually received, 
or in the member’s earnable compensation on the date of estab- 
lishment, whichever is less 


Disability Retirement Benefit 


(3) Upon the application of a member in service or of his em- 
ployer, any member who has ten or more years of creditable serv- 
ice may be retired on a disability retirement allowance by the 
Board of Control, not less than thirty nor more than ninety days 
next following the date of filing such application, provided that 
the Medical Board, after a medical examination of such member, 
shall certify that such member is mentally or physically incapaci- 
tated for the further performance of duty, that such incapacity is 
likely to be permanent, and that such member should be retired. 


Allowance on Disability Retirement 


(4) Upon retirement for disability a member shall receive a 
service retirement allowance if he has attained age sixty, other- 
wise he shall receive a disability retirement allowance which shall 
consist of: 

(a) An annuity which shall be the actuarial equivalent of his 
accumulated contributions at the time of his retirement, and 

(b) A pension which shall be equal to seventy-five per centum 
‘of the pension that would have been payable on account of mem- 
bership service upon service retirement at age sixty had the mem- 
ber continued in service to said age without change in compensa- 
tion, and 

(c) An additional pension equal to that part of his annuity 
provided by his prior service contributions. 


Re-examination of Beneficiaries 
Retired on Account of Disability 


(5) Once each year during the first five years following the 
retirement of a member on a disability retirement allowance, and 
once in every three-year period thereafter. the Board of Control 
may, and upon his application shall, require any disability bene- 
ficiarv who‘has not yet attained age sixtv to undergo a medical 
examination, such examination to be made at the place of resi- 
dence of such beneficiary, or other place mutually agreed upon, 
by a physician or physicians of or designated by the Medical Board. 
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Should any disability beneficiary who has not yet attained age 
sixty refuse to submit to such medical examination, his pension 
may be discontinued until his withdrawal of such refusal, and 
should his refusal continue for one year, all his rights in and to 
his pension may be revoked by the Board of Control. 

Should the Medical Board report and certify to the Board of 
Control that a disability beneficiary is engaged in or is able to 
engage in a gainful occupation paying more than the difference 
between his retirement allowance and his average final compensa- 
tion, and should the Board of Control concur in such report, then 
the amount of his pension shall be reduced to an amount which, 
together with his annuity and the amount earnable by him, shall 
equal the amount of his average final compensation. Should his 
earning capacity be later changed, the amount of his pension may 
be further modified; provided, that the new pension shall not ex- 
ceed the amount of the pension originally granted, nor an amount 
which, when added to the amount earnable by the beneficiary to- 
gether with his annuity, equals the amount of his average final 
compensation. 


Return of Contributions 


(6) (a) Should a member cease to be an employee except by 
death or by retirement under the provisions of this Act, the con- 
tributions standing to the credit of his individual account in the 
Annuity Savings Fund shall be paid to him upon demand, and in 
addition to such payment there shall be paid five-tenths of the in- 
terest accumulations standing to the credit of his individual ac- 
count if he shall have not less than three but less than sixteen 
years of membership éervice, six-tenths of such interest accumula- 
tions if he shall have not less than sixteen but less than twenty- 
one years of membership service, seven-tenths of such interest ac- 
cumulations if he shall have not less than twenty-one but less than 
twenty-six years of membership service, and eight-tenths of such 
interest accumulations if he shall have not less than twenty-six 
years of membership service. 

(b) Should a member die before retirement, the amount of his 
contributions with such interest as would have been returnable in 
the case of withdrawal as provided in Paragraph (a) of this sub- 
section shall be paid to his estate, or to such person as he shall | 
have nominated by written designation duly executed and filed 
with the Board of Control. 


Optional Allowances 


(7) With the provision that no election of an option shall be 
effective in case a beneficiary dies within thirty days after re- 
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tirement or within thirty days after filing such election, and that 
such a beneficiary shall be considered as an active member at the 
time of death, until the first payment on account of any benefit 
becomes normally due, any member may elect to receive, in lieu 
of his retirement allowance payable throughout life, the actuarial 
equivalent at that time, of his retirement allowance, in a reduced 
retirement allowance payable throughout life with the provision 
that: 

Option 1. If he dies before he has received in annuity payments 
the present value of his annuity as it was at the time of his re- 
tirement, the balance shall be paid to his legal representatives or 
to such person as he shall nominate by written designation duly 
acknowledged and filed with the Board of Control; or 

Option 2. Upon his death, his reduced retirement allowance 
shall be continued throughout the life of and paid to such person 
as he shall nominate by written designation duly acknowledged 
and filed with the Board of Control at the time of his retirement; 
or 

Option 3. Upon his death, one-half of his retirement allowance 
shall be continued throughout the life of and paid to such person 
as he shall nominate by written designation duly acknowledged 
and filed with the Board of Control at the time of his retirement; 
or 

Option 4. Some other benefit or benefits shall be paid either 
to the member or to such person or persons as he shall nominate, 
provided such other benefit or benefits, together with the reducéd 
retirement allowance, shall be certified by the actuary to be of 
equivalent actuarial value to his retirement allowance and shall be 
approved by the Board of Control. 


Return to Active Service 


(8) Should any beneficiary be restored to active service and 
receive a salary equal to or greater than his average final com- 
pensation, his retirement allowance shall cease, he shall again be- 
come a member of the retirement system, and shall make contri- 
butions. Nothwithstanding anything in the Act to the contrary, 
any prior service certificate on the basis of which his prior service 
was computed at the time of his retirement shall be restored to full 
force and effect, and in addition, upon his subsequent retirement he shall 
be credited with all his service as a member, but should he be re- 
stored to active service as a member on or after the attainment of 
age fifty his pension upon subsequent retirement shall not exceed 
the sum of the pension which he was receiving immediately prior 
to his last restoration and the pension accrued on account of his 
membership service since his last restoration, plus the pension ac- 
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crued on account of his further prior service contributions. 
Section 6. Administration 


Board of Control 


(1) The general administration and responsibility for the 
proper operation of the retirement system and for making effective 
the provisions of this Act are hereby vested in a board of trustees 
which shall be known as the Board of Control and shall be or- 
ganized immediately after a majority of the trustees provided for 
in this section shall have qualified and taken the oath of office. 

(2) The Board shall consist of seven trustees as follows: 

(a) The Governor, ex-officio, who shall be Chairman. 

(b) The State Treasurer, ex-officio. 

’ (c) The State Personnel Director, ex-officio. 

(d) The Director of Finance, ex-officio. 

(e) Three members of the retirement system, to be appointed 
by the Governor, no two of whom shall be from the same depart- 
ment of the State Government, nor from any department of which 
an ex-officio trustee is the head. For the first Board the Governor 
shall appoint one such member to serve one year, one for two 
years, one for three years, and thereafter one member shall be 
appointed each year to serve a term of three years. The terms 
of office of the three members appointed by the Governor shall 
begin immediately after they have qualified and taken the oath 
of office. 

(3) If a vacancy occurs in the office of a trustee, the vacancy 
shall be filled for the unexpired term in the same manner as the 
office previously was filled. 

(4) The trustees shall serve without compensation for their 
services as trustees but they shall be reimbursed from the Expense 
Fund for all necessary expenses that they may incur through serv- 
ice on the Board of Control. 

(5) Each trustee shall, within ten days after his appointment, 
take an oath of office that, so far as it devolves upon him, he will 
diligently and honestly administer the affairs of the Board of Con- 
trol and that he will not knowingly violate or willingly permit to 
be violated any of the provisions of law applicable to the retire- 
ment system. Such oath shall be subscribed to by the member 
making it, certified by the officer before whom it is taken, and im- 
mediately filled in the office of the Secretary of State. 

(6) Each trustee shall be entitled to one vote in the Board 
of Control. Four votes in favor of any decision shall be necessary 
for a decision by the trustees at any meeting of said Board. 

(7) Subject to the limitations of this Act the Board of Control 
shall, from time to time, establish rules and regulations for the 
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administration of the funds created by this Act and for the trans- 
action of its business. 

(8) The Board of Control by a majority vote of all its mem- 
bers, shall elect a Secretary-Treasurer, who may be, but need not 
be, one of its members. The Board shall engage such actuarial 
and other service as shall be required to transact the business of 
the retirement system. The compensation of all persons engaged 
by the Board, and all other expenses of the Board necessary for 
the operation of the retirement system shall be paid at such rates 
and in such amounts as the Board shall approve. 

(9) The Board of Control shall keep in convenient form such 
data as shall be necessary for actuarial valuation of the various 
funds of the retirement system, and for checking the experience of 
the system. 

(10) The Board of Control shall keep a record of all of its 
proceedings which shall be open to public inspection. It shall pub- 
lish annually a report showing the fiscal transactions of the re- 
tirement system for the preceding fiscal year of the State, the 
amount of the accumulated cash and securities of the system, and 
the last balance sheet showing the financial condition of the system 
_ by means of an actuarial valuation of the assets and liabilities of 
the retirement system. 


Legal Adviser 


(11) The Attorney General of the State shall be the legal ad- 
viser of the Board of Control. 


Medical Board 


(12) The Board of Control shall designate a Medical Board 
to be composed of three physicians not eligible to participate in 
the retirement system. If required, other physicians may be em- 
ployed to report on special cases. The Medical Board shall ar- 
range for and pass upon all medical examinations required under 
the provisions of this Act, and shall investigate all essential state- 
ments and certificates by or on behalf of a member in connection 
with an application for disability retirement, and shall report in 
writing to the Board of Control its conclusions and recommenda- 
tions upon all matters referred to it. 


Duties of Actuary 


(13) The Board of Control shall designate an actuary who 
shall be the technical adviser of the Board of Control on matters 
regarding the operation of the funds created by the provisions of 
this Act, and shall perform such other duties as are required in 
connection therewith. 
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(14) Immediately after the establishment of the retirement 
system the actuary shall make such investigation of the mortality, 
service, and compensation experience of the members of the sys- 
tem as he shall recommend and the Board of Control shall au- 
thorize, and on the basis of such investigation he shall recommend 
for adoption by the Board of Control such tables and such rates 
as are required in Subsection (15), Paragraphs (a) and (b), of 
this section. The Board of Control shall adopt tables and certify 
rates, and as soon as practicable thereafter the actuary shall make 
a valuation based on such tables and rates, of the assets and lia- 
bilities of the funds created by this Act. 

(15) In the year nineteen hundred and forty-eight, and at least 
once in each five-year period thereafter the actuary shall make an 
actuarial investigation into the mortality, service and compensa- 
tion experience of the members and beneficiaries of the retirement 
system, and shall make a valuation of the assets and liabilities of 
the funds of the system, and taking into account the results of 
such investigation and valuation, the Board of Control shall: 

(a) Adopt for the retirement system such mortality, service 
and other tables as‘shall be deemed necessary; and 

(b) Certify the rates of contribution payable by the State under 
the provisions of this Act. 

(16) On the basis of such tables as the Board of Control shall 
adopt, the actuary shall make an annual valuation of the assets and 
liabilities of the funds of the system created by this Act. 

Section 7. Management of Funds 

(1) The Board of Control shall be the trustees of the several 
funds created by this Act as provided in Section 8, and shall have 
full power to invest and reinvest such funds, subject to all the 
terms, conditions, limitations and restrictions imposed by the laws 
of Alabama upon domestic life insurance companies in the making 
and disposing of their investments; and subject to like terms, 
conditions, limitations and restrictions, the board shall have full 
power to hold, purchase, sell, assign, transfer and dispose of any 
of the securities and investments in which any of the funds cre- 
ated herein shall have been invested, as well as the proceeds of 
said investments and any moneys belonging to said funds. 

(2) The Board of Control shall allow annually regular interest 
on the mean amount for the preceding year in each of the funds 
with the exception of the Expense Fund. The amounts so allowed 
shall be due and payable to said funds, and shall be credited an- 
nually thereto by the Board of Control from interest and other 
earnings on the moneys of the retirement system. Any additional 
amount required to meet the interest on the funds of the retire- 
ment system shall be paid from the Pension Accumulation Fund, 
and any excess of earnings over such amount required shall be 
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paid to the Pension Accumulation Fund. Regular interest shall 
mean such per centum rate to be compounded annually as shall be 
set from time to time by the Board of Control, such rate to be 
limited to a minimum of three per centum and a maximum of four 
per centum with the latter rate applicable until changed by the 
board. 

(3) Funds accruing to the annuity savings fund, the annuity 
reserve fund, the pension accumulation fund and the pension re- 
serve fund shall be certified by the secretary-treasurer for deposit 
in the state treasury to the credit of the Employees’ Retirement 
System. All moneys provided in accordance with the provisions 
of this act for administrative expense shall be certified for deposit 
in the state treasury to the credit of the employees’ retirement sys- 
tem—expense fund. All payments from said funds shall be made 
by the state treasurer on warrants drawn by the state Comptroller 
upon vouchers signed by two persons designated by the board 
of control. A duly attested copy of a resolution of the Board of 
Control designating such persons and bearing on its face specimen 
signatures of such persons shall be filed with the state Comptroller 
as his authority for drawing warrants upon such vouchers. 

(4) Except as otherwise herein provided, no member of the 
Board of Control and no employee of the Board shall have any 
direct interest in the gains or profits of any investments made by 
the Board, nor as such receive any pay or emolument for his serv- 
ices. No member or employee of the Board of Control shall, di- 
rectly or indirectly, for himself or as an agent, in any manner use 
the same, except to make such current and necessary payments 
as are authorized by the Board; nor shall any member or em- 
ployee of the Board of Control become an endorser or surety or 
in any manner an obligor for moneys loaned to or borrowed from 
the Board. 

Section 8. Method of Financing 

All of the assets of the retirement system shall be credited ac- 
cording to the purpose for which they are held among five ftinds, 
namely, the Annuity Savings Fund, the Annuity Reserve Fund, 
the Pension Accumulation Fund, the Pension Reserve Fund and 
the Expense Fund. 


(1) Annuity Savings Fund 


(a) The Annuity Savings Fund shall be a fund in which shall 
be accumulated contributions from the compensation of members 
to provide for their annuities. Contributions to and payments trom 
the Annuity Savings Fund shall be made as follows: 

(b) Each Employer shall cause to be deducted from the salary 
of each member on each and every payroll of such Employer for 
zach and every payroll period three and one-half per centum of 
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his earnable compensation but the employer shall not have any 
deduction made for annuity purposes from the compensation of a 
member who elects not to contribute if he has attained age sixty 
and has completed thirty-five years of service. In determining the 
amount earnable by a member in a payroll period, the Board of 
Control may consider the rate of annual compensation payable to 
such member on the first day of the payroll period as continuing 
throughout such payroll period, and it may omit deductions from 
compensation for any period less than a full payroll period if an 
employee was not a member on the first day of the payroll period, 
and to facilitate the making of deductions it may modify the de- 
duction required of any member by such an amount as shall not 
exceed one-tenth of one per centum of the annual compensation 
upon the basis of which such deduction is to be made. 

(c) The deductions provided for herein shall be made not- 
withstanding that the minimum compensation provided for by law 
for any member shall be reduced thereby. Every member shall 
de deemed to consent and agree to the deduction made and pro- 
vided for herein and shall receipt for his full salary or compen- 
sation, and payment of salary or compensation less such deduction 
shall be a full and complete discharge and acquittance of all claims 
and demands whatsoever for the services rendered by such person 
during the period covered by such payment, except as to the bene- 
fits provided under this Act. The Employer shall certify to the 
Board of Control on each and every payroll or in such other man- 
mer as the Board may prescribe, the amounts to be deducted; and 
each of said amounts shall be deducted, and when deducted shall 
be paid into the Annuity Savings Fund, and shall be credited, to- 
gether with regular interest thereon, to the individual account of 
the member from whose compensation said deduction was made. 

(d) Any member who exercises the privilege of establishing a 
sclaim for prior service as provided in Section 4, Subsection 4, of 
this Act shall deposit in the Annuity Savings Fund, by a single 
payment of by an increased rate of salary deduction, an amount 
equal to one-half the value of his creditable prior service on the 
date of establishment. If he elects to make a single payment, he 
shall make such payment within ninety (90) days after the issu- 
ance of his prior service certificate. Otherwise, the monthly de- 
duction from his salary for retirement purposes shall be increased 
forthwith in such an amount, not less than three-and-one-half per 
cent (314%) of his annual earnable compensation, payable in equal 
monthly installments, as it determined by the Board of Control to 
be sufficient to pay into the Annuity Savings Fund the amount 
due by him on account of prior service before he reaches the age 
of sixty (60) years. 
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(e) In addition to the contributions. deducted from compensa- 
tion as hereinbefore provided, subject to the approval of the Board 
of Control, any member may redeposit in the Annuity Savings 
Fund by a single payment or by an increased rate of contribution 
an amount equal to the total amount which he previously withdrew 
therefrom as provided in this Act, or any part thereof; or any 
member may deposit therein by a single payment or by an in- 
creased rate of contribution an amount computed to be sufficient 
to purchase an additional annuity which, together with his pros- 
pective retirement allowance, will provide for him a total retire- 
ment allowance of not to exceed one-half of his average final com- 
pensation at age sixty. Such additional amounts so deposited shall 
become a part of his accumulated contributions except in the! 
case of retirement, when they shall be treated as excess contribu- 
tions returnable to the member in cash or an annuity of equiva- 
lent actuarial value and shall not be considered in computing his 
pension. The contributions and interest credits of a member with- 
drawn by him, or paid to his estate or to his designated beneficiary 
in event of his death, shall be paid from the Annuity Savings Fund. 
Should a member cease to be a member other than by retirement 
under the provisions of this Act, an amount equivalent to the dif- 
ference, if any, between his accumulated contributions and the 
amount then paid shall be transferred to the Expense Fund. Upon 
the retirement of a member his accumulated contributions shall be 
transferred from the Annuity Savings Fund to the Annuity Re- 
serve Fund. 

(f) Nothwithstanding the preceding provisions, no deduction 
shall be made from any member’s salary on account of which the 
employer’s contribution is in default. 


(2) Annuity Reserve Fund 


The Annuity Reserve Fund shall be the fund in which shall 
be held the reserve on all annuities in force and from which shall 
be paid all annuities and all benefits in lieu of annuities. Should 
a beneficiary again become a member of the retirement system, 
his annuity reserve shall be transferred from the Annuity Reserve 
Fund to the Annuity Savings Fund and credited to his individual 
account therein. 


(8) Pension Accumulation Fund 


(a) The Pension Accumulation Fund shall be the fund in 
which shall be accumulated all reserves for the payment of all 
pensions and other benefits payable from contributions made by 
the State and from which shall be paid all pensions and other bene- 
fits on account of members with prior service credit. Contributions 
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to and payments from the Pension Accumulation Fund shall be 
made as follows: 

(b) On account of each member there shall be paid annually 
into the Pension Accumulation Fund by the State for the preced- 
ing fiscal year an amount equal to a certain percentage of the 
earnable compensation of each member to be known as the “nor- 
mal contribution” and an additional amount equal to a percentage 
of his earnable compensation, to be known as the “accrued liability 
contribution.” The rate per centum of such contributions shall be 
fixed on the basis of the liabilities of the retirement system as 
shown by actuarial valuation. Until the first valuation the normal 
contribution shall be one and sixty-two one hundredths per centum, 
and the accrued liability contribution shall be one and sixteen one- 
hundredths per centum of the annual compensation of all mem- 
bers. 

(c) On the basis of regular interest and of such mortality and 
other tables as shall be adopted by the Board of Control, the ac- 
tuary engaged by the Board to make such valuation required by 
this Act during the period over which the accrued liability con- 
tribution is payable shall, immediately after making such valua- 
tion, determine the uniform and constant percentage of the earn- 
able compensation of the average new entrant which, if contrib- 
uted on the basis of his compensation throughout his_ entire 
period of active service, would be sufficient to provide for the pay- 
ment of any pension payable on his account. The rate per centum 
so determined shall be known as the “normal contribution” rate. 
After the accrued liability contribution has ceased to be payable 
the normal contribution rate shall be the rate per centum of the 
earnable compensation of all members obtained by deducting from 
the total liabilities of the Pension Accumulation Fund the amount 
of the funds in hand to the credit of that fund and dividing the 
remainder by one per centum of the present value of the pros- 
pective future total earnable compensation of all members as com- 
puted on the basis of regular interest and the mortality and service 
tables adopted by the Board of Control. The normal rate of con- 
tribution shall be determined by the actuary after each valuation. 

(d) Immediately succeeding the first valuation, the actuary en- 
gaged by the Board of Control shall compute the rate per centum 
of the total annual compensation of all members which is equiva- 
lent to four per centum of the amount of the total pension liability 
on account of all members and beneficiaries which is not dis- 
chargeable by the funds in hand to the credit of the Pension Ac- 
cumulation Fund and by the aforesaid normal contribution made 
on account of such members during the remainder of their active 
service, The rate per centum originally so determined shall be 
known as the “accrued liability contribution” rate. 
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(e) The total amount payable in each year to the Pension Ac- 
cumulation Fund shall be not less than the sum of the rate per 
centum known as the normal contribution rate and the accrued 
liability contribution rate of the total compensation earnable by 
all members during the preceding year; provided, however, that 
the amount of each annual accrued liability contribution shall be 
as least three per centum greater than the preceding annual ac- 
crued liability payment, and that the aggregate payment by the 
State shall be sufficient, when combined with the amount in this 
fund, to provide the pensions and other benefits payable out of the 
fund during the year then current. 

(£) The accrued liability contribution shall be discontinued as 
soon as the accumulated reserve in the Pension Accumulation 
Fund shall equal the present value, as actuarially computed and 
approved by the Board of Control, of the total liability of such 
fund less the present value, computed on the basis of the normal 
contribution rate then in force, of the prospective normal contri- 
butions to be received on account of all persons who are at that 
time members. 

(g) All interest and dividends earned on the Funds of the re- 
tirement system shall be credited to the Pension Accumulation 
Fund. The amounts needed to allow regular interest on the re- 
serves in the Annuity Savings Fund, the Annuity Reserve Fund, 
and the Pension Reserve Fund, shall be transferred in accordance 
with this Act to the respective funds from the Pension Accumula- 
tion Fund. The Board of Control, in its discretion, may transfer 
to and from the Pension Accumulation Fund the amount of any 
surplus or deficit which may develop in the Annuity Savings Fund, 
the Annuity Reserve Fund, or the Pension Reserve Fund. 

(h) All pensions and benefits in lieu thereof, with the excep- 
tion of those payable on account of members who receive no prior 
service allowance, payable from contributions of Employers shall 
be paid from the Pension Accumulation Fund. 

(i) Upon the retirement of a member not entitled to ¢redit for 
prior service, an amount equal to his pension reserve shall be 
transferred from the Pension Accumulation Fund to the Pension 
Reserve Fund. 


(4) Pension Reserve Fund 


The Pension Reserve Fund shall be the fund in which shall 
be held the reserve on all pensions granted to members not en- 
titled to credit for prior service and from which such pensions and 
benefits in lieu thereof shall be paid. Should such a beneficiary 
again become a member of the retirement system, his pension re- 
serve shall be transferred from the Pension Reserve Fund to the 
Pension Accumulation Fund. Should the pension of a disability 
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beneficiary be reduced as a result of an increase in his earning 
capacity, the amount of the annual reduction in his pension shall 
be paid annually into the Pension Accumulation Fund during the 
period of such reduction. 


(5) Expense Fund 


The Expense Fund shall be the fund from which the expenses 
of the administration of the retirement system shall be paid, ex- 
clusive of amounts payable as retirement allowances and as other 
benefits provided herein. Any amounts credited to the accounts 
of members withdrawing or dying before retirement and not re- 
turnable under the provisions of Subsection (6) of Section 5 shall 
be credited to the Expense Fund. Any additional contributions re- 
quired to meet the expense of the retirement system shall be in- 
cluded in the State contribution as provided in Subsection (6) of 
this section. 


(6) State Contributions 


’ On or before the 1st day of October next preceding each regu- 
lar meeting of the State Legislature, the Board of Control shall 
certify to the Governor the amounts which will become due and 
payable during the biennium next following to each of the funds 
of the retirement system. The amounts thus ascertained shall be 
included in the appropriation bill which is submitted to the Legis- 
Iture. The Board of Control shall certify one-quarter of the 
amount so ascertained for each year of the biennium to the State 
Comptroller on or before the last days of June, September, Decem- 
ber and March. The State Comptroller shall, on or before the 1st 
day of July, October, January and April, draw a warrant or war- 
rants on the Treasurer of State for the respective amounts due the 
retirement system. On receipt of the warrant of the State Comp- 
troller, the State Treasurer shall immediately transfer to the re- 
tirement system the amounts due. 

Section 9. Exemptions from Execution 

The right of a person to a pension, an annuity, or a retirement 
allowance, to the return of contributions, the pension, annuity, or 
retirement allowance itself, any optional benefit or any other right 
accued or accruing to any person under the provisions of this 
Act, and the moneys in the various funds created by this Act, are 
hereby exempt from any State or municipal tax, and exempt from 
levy and sale, garnishment, attachment, or any other process what- 
soever, and shall be unassignable except as in this Act specifically 
otherwise provided. 

Section 10. Protection Against Fraud 

Any person who shall knowingly make any false statement or 
shall falsify or permit to be falsified any record or records of this 
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retirement system in any attempt to defraud such system as a 
result of such act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on convic- 
tion thereof by any court of competent jurisdiction, shall be pun- 
ished by a fine .not exceeding five hundred dollars ($500.00), or im- 
prisonment not exceeding twelve months, or both such fine and 
imprisonment at the discretion of the court. Should any change 
or error in the records result in any member or beneficiary receiv- 
ing from the retirement system more or less than he would have 
been entitled to receive had the records been correct, the Board 
of Control shall correct such error, and as far as practicable shall 
adjust the payment in such manner that the actuarial equivalent 
of the benefit to which such member or beneficiary was correctly 
entitled shall be paid. 

Section 11. Limitation on Membership 

No other provision of law in any other statute which provides 
wholly or partly at the expense of the State of Alabama or of any 
political subdivision thereof for pensions or retirement benefits for 
employees of the said State, shall apply to members of the retire- 
ment system established by this Act. 

Section 12. Participation of Counties, Cities, Town and Pub- 
lic or Quasi Public Organizations 

(1) The governing board of any county, city, town or public 
or quasi public organization of the State may, by resolution legally 
adopted in form approved by the Board of Control, elect to have 
its employees become eligible to participate in the retirement sys- 
tem. After such election and approval such body shall thereafter 
be known for the purpose of this Act as an employer. Acceptance 
of the employees of such an employer for membership in the re- 
tirement system shall be optional with the Board of Control and 
if it shall approve their participation, it shall set the date, which 
shall not be prior to October 1, 1946, when participation shall be- 
come effective, and then such employees may become members 
of the retirement system and participate therein as provided in 
the provisions of this section. Notwithstanding anything to the 
contrary, employees of any such employer who are members of any 
retirement, pension or benefit fund partially or wholly supported 
by public funds shall not be entitled tc become members of this 
retirement system. 

(2) Membership in the retirement system shall be optional for 
employees of the employer who are in the service of the employer 
on the date when participation becomes effective and any such 
employee who elects to join the retirement system within one year 
thereafter shall be entitled to a prior service certificate covering 
such periods of previous service as shall be certified as creditable 
service by his employer for service rendered to such employer, or 
his predecessor, or the State, or in any other capacity approved by 
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the employer and the Board, for which the employer is willing 
to make accrued liability contributions. Thereafter service for 
such employer on account of which the employer pays contribu- 
tions, shall be considered also as creditable service. 

(3) Membership shall be compulsory for all employees enter- 
ing the service of such employer after the date participation be- 
comes effective. 

(4) Should a majority of the members of any retirement, pen- 
sion, annuity fund or retirement system of any employer, hereafter 
referred to as a local pension system, elect to become members of 
the retirement system, by a petition duly signed by such mem- 
bers, the participation of such members in the retirement system 
may be approved as provided in Subsection (1) of this section as 
though such local pension system were not in operation, and the 
provisions of this section shall thereupon apply, except that the 
existing pensioners or annuitants of the local pension system who 
were being paid pensions on the date of the approval shall be con- 
tinued and paid at their existing rates by the retirement system 
and the liability on this account shall be included in the computa- 
tion of the accrued liability rate as provided by Subsection (6) of 
this section. Any cash and securities to the credit of the local 
pension system shall be transferred to the retirement system as 
of the date of approval. The trustees or other administrative head 
of the local pension system as of the date of the approval shall cer- 
tify the proportion, if any of the funds of the system that repre- 
sents the accumulated contributions of the members, and the rela- 
tive shares of the members as of that date. Such shares shall be 
credited to the respective employee annuity savings accounts of 
such members in the retirement system as additional contributions. 
The balance of the funds transferred to the retirement system, 
shall be offset against the accrued liability before determining the 
special accrued liability contribution to be paid by the employer 
as provided by Subsection (6) of this section. The operation of 
the local pension system shall be discontinued as of the date of 
the approval. 

(5) The chief fiscal officer of the employer, and the heads of 
its departments, shall submit to the Board of Control such infor- 
mation and shall cause to be performed in respect to the employees 
of said employer such duties as shall be prescribed by the Board in 
order to carry out the provisions of this Act. 

(6) The actuary of the retirement system shall compute the 
rates of contribution payable by employees who become members 
under the provisions of this section in the same manner as if 
they were State employees and shall compute the contributions 
which would be payable annually by the employer on behalf of such 
members as though they were State employees except that each 
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employer of members participating in the system as provided in 
this section, shall make a special accrued liability contribution on 
account of the participation of its employees in the retirement sys- 
tem, which shall be determined by an actuarial valuation of the 
accrued liability on account of the employees of such employer 
who elected to become members, in the same manner as the ac- 
crued liability rate was originally determined for State employees. 
This special accrued liability contribution, subject to such adjust- 
ment as may be necessary on account of any additional prior serv- 
ice credits awarded to employees of such employer, shall be pay- 
able in lieu of the accrued liability contribution payable on ac- 
count of other employees in the system. The expense of making 
such initial valuation shall be assessed against and paid by the em- 
ployer on whose account it is necessary. The contributions so 
computed together with a pro rata share of the cost of the admin- 
istration of the retirement system, based upon the payroll of the 
employees, shall be certified by the Board of Control to the chief 
officer of the employer. The accounts so certified shall be a charge 
_against the employer. The chief fiscal officer of each such em- 
ployer shall pay to the State Treasurer the amount certified by the 
board as payable under the provisions of this section, and the 
State Treasurer shall credit such amounts to the appropriate 
funds of the retirement system. 

(7) Employees who become members under this section and 
on behalf of whom contributions are paid as provided in this sec- 
tion shall be entitled to the benefits under the retirement system 
as though they were State employees. 

(8) The agreement of any employer to contribute on account 
of its employees shall be irrevocable, but should an employer for 
any reason become financially unable to make the normal and 
accrued liability contributions payable on account of its employees, 
then such employer shall be deemed to be in default. All members 
of the retirement system who were employees of such employer, 
at the time of default shall thereupon be entitled to discontinue 
membership in the retirement system and to a refund of their pre- 
vious contributions upon demand made within ninety days there- 
after. As of a date ninety days following the date of such default, 
the actuary of the retirement system shall determine by actuarial 
valuation the amount of the reserve held on account of each re- 
maining active member and pensioner of such employer and shall 
credit to each such member and pensioner the amount of reserve 
so held. The reserve so credited together with the amount of the 
accumulated contributions of each such active member, shall be used 
to provide for him a paid up deferred annuity beginning at age 
sixty, and the reserve of each pensioner shall be used in providing 
such part of his existing pension as the reserve so held will pro- 
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vide, which pension, together with his annuity, shall thereafter be 
payable to him. The rights and privileges of both active members 
and pensioners of such employer shall thereupon terminate, ex- 
cept as to the payment of the deferred annuities so provided and 
the annuities and the pensions, or parts thereof, provided for the 
pensioners. 

(9) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary, the retirement 
system shall not be liable for the payment of any pensions or other 
benefits on account of the employees or pensioners of any employer 
under this section, for which reserves have not been previously 
created from funds contributed by such employer or its employees 
for such benefits. 

Section 13. Appropriation 

There is hereby appropriated from the General Fund of the 
State the sum of Two Hundred Thousand Dollars ($200,000.00) 
per annum to carry out the provisions of this Act. 

Section 14. Saving Clause 

If any section or part of any section of this Act is declared to 
be unconstitutional, the remainder of the Act shall not thereby be 
invalidated. All laws, parts of laws, general, special or private, in 
conflict with the provisions of this Act shall be and the same are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 15. Effective Date. 

This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Governor.

WHEREAS, it has come to the attention of members of the 
legislature, and the Governor, that there is an inadequacy of the 
necessary meat supply and distribution of meat products for the 
average worker in Alabama to perform a sufficient day’s work, and 

WHEREAS, the present allotment and distribution is not only 
resulting in an inadequate meat supply to meet the essential needs 
of the working people, but it is also tending to discourage the pro- 
duction of livestock in the State of Alabama, and 

WHEREAS, since Alabama is almost exclusively a grazing 
state it is generally believed that the system of subsidizing those 
sections of the country that feed out cattle will ultimately result 
in a depressing effect on the market for grazing cattle and ulti- 
mately result in reduction of price for the livestock products of 
Alabama. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the House, the 
Senate concurring, that the Speaker of the House appoint three 
members of the House, and the President of the Senate appoint two 
members of the Senate to immediately investigate the allotment,

Mr. Smyer, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways 
and Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on 
the following bill and ordered same returned to the House with 
a favorable report with amendment.

To provide that whenever any fugitive from justice in Ala- 
bama, wanted on a felony charge, seeks to oppose or delay extra- 
dition to Alabama by instituting a contest or other proceedings, 
the Attorney General of Alabama may authorize any witness whose 
testimony will be of aid to the State of Alabama in opposing such 
contest or proceedings to appear at the hearing; to provide for 
the payment or prepayment of the expenses of such witness in 
addition to a per diem; to authorize the employment of an at- 
torney to represent the state at such hearing, and the payment of 
a fee to such attorney; to authorize any circuit solicitor of Ala- 
bama, or his deputy, at the direction of the Attorney General to 
represent the interests of the state at such hearing, and to pro- 
vide for the payment or prepayment of the expenses of such solici-

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. 

Whenever any person, who is a fugitive from justice in Ala- 
bama and wanted on a felony charge, shall have been apprehended 
in another state or in a foreign country, and the Governor of Ala- 
bama shall have approved or initiated extradition proceedings for 
the return of said fugitive to Alabama, and such fugitive, to pre- 
vent being returned to Alabama pursuant to said extradition pro- 
ceedings, shall oppose or contest authorization for such return by 
the Governor of the state upon whom request is made for permis- 
sion to effect such return, or if said fugitive shall file habeas corpus 
or other proceedings in an effort to be released from custody, or 
to delay or oppose such return, the Attorney General of Alabama 
may, at his discretion, authorize the Sheriff of the county in Ala- . 
bama where the charge against the fugitive is pending to trans- 
port or cause to be transported to the hearing of any such contest,

proceeding; and he may also direct or authorize any Circuit Solici- 
tor, or his deputy, in the State of Alabama, to appear at the hear- 
ing of said contest or proceeding for the purpose of aiding or pro- 
tecting the interests of the State of Alabama; to the end that said 
fugitive may be returned. Such authority shall include any appeal 
from the original hearing. 

Section 3. 

When any such witness shall be authorized to appear as pro- 
vided in section one hereof, he shall be entitled to his transporta- 
tion, pullman fare, meals, hotel bills, and a per diem of $3.00 for 
each day or part of day from the time his trip originates until his 
return to said point of origination. 

Section 4. 

The attorney employed pursuant to the terms of this act shall 
be entitled to a reasonable fee, to be approved by the Attorney 
General of Alabama; and the Circuit Solicitor, or his deputy, di- 
rected or authorized to appear as herein provided, shall be entitled 
to transportation, or a reasonable allowance in lieu thereof, pull- 
man fare, hotel bills, meals, and other expense which he incurs 
that is pertinent to the performance of his duties hereunder. If 
such Circuit Solicitor, or his deputy, is transported by conveyance, 
the expense of which is otherwise being borne by the State of 
Alabama, then, in such event, he shall not be entitled to transporta- 
tion or any sum in lieu thereof. 

Section 5. 

The Sheriff shall be entitled to his expenses incurred in the re- 
turn of such fugitive to Alabama; that such expenses, unless pro- 
vided herein, shall be the equivalent to those otherwise provided 
and authorized by law for the return of any such fugitive. This 
act shall be cumulative with respect to other provisions of law, 
not incorporated herein, for the payment and authorization of such 
expense, 

Section 6. 

If for any reason the Sheriff, Circuit Solicitor, or his deputy, 
is unable or unwilling to advance the expenses authorized to be 
paid by the provisions of this act, the Attorney General may cer- 
tify to the State Comptroller, or like officer, an amount which in 
his judgment is a reasonable estimation or anticipation of the ex- 
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pense authorized hereunder that said Sheriff, Circuit Solicitor, or 
deputy Solicitor is not called upon to advance, which amount shall 
include like expense for any agent appointed by the Governor to 
effect such return and of any guard that be appointed. When such 
certification is made, it shall be the duty of the State Comptroller, 
or like officer, to issue a warrant, drawn on the State Treasurer, 
for such amount so certified.

It shall also be the duty of the Attorney General to certify to 
the State Comptroller, or to a like officer, the amount of said ex- 
pense account, and of the balance due thereon, and to appoint the 
person or persons to whom warrant shall issue for the payment 
of the amount so certified.

If any federal officer shall return to the State of Alabama any 
fugitive wanted in Alabama to answer a criminal charge, and such 
fugitive shall be delivered, on or after arrival, to the State of Ala- 
bama to answer such charge, the Attorney General of Alabama 
may at his discretion, approve for payment any reasonable expense 
incurred by said officer or his department in returning such fu- 
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gitive. Thereupon he shall certify the amount thereof and said 
account to the Comptroller, who shall thereupon draw a warrant 
on the State Treasurer in payment of the same. The payee of such 
warrant shall be the person or department named by the Attorney 
General to be such payee. 

Section 10. 

If any amount advanced pursuant to the provisions of this act 
shall be in excess of the expenses incurred or approved by the At- © 
torney General, then, in such event, it shall be the duty of the 
payee of the warrant, on demand of the Attorney General, to re- 
fund such excess to the State Treasurer, or failing therein, he, 
and the sureties on his official bond, collectively and separately, 
shall be liable therefor in the manner provided by law, and the 
State may institute legal proceedings in Montgomery County to 
recover such excess. It is the intention hereof to make the payee 
of said warrant and the sureties on his official bond, collectively 
and separately, liable for the repayment of such excess, even 
though the sum so advanced has been expended by any agent ap- 
pointed to return said futitive.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Section 57 of Title 17 of the 1940 Code of Alabama 
is hereby amended to read as follows: Section 57%. Any qualified 
elector of this State whose name at the time of any general, special, 
or municipal election appears on the official list of qualified voters 
in any county in the State of Alabama, who, at any general, spe- 
cial, or municipal election hereafter held pursuant to law in this 
State, by reason of his being in the armed forces of the United 
States, or his being a State or Federal elective officer, or his be- 
ing a State or Federal employee, or his being a railroad engineer, 
conductor, or member of a train crew on active duty, is absent 
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from the State or from the county in which he is a qualified elec- 
tor, may vote in such general, special, or municipal election in the 
manner and under the regulations hereinafter prescribed with like 
effect as if he were casting his vote in person at his regular and 
proper polling place. 

Section 2. Section 60 of Title 17 of the 1940 Code of Alabama 
is hereby amended to read as follows: Section 60. The judge of 
probate, or person authorized by law to act in his stead, of any 
county in this state, upon application of any qualified voter of 
his county who is in the armed forces of the United States, a State 
or Federal elective officer, a State or Federal employee, or a rail- 
road engineer, conductor or member of a train crew on active 
duty not more than twenty days nor less than five days before 
any general, special, or municipal election is to be held in this 
State, shall deliver or forward immediately upon request to such 
applicant an official ballot and printed form of oath as provided 
for in sections 59 and 62 of this title for use in such election, with 
an envelope addressed to the probate judge, or person authorized 
by law to act in his stead, of the county in which said absent or 
contemplated absent voter is a qualified elector.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1. That there is hereby created a hospital board by the 
name of Hospital Board of Morgan County, Alabama, as a public corpora- 
tion, for the purpose of managing, controlling and operating the hospital 
and hospital property to be acquired jointly by Morgan County and the City 
of Decatur from the Ladies Benevolent Society of the Decaturs, a corpora- 

» tion, and such additions thereto as may hereafter be made, and such other 
‘hospital properties as may hereafter be acquired jointly by said city and 
county. Said board shall be composed of three members, each of whom 
shall be a resident of Morgan County, Alabama, and neither of whom shall 
be a physician, surgeon, or doctor of medicine. 
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SECTION 2. Said board shall have authority to sue and be sued, and 
to equip, control, enlarge, improve, maintain and operate said hospital 
properties for the reception and treatment of the sick and infirm, and to 
employ agents, servants, and employees, and to fix the authority of each, 
and the compensation of each, and to-do such other things as may be neces- 
sary or proper for the operation of said hospital. The board may employ 
a manager or superintendent of said hospital and may delegate to him gen- 
eral authority to manage said hospital, including authority to employ sub- 
ordinate employees and to fix their compensation, to purchase supplies and 
equipment, to make repairs and replacements to the hospital building and 
equipment, to extend credit to prospective patients, to admit charity patients, 
and to collect accounts and debts due, and to perform such other acts as 
the board may direct. Any person employed in connection with the opera- 
tion of said hospital may be discharged by the board at its pleasure. The 
board shall have authority to borrow money and to secure the payment of 
money borrowed by mortgage on said hospital properties, to acquire real 
and personal property by purchase, gift, devise or bequest, and to sell such 
real and personal property as it may deem not to be necessary for its pur- 
poses and functions.

SECTION 3. That said board may make such rules and regulations 
as it may deem proper to govern the operation of said hospital, and particu- 
larly governing the admission of charity patients, and governing the physi- 
cians and surgeons who shall be entitled to practice in said hospital and to 
treat patients therein. 

SECTION 4. That it shall be the duty of said board to continue the 
operation of the hospital formerly and heretofore known as the Benevolent 
Society Hospital, that is the hospital now owned by the Ladies Benevolent 
Society of the Decaturs, which is the hospital to be conveyed to Morgan 
County and the City of Decatur upon the passage of this act in accordance 
with an agreement made by the said Ladies Benevolent Society of the Deca- 
turs bearing date October 15, 1943, and in accordance with a resolution 
adopted by the Board of Revenue and Control of Morgan County, Alabama, 
on March 12, 1945, and a resolution adopted by the City Council of the City 
of Decatur on March 19, 1945, and it is hereby declared that said board is 
created for the purpose, among others, of performing the service and func- 
tions heretofore for many years performed by the said hospital operated 
by the Ladies Benevolent Society of the Decaturs under the name of Benev- 
olent Society Hospital. The said board shall be entitled to the benefits of 
the bequest made in the last will and testament of W. B. Spight, deceased, 
and to the bequest made in the last will and testament of Mary D. Simp- 
son, deceased, both bequests being in favor of the trustees of the Benevolent 
Society Hospital, and to all other devises and bequests heretofore made for 
the benefit of said hospital, the same to be used and expended by the board 
for the uses and purposes and objects specified in the respective instruments 
providing for the same. The persons now holding and managing the bequests 
and devises hereinabove mentioned as trustees shall proceed immediately 
upon the approval of this act to account to the board for the trust funds held 
by them and shall transfer said trust funds to said board, and thereafter 
the board shall hold and manage and invest said trust funds in accordance 
with the terms and provisions of the respective instruments creating said 
trusts. 

SECTION 5. The board shall make semi-annual reports to the gov- 
erning bddies of Morgan County and the City of Decatur showing the re- 
sults of the operation of said hospital, for the six months periods ending 
March thirty-first and September thirtieth. 
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SECTION 6. No act of said board shall create any obligation or 
liability on either Morgan County or the City of Decatur, but the said 
county and the-said city may make appropriations of public funds for the 
operation, maintenance, equipment, and improvement of said hospital prop- 
erties and may borrow money for such purposes. Morgan County and the 
City of Decatur acting jointly shall have authority to acquire by eminent 
domain any property deemed by the board to be necessary for the proper 
operation of said hospital. 

SECTION 7. Phil M. Orr is hereby named and appointed as a mem- 
ber of the board to serve until September 30th, 1947, and until his succes- 
sor is designated. L. L. Lively is hereby named and appointed as a mem- 
ber of the board to serve until September 30th, 1949, and until his successor 
is designated. T. J. Cottingham is hereby named and appointed as a mem- 
ber of the board to serve until September 30th, 1951, and until his succes- 
sor is designated. Any vacancy in the original term of any original member 
of said board shall be filled by appointment of the Governor. Upon the 
expiration of said original terms of office the governing bodies of the county 
and city shall alternate in appointing successors in office, the governing 
body of the county to appoint the first successor. All successors to the 
original members of said board shall hold office for a term of six years, and 
in case of a vacancy in the office of any successor it shall be filled by ap- 
pointment made by the body which filled the vacant term. 

SECTION 8. At the first meeting of the board after passage of this 
Act the members shall select one of their number as chairman and one of 
their number or such other person as the board desires as secretary to hold 
office until September 30th, 1947. Thereafter the board shall bi-annually 
elect from among their number a chairman and a secretary. Vacancies in 
the offices of chairman and secretary shall be filled by the board if and 
when the same may occur. 

SECTION 9. The board shall hold regular meetings at least once 
each month and such special meetings as the chairman of the board or any 
two members thereof may call at any time he or they consider that the busi- 
ness demands that a meeting be held. Notice of special meetings shall be 
given to each of the members of the board for at least one day. Any two 
members of the board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness.

Substitute for H. 129: 
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A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To create a Building Commission and establish a fund there- 
for; to provide for its organization and to define its powers and 
duties; and to appropriate funds for the use of the Commission 
so created and provide how they may be allocated. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1. There is hereby created a building commission, 
the membership of which shall consist of the Governor, State 
Health Officer, the Director of Finance, the State Superintendent 
of Education, four members from the Senate to be elected by that 
body at each regular session of the legislature, and four members 
from the House of Representatives to be elected by that body at 
each regular session of the legislature. In the event of a vacancy 
on the commission caused by the death or resignation of a mem- 
ber elected by the Senate, such vacancy shall be filled by election 
by the commission at the next regular meeting, such member to 
be elected from the membership of the Senate; in the event of 
a vacancy on the commission caused by the death or resignation of 
a member elected by the House of Representatives, such vacancy 
shall be filled by election by the commission at its next regular 
meeting. Such member to be elected from the membership of the 
House. The Governor shall be chairman of the commission and 
the budget officer of the State Department of Finance shall be 
the secretary thereof, but he shall not be a member. The secretary 
shall be custodian of its books, records, and papers which he shall 
keep at the office of the commission to be provided at the seat of 
government. All members of said commission shall serve without 
compensation. The legislative members shall receive reimburse- 
ment for their actual expenses when actively engaged on the com- 
mission’s business, plus mileage of ten cents per mile in going to 
and returning from each meeting of the commission. Said com- 
mission shall convene upon the call of the Governor or at such 
other time or times as the commission shall designate by a reso- 
lution spread upon its minutes. 

SECTION 2. The commission shall have full power and au- 
thority for and on behalf of the State of Alabama to acquire lands 
by purchase, condemnation or otherwise; to plan buildings and 
designate the location thereof; to plan and provide for the im- 
provement of all property now owned or hereafter acquired by 
the state or any institution or agency thereof; to construct, re- 
pair, equip, remodel, enlarge, renovate, furnish, refurnish, improve 
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and locate such buildings, structures and facilities for the use of 
the State of Alabama or any of its institutions or agencies as in 
its judgment shall be necessary for state, institutional or agency 
purposes; to enter into contract to do any of the foregoing; to re- 
ceive any monies, land or equipment donated, appropriated, or 
otherwise acquired by it for such purposes; and generally, to take 
such steps as may be necessary to accomplish such purposes. Said 
commission is authorized and empowered to use the services, fa- 
cilities, or employees of the State Planning Board in furthering the 
objects of this act when its request so to do is approved by the 
Governor. The commission may appoint and dismiss such officers, 
employees, and agents including competent architectural and tech- 
nical employees as may be necessary to effectuate the purposes 
of this act. All employees of said commission shall be subject to 
the provisions of the Merit System. The commission is authorized 
to fix by contract the fees or compensation of all architectural 
and technical employees without regard to the Merit System Act. 
The commission is authorized and empowered to make and adopt 
all necessary rules, regulations and plans for its own guidance 
and for the proper conduct of the duties imposed upon it. Its de- 
cisions with respect to approval and allocations of funds shall be 
final. It is provided, however, that the commission is required 
hereby to give first consideration in its approval of projects and 
allocations of funds to projects classed as ‘urgent’ in the State 
Department of Finance Survey of Capital Improvement Program, 
dated May 23, 1945, which is Section 5 hereunder; but the com- 
mission is hereby empowered, upon a two-thirds approving vote 
of all its membership, to change the classifcaton of any project in- 
cluded in the survey and to made additions thereto and deletions 
therefrom; and the commission shall not be bound, in its alloca- 
tion of funds, to the costs fixed for projects in the survey. No 
meeting of the commission shall be held on less than three days 
actual notice to the members thereof. 

SECTION 3. Said commission shall keep a regular journal 
of its proceedings and shall make a detailed report of its entire 
work and operations to each session of the legislature, said report 
to be submitted on or before the tenth legislative day of the regu- 
lar session. All salaries and other administrative expenses shall 
be paid out of the appropriation made herein. 

SECTION 4. There is hereby created a building commission 
fund to which the following appropriation is hereby made: (a) 
The sum of $6,400,000.00 out of the funds in the state treasury not 
otherwise appropriated; (b) All funds remaining in the general 
fund of the state treasury in excess of $1,750,000.00 at the close 
of the fiscal year ending September 30, 1945. (c) The sum of $12,- 
000,000.00 from the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund- 
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Surplus Account which must be allocated to educational use for 
debt service and capital outlay only, not more than 12% of which 
may be allocated to the institutions of higher learning, including 
the state teacher’s colleges; the 88% remaining, plus any unused 
portion of the 12%, shall be allocated to county and city boards of 
education on an actual teacher unit basis in accordance with the 
minimum school program; provided, the election as to whether 
such funds are used for capital outlay or debt services shall be 
made by county and city boards of education and approved iirst 
by the State Board of Education and then by the Building Com- 
mission. All funds of the commission shall be paid only on the 
warrant of the comptroller to be issued upon the certificate or 
voucher certified by the secretary of the commission and approved 
by the Governor.

INTRODUCTION OF BILLS 


Upon a call of counties bills were introduced, severally read 
one time and referred to appropriate standing committees, as 
follows: 


By Mr. McGowin (with notice and proof) : 

H. 558. An act to provide for dividing Butler County into four 
commissioner districts: to provide for the election of a commis- 
sioner for each of such districts; to provide for the tenure of office 
of such commissioners and to provide the compensation of the 
commissioners so elected. 

Local Legislation No. 1. 

Notice and proof H. 558: 


LEGAL NOTICE 


Notice is hereby given of intention to apply to the present session of the 
Legislature of Alabama for the introduction and passage of a local law, the 
title and substance of which shall be as follows: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


An act to provide for dividing Butler County into four commissioners 
districts: to provide for the election of a commissioner for each of such dis- 
tricts; to provide for the tenure of office of such commissioners anid to pro- 
vide the compensation of the commissioners so elected. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. That Butler County be and the same is hereby divided into 
four commissioners districts to be designated District No. 1, District No. 2, 
District No. 3, and District No. 4. 
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Section 2. That District No. 1 shall be composed of the territory now 
embraced in Election Precincts 2, 3, 4, 15, 17, and 19; that District No. 2 
shall be composed of the territory now embraced in Election Precincts 5, 6, 7, 
12, and that part of 18 that lies East of U. S. Highway No. 31; that District 
No. 3 shall be composed of the territory now embraced in Election Precincts 
8, 9, 10, 11, 16, and that part of 18 that lies West of U. S. Highway No. 31; 
and that District No. 4, shall be composed of the territory now embraced in 
Election Precincts 1, 13, and 14. 

Section 3. That at the primary election in 1948 and every four years 
thereafter the qualified electors of Butler County entitled to participate in 
such primary shall nominate one commissioner for said county of Butler for 
each of said districts, who shall be a bona fide elector of and who shall 
-actually reside in the district from which he is nominated; and at the general 
election in 1948 and every four years thereafter the qualified electors of But- 
ler County shall elect one commissioner for said county of Butler for each 
of said four districts, who, shall be a bona fide elector of and actually reside 
in the district from which he is elected, and who shall hold office for a period 
of four years, and until their successors shall be elected and qualified. 

Section 4. That the county commissioners from each of said districts 
shall be nominated and elected as provided in this act by the qualified elec- 
tors of the entire county of Butler, each qualified elector being entitled to 
vote for a commissioner from each district from which a commissioner is to 
be nominated and elected at such primary or such general election. 

Section 5. That the commissioners elected under the provisions of this 
act shall be charged with the duty and responsibility or supervising the 
roads in their respective districts, and for such services they shall be paid 
from the County Gasoline Tax Fund a salary of $75 per month and in ad- 
‘dition thereto they shall be paid from the County General Fund an allow- 
ance of $4.00 per day for attendance of the sessions of the court and travel 
expenses of 5c per mile to and from their places of residence. 

Section 6. That this act shall not effect the right and tenure of office 
of the members of the present county commissioners of said county, but 
that said commissioners shall continue to hold and discharge the duties of 
said office as is now incumbent upon them and as may be made incumbent 
upon them by law, until their successors shall be elected and qualified under 
this act. 

Section 7. That if any section or provision of this act shall be declared 
void or unconstitutional, it shall not effect or destroy the validity or consti- 
tutionality of any other section or provision. 

Section 8. That all laws or parts of laws not in conflict with the provi- 
sions of this act shall remain in full force and effect. That all laws or parts 
of laws, general, local or special, in conflict with the provisions of this act, 
be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 9. That this act shall be in full force and effect from and after 
its approval by the governor.

As used in this Act, unless the context otherwise 
requires, (A) “air carrier” includes both a common carrier by aircraft 
and a contract carrier by aircraft. (B) “Air Commerce” means the 
carriage by aircraft of persons or property, or any class or classes thereof, 
for compensation or hire in intrastate commerce in this State, including 
such aircraft operations of carriers by rail, water, or motor vehicle, 
and/or express or forwarding companies. (C) “Aircraft” means any 
contrivance now know. or hereafter invented, used, or designed for 
navigation of or flight in the air. (D) “Broker” means any person not 
included in the term “air carrier” and not a bona fide employee or agent 
of any such carrier, who or which, as principal or agent, sells or offers 
for sale any transportation subject to this Act, or negotiates for, or 
holds himself, or itself, out by solicitation, advertisement or otherwise 
as one who sells, provides, furnishes, contracts, or arranges for such trans- 
portation. (E,) “Certificate” means a certificate of public convenience 
and necessity issued under this Act to a common carrier by aircraft. 
(F) “Citizen of the United States” means (a) an individual who is a 
citizen of the United States or one of its possessions, territorial or 
otherwise, or (b) a partnership of which each member is such an 
individual, or (c) a corporation or association created or organized 
under the laws of the United States or of any State, territory or 
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possession of the United States, of which the president and two-thirds 
or more of the board of directors and other managing officers thereof 
are such individuals, and in which at least 75% of the voting interest is 
owned or controlled by persons who are citizens of the United States or 
one of its possessions. (G) “Commission” means the Alabama Public 
Service Commission. (H) “Common carrier by aircraft’ means any 
person which holds itself out to the general public, whether directly 
or indirectly, or by a lease or other arrangement, and whether over 
regular or irregular routes, to engage in air commerce. (1) “Contract 
carrier by aircraft’ means any person who, except as provided in 
Section 10-A, undertakes, otherwise than as a common carrier by 
aircraft, whether directly or indirectly, or by a lease or any other’ 
arrangement, to engage in air commerce. (J) “License” means a license 
issued under this Act to a broker. (K) “Overcharges” means charges 
for transportation services in excess of those applicable thereto under 
the tariffs lawfully on file with the Commission. (L) “Permit” means 
a permit issued under this Act to a contract carrier by aircraft. 
(M) “Person” means any individual, firm, co-partnership, corporation, 
company, association, joint stock association, or a body politic; and 
includes any trustee, receiver, assignee or other similar representative 
thereof. (N) “Service” and “transportation” to which this act applies 
includes all aircraft operated by, for, or in the interest of any air carrier 
irrespective of ownership or of contract, express or implied, together 
with all facilities and property operated or controlled by any such 
carrier or carriers and used in air commerce or in the performance 
of any service in connection therewith. (O) “State” means any of the 
several states or the District of Columbia. 

Section 2. Nothing in this act shall be construed to apply to (1) 
the transportation or handling of United States mail; or (2) the casual, 
occasional or reciprocal carriage of passengers or property by aircraft 
in intrastate commerce for compensation by any person not engaged in 
air commerce as a regular occupation or business, unless, in the case of 
transportation of passengers, such transportation is sold or offered for 
sale or provided or procured or furnished or arranged for by a broker, 
or by any other person who sells, offers for sale, transportation furnished 
by a person lawfully engaged in the transportation of passengers by 
aircraft under a certificate or permit issued under this act or under a 
pending application for such certificate or permit. 

Section 3. It is hereby declared to be the policy of this State to 
regulate intrastate air commerce in such manner as to (1) recognize and 
preserve the inherent advantages of such commerce; (2) foster sound 
economic conditions in such commerce among air carriers in the public 
interest; (3) promote adequate, economical and efficient service by air 
carriers and to provide reasonable charges therefor, without un- 
just discrimination, undue privileges or advantages, and unfair or 
destructive competitive practices; (4) provide for competition 
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to the extent necessary to assure the sound development of an 
air transportation system properly adapted to meet the needs of 
the commerce of the United States and this State and of the National 
and State Defense; (5) improve the relations between and co-ordinate 
transportation by and regulation of air carriers and other carriers; and 
(6) cooperate with the Federal Government and the several states of 
the United States and the duly authorized officials thereof in the 
administration and enforcement of this act. All of the provisions of this 
act shall be administered and enforced with a view to carrying out the 
above declaration of policy. 

Section 4. Nothing in this act shall confer any proprietary or 
property rights in the use of air space over the state of Alabama. 

Section 5. No person shall engage in air commerce except in 
accordance with the provisions of this act, and every person engaging in 
air commerce is hereby declared to be subject to control, supervision 
and regulation by the Commission. 

Section 6. (A) It shall be the duty of the Commission to administer 
the provisions of this act, and to that end the Commission is ‘hereby 
authorized to make and amend such general or specific rules and regu- 
lations and to issue such orders as may be reasonably necessary to carry 
out such provisions. (B) The Commission shall have authority, for 
purposes of the administration of the provisions of this act, to inquire 
into the management of the business of air carriers and brokers, and 
into the management of the business of persons controlling, controlled 
by, or under common control, with, air carriers to the extent that the 
business of such persons is related to the management of the business 
of one or more air carriers, and the Commission shall keep itself in- 
formed as to the manner and method in which the same are conducted, 
and may require such carriers and persons to furnish such information 
as the Commission deems necessary to carry out the provisions of this 
Act. (C) The Commission may make such just and reasonable classi- 
fications for brokers and air carriers, according to geographical sections, 
types, or otherwise, as it may determine to be in the public interest and 
may make any provision of this act inapplicable to any or all brokers or 
air carriers or classes thereof for such periods, or until such time, and 
subject to such terms and conditions as it may deem to be in the public 
interest. Such action shall be taken with the objective of so adjusting 
the regulatory provision hereof to the changing conditions of the 
brokerage and air carrier business as to avoid undue administrative 
burdens. (D) The Commission may investigate, either upon complaint 
or upon its own initiative, whether any broker or air carrier has failed to 
comply with any provisions of this act, or with any orders, rules, 
regulations or'requirements issued or established pursuant thereto, and, 
after notice and hearing, take appropriate action to compel compliance 
therewith. Whenever the Commission is of the opinion that any 
complaint does not state reasonable grounds for action on its part it 
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may dismiss such complaint. (E) The Commission is authorized to 
confer with or to hold joint hearings with any authorities ‘of any state or 
of the Government of ‘the United States, having jurisdiction with 
respect to matters involving air carriers, in connection with any matter 
arising under this act. The Commission is also authorized to avail itself 
of the cooperation, services, records and facilities of such authorities as 
fully as may be practicable, in the enforcement or administration of any 
provision of this part. (F) Interstate rates and services. The Commission 
shall have authority to investigate all interstate rates, fares, charges, 
classifications, and services, or of rules or practices in relation thereto, 
for or in relation to the interstate transportation or property or 
passengers by aircraft, where any act in relation thereto shall take place 
within, or affect the commerce of, the State. When such rates, fares, 
charges or classifications, are, in the opinion of the Commission, 
excessive or discriminatory or are levied or laid in violation of the 
act of Congress entitled “The Civil Aeronautics Act of 1938”, approved 
June 23, 1938, and the acts amendatory thereof and supplementary 
thereto, or in conflict with the rules, orders or regulations of the 
authorities having jurisdiction thereof, or when such services are, in the 
opinion of the Commission, inadequate, unsatisfactory, or discriminatory, 
the Commission may apply, by petition to the authorities having juris- 
diction thereof for relief, and may présent to such authorities all facts 
coming to the Commission’s knowledge as to violations of the rules, 
orders or regulations of such authorities, or as to violations of the said 
Civil Aeronautics Act of 1938, or acts amendatory thereof.or supple- 
mentary thereto. (G) Except as herein otherwise expressly provided 
in all respects in which the Commission has power and authority under 
the Constitution of this State, or this Act, applications and complaints 
may be made and filed with the Commission; processes, notices, and 
orders, issued, served and proved; hearing held, opinions, orders and 
decisions made, reconsidered, amended, revoked and filed; petitions for 
rehearing filed and acted upon; and petitions for writs of review or 
mandate filed with the courts of this State and considered and disposed 
of by said courts, in regard to the matters provided for in this act, in the 
same manner, under the same conditions and subject to the same 
limitations and with the same effect specified in the Alabama Motor 
Carrier Act of 1939, or acts amendatory thereof or supplementary 
thereto, as far as may be practicable. (H) No member of the Commis- 
sion, nor any employee of the Commission appointed or employed in the 
administration of this act shall in any manner, directly or indirectly, 
have pecuniary interest in, or any securities of, or hold any position 
with any air carrier, broker, motor carrier, railroad, steamboat or canal 
company. SE 3 

Section 7. (A) No person shall engage in the business of the 
common ‘carrier by aircraft unless there is in force a certificate issued 
by the Commission authorizing such person to engage in such 
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business; provided, that if a person is engaged in such business on the 
date of the enactment of this act, or if engaged in furnishing seasonal 
services only, is in bona fide operation on the date of the enactment 
of this act during the season ordinarily covered by its operations, such 
person may continue so to engage between the same terminal and 
intermediate points for 120 days after said date, and thereafter until 
such time as the Commission shall pass upon an application for a 
certificate to engage in such business if within said 120 days such 
person files such application as herein provided. (B) No person shall 
engage in the business of a contract carrier by aircraft except passenger 
common carriers by aircraft, as provided in Section 10-A hereof, unless 
there is in force a permit issued by the Commission authorizing such 
person to engage in such business: Provided, that if a person is engaged 
in such business on the date of the enactment of this act, or if engaged in 
furnishing seasonal services only, was in bona fide operation on the 
date of the enactment of this act during the season ordinarily covered 
by its operations, such person may continue so to engage between the 
same terminal and intermediate point for 120 days after said date, and 
thereafter until such time as the Commission shall pass upon an appli- 
cation for a permit to engage in such business if within said 120 days 
such person files such application as herein provided. 

Section 8. (A) Applications for certificates and permits shall be 
made in writing to the Commission, be verified under oath, and shall 
be in such form and contain such information and be accompanied by 
proof of service upon such interested parties as the Commission shall, by 
regulation, require. (B) Upon the filing of applications for certificates 
or permits, the Commission shall give due notice thereof, (1) to the 
public by posting a notice of such application in the office of the 
Secretary of the Commission; and (2) to such persons, and by such 
means, as the Commission may by reasonable regulation determine. Any 
interested person may file with the Commission a protest or memo of 
opposition to or in support of the issuance of a certificate or permit. A 
public hearing shall be held on such application if the applicant, or any 
person having a substantial interest in the proceeding shall so request 
within such time as the Commission shall by reasonable regulation 
provide, unless the Commission be of the opinion that such request be 
not made in good faith, or made for the purpose of delay, in which case 
the Commission shall set forth in writing their reasons for such refusal. 
(C) The Commission, upon its own initiative, whenever it deems such 
action advisable, may conduct an investigation to determine whether 
additional air transportation appears to be needed, and if, after such 
investigation, the Commission is of the opinion that such procedure is 
appropriate, it may encourage the filing of applications for certificates 
authorizing the furnishing of such transportation. If such transportation 
may be furnished through the extension of existing service, the Com- 
mission may institute a proceeding to require such extension in 
accordance with the provisions of Section 12 of this Act. 
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Section 9. (A) (1) The Commission shall, subject to Sections b 
and (d) of this Section and Section 15 of this act, issue a certificate 
or permit as applied for authorizing the whole or any part of the 
operation covered by an application for a certificate or permit, if it 
finds that the applicant is fit, willing, and able to perform such operation 
properly and to conform to the provisions of this act and the rules, 
regulations and requirements of the Commission hereunder, and that 
such operation, and the performance thereof by the applicant, is required 
by public convenience and necessity or for the public interest, as the 
case may be, and is consistent with the declaration of policy declared in 
Section 3 of this act; otherwise such application shall be denied. 
(2) If the Commission finds that the public convenience and necessity or 
the public interest, as the case may be, requires operation of the 
applicant as a common or contract carrier by aircraft only for 
a limited period or periods, it shall issue a certificate or permit only for 
such period or periods. (B) No certificate or permit shall be issued 
under this act to any person who is not a citizen of the United States. 
-(C) No certificate or permit shall be issued to any person to operate 
as an air carrier_unless the applicant submits evidence, reasonably 
satisfactory to the Commission, showing that it will comply with the 
provisions of the laws of the United States, and the lawful rules, regu- 
lations and orders thereunder, respecting safety of operations, and the 
provisions of the Alabama Aeronautics Department Act, or act amenda- 
tory thereof or supplementary thereto, with respect to the right to use 
such airports, air lanes and aircraft, as may be necessary in order 
properly to conduct the proposed operation and observe proper standards 
of safety in the operation or navigation and aircraft. (D) (1) To enable 
the provision of service for which there is an immediate and urgent need 
to a point or points, or within a territory have no air carrier service 
capable of meeting such need, the Commission may in its discretion, and 
without hearings or other proceedings, grant temporary authority for 
such service by a common carrier or a contract carrier by aircraft, 
as the case may be. Such temporary authority, unless suspended or re- 
voked for good cause shall be valid for such time as the Commission 
shall specify, but for not more than an aggregate of 120 days, and shall 
in no event create a presumption that corresponding permanent authority 
will be granted thereafter. Transportation services rendered under such 
temporary authority shall be subject to all applicable provisions of this 
act and to the rules, regulations and requirements of the Commission 
thereunder.. 

Section 10. (A) Each certificate issued under this act shall specify 
the points between which, or areas within which, the person is authorized 
to engage in operations as a common carrier by aircraft, the services to 
be rendered and, in the case of carriage of goods, the commodity or 
commodities authorized to be transported. There shall be attached to 
the exercise of the privileges granted by such certificate, or amendment 
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thereto, such reasonable terms, conditions, and limitations as the public 
interest may require, except that no term, condition or limitation shall 
restrict the right of the common carrier by aircraft to add to or change 
schedules, equipment, accommodations, and facilities for performing the 
authorized transportation and service as the development of the business 
and the demands of the public shall require. Any common carrier by air- 
craft transporting passengers under a certificate issued by the Commis- 
sion may make charter trips or perform any other special service without 
regard to the points named in its certificate, under regulations pre- 
scribed by the Commission. In making such trips and performing such 
service a common carrier by aircraft shall not be considered a contract 
carrier by aircraft or subject to the provisions of this act relating to 
contract carriers by aircraft. (B) Each permit issued under this act shall 
specify the points between which, or area within which, operation as a 
contract carrier by aircraft is to be permitted, the nature of the traffic 
and the scope of the business to be authorized thereby, and, in the case 
of the carriage of goods, the commodity or commodities authorized to 
be transported. There shall be attached to the exercise of the privileges 
granted by such permit, or amendment thereto, such reasonable terms, 
conditions, and limitations as the public interest may require, except that 
no term, condition, or limitation shall restrict the right of the common 
carrier by aircraft to change or add contracts within the scope of the 
permit or to change or add to its equipment or facilities for performing 
the authorized operation as the public interest may require; but such 
permit shall not authorize operation as a common carrier by aircraft. 
(C) Each certificate or permit shall be effective from the date specified 
therein, and shall continue in effect .until suspended or revoked as 
hereinafter provided, or until the Commission shall certify that operation 
thereunder has ceased, or if issued for a limited period of time under 
Section 9 (D) (1) hereof, shall continue in effect until the expiration 
thereof, unless, prior to the date of expiration, such certificate or permit 
shall be modified, suspended or revoked as provided herein, or the 
Commission shall certify that operations thereunder have ceased: 
provided, that if any service authorized by a certificate or permit is not 
inaugurated within such period, not less than 90 days, after the date of 
the authorization as shall be fixed by the Commission, or if, for a period 
of 90 days or such other, greater period as may be designated by the 
Commission, any such service is not operated, the Commission may by 
order, entered after notice and opportunity for hearing, direct that such 
certificate or permit shall thereupon cease to be effective to the extent 
of such service. (D) No aircraft shall be deemed to have violated any 
term, condition or limitation of its certificate or permit, as the case may 
be, by landing or taking off in an emergency at a point not carried in 
its certificate or permit or by operating during an emergency between 
terminal and intermediate points other than those specified in its 
certificate or permit. , 
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Section 11. The Commission, upon petition or complaint or upon 
its own initiative, after notice and opportunity for hearing, may by order, 
alter, amend, modify, suspend or revoke any certificate or permit, in 
whole or in part, for intentional misrepresentation of a material fact in 
obtaining such certificate or a permit, or intentional failure to comply 
with any provision of this act or any order, rule, or regulation issued 
hereunder, or any term, condition, or limitation of such certificate or 
permit: provided, that no such certificate or permit shall be revoked for 
failure to comply with any provision of this act or any order, rule or 
regulation issued hereunder, or any term, condition or limitation of such 
certificate or permit unless the holder thereof fails to comply, within 
a reasonable time to be fixed by the Commission, with an order of the 
Commission commanding obedience to the provision or to the order 
(other than an order issued in accordance with this provision), rule, 
regulation, term, condition, or limitation found by the Commission to 
have been violated. Any interested person may file with the Commission 
a protest or memorandum in support of or in opposition to the alteration, 
amendment, modification, suspension or revocation of a certificate. 

Section 12. The Commission, upon petition or complaint or upon 
its own initiative, after notice and opportunity for hearing, may by order 
require any common carrier by aircraft to make reasonable extension 
of its existing service if the Commission finds that such éxtension 
is required by the public convenience and necessity and that the expense 
involved will not impair the ability of such common carrier to perform 
its duties to the public under its existing certificate or certificates, and 
such order shall provide for such amendment of the certificate or 
certificates held by such commonecarrier as may be necessary because of 
such extension. 

Section 13. Any certificate or permit may be transferred or leased 
subject to the approval of the Commission, and under such rules and 
regulations as may be prescribed by the Commission. Except where a 
transfer of a certificate or a permit results from the operation of law, 
approval of such transfer or lease shall be given only upon a finding by 
the Commission, after notice and opportunity for a hearing, that such 
transfer or lease will be consistent with the public interest. The appli- 
cation for approval shall be made jointly by the transferor and the 
transferee or lessor and lessee. No value shall be allowed for any 
purpose for any certificate or permit issued under this Act. 

Section 14. No common carrier by aircraft shall abandon or 
discontinue any route, or part thereof, for which a certificate has been 
issued by the Commission, unless upon the application of such common 
carrier, after notice and opportunity for hearing, the Commission shall 
find such abandonment or discontinuance to be in the public interest. 
Any interested person may file with the Commission a protest or 
memorandum of opposition to or in support of any such abandonment. 
The Commission may, by regulation or otherwise, authorize such 
temporary suspension of service as may be in the public interest. 
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Section 15. No certificate or permit shall be issued to an air 
carrier or shall remain in force, unless such carrier complies with such 
reasonable rules and regulations as the Commission shall prescribe 
covering the filing and approval of surety bonds, policies of insurance, 
qualifications as a self-insurer, or other securities or agreements, in such 
reasonable amount as the Commission may require, conditioned to pay, 
within the amount of such surety bonds, policies of insurance, qualifica- 
tions as a self-insurer or other securities or agreements, any final 
judgment recovered against such air carrier for a bodily injury or 
the death of any person resulting from the negligent operation, main- 
tenance, or use of aircraft under such certificate or permit, or for loss 
or damage to property of others. The Commission may, in its discretion, 
and under such rules and regulations as it shall prescribe, require any 
such air carrier to file a surety bond, policies of insurance, qualifications 
as a self-insurer, or other securities or agreements, in a reasonable sum 
to be determined by the Commission to be conditioned upon such carrier 
making compensation to shippers or consignees for all property 
belonging to shippers or consignees, and coming into the possession of 
such carrier in connection with its transportation service. Any carrier 
which may be required by law to compensate a shipper or consignee for 
any loss, damage, or default for which a connecting carrier is legally 
responsible shall be subrogated to the rights of such shipper or con- 
signee under any such bond, policies or insurance, or other securities or 
agreements, to the extent of the sum so paid. Nothing in this act shall 
relieve a certificate or permit holder from any liability for negligence, 
whether or not it has complied with the requirements of this section. 

Section 16. (A) No person shall for compensation, sell or offer for 
sale transportation subject to this act, or shall make any contract, 
agreement, or arrangement to provide, procure, furnish, or arrange for 
such transportation, or shall hold himself, or itself, out by advertisement, 
solicitation, or otherwise, as one who sells, provides, procures, contracts, 
or arranges for such transportation, unless such person holds a brokers 
license issued by the Commission to engage in such transactions ; 
provided, that no such person shall engage in transportation subject to 
this act unless he or it holds a certificate or permit as provided in this 
act. In the execution of any contract agreement or arrangement to sell, 
provide, procure, furnish or arrange for such transportation, it shall 
be unlawful for such person to employ any air carrier who, or which, 
is not the lawful holder of a certificate or permit issued as provided in 
this act: and provided further, that the provisions of this sub-section shall 
not apply to any carrier holding a certificate or permit under the 
provisions of this act or to any bona fide employee or agent of such 
carrier, so far as concerns transportation to be furnished wholly by 
such carrier or jointly with other carriers and like certificates or permits 
or with a common carrier by railroad, motor vehicle, express or water. 
(B) The provisions of Section 8-A and B. of this Act shall apply with 
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like force and effect to brokerage licenses ; and for such purpose the term 
“certificate” as used in such sub-section shall include “license”. A 
brokerage license shall be issued to any qualified applicant to have 
authority to engage in the whole or any part of, the operations covered 
by the application, if it is found that the applicant is fit, willing and able 
properly to perform the services proposed and to conform to the pro- 
visions of this act and the requirements, rules, and regulations of the 
Commission thereunder, and that the proposed service, to the extent to 
be authorized by the license is, or will. be, consistent with the public 
interest and the declaration of policy contained in Section 3 of this act; 
otherwise such application shall be denied. Any broker in operation 
when this section takes effect may continue such operation for a period 
of 120 days thereafter without a license, and if application for such 
license is made within such period the broker may, under such regu- 
lations as the Commission shall prescribe, continue such operations 
until otherwise ordered by the Commission. (C) The provisions of 
of Sections 11 and 13 of this act shall apply with like force and 
effect to brokerage license; and for such purpose the term “certificate” 
as used in such sections shall include “license”. (D) The Commission 
shall prescribe reasonable rules and regulations for the protection of 
travelers or shippers by air carrier, to be observed by any person 
holding a brokerage license and no such license shall be issued, or 
remain in force, unless such person shall have furnished a bond or other 
security approved by the Commission in such form and amount as_ will 
insure financial responsibility and the supplying of authorized transpor- 
tation in accordance with contracts, agreements, or arrangement therefor. 
(E) The Commission and its employees shall have the same authority 
as to accounts, reports, and records, including inspection and preserva- 
tion thereof of any person holding a brokerage license issued under the 
provisions of this section that they have under this act with respect to 
air carriers. 

Section 17. (A) Every common carrier by aircraft shall file with 
the Commission, print and make available to the public, tariffs showing 
all the rates, fares, and charges for the intrastate transportation of 
persons or property within the state between points served by it, and 
between points served by it and points served by any other common 
carrier when through intrastate service and rates have been established, 
and all classifications, rules, regulations, practices, and services in con- 
nection with such transportation. (B) Every contract carrier by 
aircraft shall file with the Commission, print, and make available to the 
public, tariffs showing all minimum rates, fares, and charges for the 
intrastate transportation of persons or property within the state, and 
all classifications, rules, regulations, practices, and services in connection 
with such transportation. (C) Air carrier tariffs shall be filed, printed 
and made available to the public to the extent and in the manner required 
by reasonable regulations of the Commission. The form of such tariff 
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shall be prescribed by the Commission and shall conform as nearly as 
may be to the form of tariffs required of air carrier and air contractors 
by the Civil Aeronautics Board or other administrative agency of the 
Federal Government under the act of Congress entitled, “The Civil 
Aeronautics Act of 1938”, approved June 23, 1938, and the acts 
amendatory thereof and supplementary thereto. The rates, fares, and 
charges shown in any tariff shall be stated in terms of lawful money of 
the United States. (D) The Commission is empowered to reject any 
tariff which is not consistent with this section and the reasonable 
regulations of the Commission thereunder. Any tariff so rejected shall be 
void. (E) No common carrier by aircraft shall charge or demand or 
collect or receive a greater or less or a different compensation for the 
intrastate transportation of persons or property, or for any service in 
connection therewith, than the rates, fares, and charges specified in its 
currently effective tariff; and no common carrier by aircraft shall in 
any manner or by any device, directly or indirectly, or through any 
agent or broker, or otherwise, refund or remit any portion of the rates, 
fares or charges so specified, or extend to any person any privileges or 
facilities, with respect to matters required by the Commission to be 
specified in such tariffs, except those specified therein. In the event 
that an excessive rate, fare, or charge is stated in a currently effective 
tariff through error, the common carrier by aircraft may, in accordance 
with the regulations prescribed by the Commission, make appropriate 
refunds to any persons paying such charge. (F) No contract carrier 
by aircraft shall charge, or demand, or collect, or receive a less compen- 
sation for the transportation of persons or property, or for any service 
in connection therewith than the rates, fares, or charges specified in its 
currently effective tariffs; and no contract carrier shall in any manner 
or by any device, directly or indirectly, or through any agent or broker, 
or otherwise, refund or remit any portion of the compensation for such 
transportation so as to reduce such compensation below the rate, fare, or 
charge, so specified, or extend to any person any privileges or facilities, 
with respect to matters required by the Commission to be specified in 
such tariffs, except those specified therein. In the event that an 
excessive minimum rate, fare or charge is stated in a currently effective 
tariff through error, the contract carrier may, in accordance with 
regulations issued by the Commission, make appropriate refunds to any 
persons paying such charge. (G) Nothing in this act shall prohibit air 
carriers under such reasonable terms and conditions as the Commission 
may prescribe, from issuing or interchanging tickets or passes for free or 
reduced-rate transportation, to their directors, officers, and employees 
and their immediate families; witnesses summoned by them and 
attorneys duly employed by them and actually attending any legal in- 
vestigation in which such air carrier is interested; persons injured in 
aircraft accidents and physicians and nurses attending such person; 
and any person or property with the object of providing relief in cases

of general epidemic or of calamity. No air carrier shall provide free 
or reduced-rate transportation to any other persons or under any other 
circumstances. (H) No change shall be made in any rate, fare or 
charge, or any classification, rule, regulation, or practice affecting any 
such rate, fare, or charge, or the value of the service thereunder, 
specified in any effective tariff or any common carrier by aircraft, except 
after thirty days notice of the proposed change filed, printed and made 
available to the public in accordance with sub-sections (A) and (C) of 
this section. Such notice shall plainly state the change proposed to be 
made and the time such change will take effect. The Commission may, in 
the public interest, by regulation or otherwise, allow such change upon 
notice less than that herein specified, or required in this section with 
respect to filing and posting of tariffs, either in the particular instance 
or by general order applicable to specific or peculiar instances or 
conditions; provided, that such action on the part of the Commission 
shall in no way work a discrimination against any person. (I) No re- 
duction shall be made in any rate, fare or charge, specified in any 
effective tariff of any contract carrier by aircraft, and no change shall 
be made in any classification, rule, regulation, or practice affecting any 
such rate, fare, or charge, or the value of the service thereunder, except 
after thirty days notice of the proposed reduction or change filed, 
printed, and made available to the public in accordance with sub- 
section (B) and (C) of this section. Such notice shall plainly state the 
reduction or change proposed to be made and the time such reduction 
or change will take effect. The Commission may, in the public interest, 
by regulation or otherwise, allow such reduction or change by notice 
less than that specified herein; provided, that such action on the part of 
the Commission shall in no way work a discrimination against any 
person. (J) Every common carrier by aircraft shall keep currently on 
file with the Commission, if the Commission so requires, the established 
divisions of all joint rates, fares, and charges for air transportation in 
which such common carrier participates. 

Section 18. (A) It shall be the duty of every common carrier by 
aircraft to provide and furnish intrastate transportation, as authorized by 
its certificate, upon reasonable request to have and to provide reason- 
able through intrastate service in such transportation in connection with 
other such carriers or with common carriers by railroad, motor vehicle, 
express, or water; to provide adequate and reasonable service, equip- 
ment, facilities, waiting rooms and rest rooms, in connection with such 
transportation; to establish, observe, and enforce just and reasonable 
individual and joint rates, fares, and charges, and just and reasonable 
classifications, rules, regulations, and practices relating to such trans- 
portation ; and, in case of such joint rates, fares, and charges, to establish 
just, reasonable and equitable divisions thereof as between common 
carriers by aircraft participating therein which shall not unduly prefer 
or prejudice any participating carriers. (B) No common carrier by air- 
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craft shall make, any or consider any undue or unreasonable preference 
or advantage to any particular person, port, locality or description or 
traffic in any respect whatsoever or subject any person, port, locality 
or description of traffic to any unjust discrimination or any undue or 
unreasonable prejudice or disadvantage in any respect whatsoever. (C) 
Nothing in this act shall prohibit a common carrier by aircraft from 
extending credit, for such reasonable periods and subject to reasonable 
terms and conditions as the Commission may by reasonable regulations 
prescribe, to such persons, as, in the judgment of such carrier, may 
appear to be proper credit risk. (D) It shall be the duty of every 
contract carrier by aircraft to establish, observe and enforce reasonable 
minimum rates, fares, and charges for any service in intrastate commerce 
rendered by it as a contract carrier and not so low as to be incompatible 
with the public interest, and to establish, observe, and enforce reasonable 
classifications, rules, regulations, and practices related to such com- 
merce. A contract carrier by aircraft may transport property in intra- 
state commerce only under individual written contracts or agreements. 
(E) (1) Whenever, after notice and opportunity for hearing, upon 
complaint, or upon its own initiative, the Commission shall be of the 
opinion that any individual or a joint rate, fare, or charge demanded, 
charged, collected, or received by any common carrier by aircraft, for 
intrastate transportation, or any classification, rule, regulation, or 
practice effecting such rate, fare, or charge, or the value of the service 
thereunder, is or will be unjust or unreasonable, or unjustly discrimina- 
tory, or unduly preferential or unduly prejudicial, the Commission shall 
determine and prescribe the lawful rate, fare, or charge (or the maxi- 
mum or minimum or the maximum and the minimum thereof) thereafter 
to be demanded, charged, collected, or received, or the lawful clasifica- 
tion, rule, regulation or practice thereafter to be made effective. (2) 
Whenever after notice and opportunity for hearing, upon complaint, or 
upon its own initiative, the Commission shall be of the opinion that any 
minimum rate, fare, or charge, of any contract carrier by aircraft for 
intrastate transportation, or any classification, rule, regulation, or 
practice effecting such rate, fare, or charge, or the value of the service 
thereunder, is or will be in violation of this act, the Commission shall 
determine and prescribe the lawful minimum rate, fare, or charge 
thereafter to be demanded, charged, collected, or received, or the lawful 
classification, rule, regulation or practice thereafter to be made effective, 
by such contract carrier. (F) In any proceeding to determine the 
justness or reasonableness of any rate, fare, or charge of any air carrier 
there shall not be taken into consideration or allowed as evidence or 
elements of value of the property of such carrier, either good will, 
earning power, or the certificate under which such carrier is operating ; 
and in applying for and receiving a certificate under this act any such 
carrier shall be deemed to have agreed to the provisions of this para- 
graph on its own behalf and on behalf of all transferees and lessees of 
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such certificate. (G) (1) Whenever any air carrier shall file with the 
Commission a tariff stating a new individual or joint rate, fare, or charge 
for intrastate transportation, or any classification, rule, regulation, or 
practice effecting such rate, fare, or charge, or the value of the service 
thereunder, the Commission is empowered, upon complaint, or upon its 
own initiative, at once, and, if it so orders, without answer or other 
formal pleading by the air carrier, but only upon reasonable notice, to 
enter upon investigation concerning the lawfulness of such rate, fare, or 
charge or such classification, rule, regulation, or practice; and pending 
such investigation and the decision thereon, the Commission, by filing 
with such tariff and delivering to the air carrier effected thereby, a 
statement in writing of its reasons for such suspension, may suspend 
the operation of such tariff and defer the use of such rate, fare, or charge, 
or such classification, rule, regulation, or practice for a period of not 
more than ninety days, and, if the proceeding has not been concluded 
and a final order made within such period, the Commission may, from 
time to time, extend the period of suspension, but not for a longer period 
in the aggregate than 180 days beyond the time when such tariff would 
otherwise go into effect; and, before or after the rate, fare, charge, 
classification, rule, regulation, or practice goes into effect, the Com- 
mission, after reasonable opportunity for hearing, may make such order 
with reference thereto as would be proper in a proceeding instituted if 
such rate, fare, charge, classification, rule, regulation, or practice had 
become effective. If the proceeding has not been concluded and an order 
made within the period of suspension, the proposed rate, fare, charge, 
classification, rule, regulation, or practice shall go into effect at the 
end of such period: provided, that this sub-section shall not apply to 
any initial tariff filed by any air carrier. (2) At any hearing involving 
any change in any tariff, classification, rule, regulation or practice of a 
comnjon carrier by aircraft, the effect of which is to increase any rate, 
fare, or charge thereof charged, or to decrease the value of the service 
thereunder, the burden of proof to show that the changed tariff, classifi- 
cation, rule, regulation, or practice, is just and reasonable charge is 
upon such common carrier. (H) Whenever, after notice and reasonable 
opportunity for hearing, upon complaint, or upon its own initiative, the 
Commission is of the opinion that the divisions of joint rates, fares, or 
charges for intrastate transportation are, or will be, unjust, unreasonable, 
inequitable or unduly preferential or prejudicial as between the common 
carriers by aircraft thereto, the Commission shall prescribe the just, 
reasonable, and equitable divisions thereof to be received by such com- 
mon carriers. The Commission may require the adjustment of divisions 
between such common carriers from the date of filing the complaint or 
entry of order of investigation or such other date subsequent thereto 
as the Commission finds to be just, reasonable, and equitable. (I) The 
Commission shall, whenever required by the public convenience and 
necessity, after notice and hearing, upon complaint, or upon its own | 
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initiative, establish through service and joint rates, fares, or charges 
(or the maxima or minima or the maxima and minima thereof) for 
intrastate air transportation by common carriers by aircraft, or the 
classifications, rules, regulations, or practices affecting such rates, fares, 
or charges, or the value of the services thereunder, and the terms 
and conditions under which such through service shall be operated. (J) 
No common carrier by aircraft shall charge or receive any greater com- 
pensation in the aggregate for the carriage of persons or of a like kind of 
property for a shorter distance than for a longer distance over the same 
route and in the same direction, within this state, the shorter being 
included within the longer distance, or shall charge any greater com- 
pensation as a through fare ar rate than the aggregate of the inter- 
mediate fares or rates; but this shall not be construed as authorizing 
any such carrier to charge or receive as great a compensation for a 
shorter as for a longer distance. Upon application to the Commission, 
such carrier may, in special cases, after investigation, be authorized by 
the Commission to charge less for a longer than for a shorter distance 
for the carriage of persons or property, and the Commission may, from 
time to time, prescribe the extent to which such carrier may be relieved 
from the operation and requirements of this section. (K) Common 
carriers by aircraft shall publish, post, and file with the Commission, 
in accordance with general or special regulations prescribed by the 
Commission, time tables showing the time of arrival and departure of 
regularly schedules aircraft in intrastate commerce. (L,) Whenever 
the Commission, upon its own motion, or upon complaint, after reason- 
able opportunity for hearing, shall find that any common carrier by 
aircraft does not operate a sufficient number of aircraft to reasonable 
accommodate the traffic passengers or freight transported by or offered 
for transportation to it, does not operate its aircraft with sufficient 
frequency or at reasonable or proper time, or does not- stop the same 
at proper places, or does not operate its aircraft upon a reasonable time 
schedule for the run, or does not maintain its time schedule with 
reasonable regularity, the Commission shall have power to make any 
order or orders that the Commission may determine to be reasonably 
necessary to correct such deficiency or inadequacy; provided, that no 
such order shall require such carrier to violate any provision of the 
Act of Congress entitled “The Civil Aeronautics Act of 1938”, approved 
June 28, 1938, and the acts amendatory thereof and supplementary 
thereto, or the lawful rules, regulations and orders of the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board or other administrative agency of the Federal Govern- 
ment charged with the duty of administering said act; and further 
prowided, that no order or orders of the Commission shall deprive any 
carrier by aircraft of anything of value without first having given such 
carrier by aircraft an adequate and reasonable opportunity to be heard. 

Section 19. The Commission is empowered to require annual 
reports from any air carrier covering any or all operations of business. 
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The contents of such report, and the form thereof, shall conform as 
nearly as may be to that required of air carriers and air contractors by 
the Civil Aeronautics Board or other administrative agency of the 
Federal Government under the Act of Congress entitled “The Civil 
Aeronautics Act of 1938”, approved June 23, 1938, and the acts amenda- 
tory thereof and supplementary thereto. The Commission may also 
require monthly, periodical, and special reports from any air carrier; 
may prescribe the manner and form in which such reports shall be 
made; and require from any such carrier specific answers to any 
reasonable questions pertaining to intrastate transportation by aircraft 
within this state, and the books, records, properties, or operations in 
connection therewith upon which the Commission may reasonably deem 
information to be necessary. Such annual, monthly, periodical, and 
special reports and answers to questions shall be under oath whenever 
the Commission so requires. The Commission may also require any 
common or contract carrier to file with it a true copy of each or any 
contract, agreement, understanding or arrangement, between such carrier 
and any other carrier or person, in relation to any traffic affected by the 
provisions of this act. (B) The Commission shall prescribe the forms 
of any and all accounts, records, and memoranda, to be kept by common 
carriers by aircraft, including the accounts, records, and memoranda of 
the movement of traffic, as well as of the receipts and expenditures of 
money, and the length of time that such accounts, records, and memo- 
randa shall be preserved. The forms of accounts, records, and memoranda 
prescribed by the Commission, as provided above shall conform, as nearly 
as may be to those from time to time prescribed by the Civil Aeronautics 
Board, or ther administrative agency of the Federal Government under 
the Act of Congress entitled “The Civil Aeronautics Act of 1938”, ap- 
proved June 23, 1938, and the acts amendatory thereof and supplementary 
thereto. (C) The Commission shall at all reasonable times have access 
to all lands, buildings, and equipment of any air carrier and ito all 
accounts, records, and memoranda, including all documents, papers, and 
correspondence now or hereafter existing and kept or required to be 
kept by air carriers; and it may employ special agents or auditors who 
shall have authority under the orders of the Commission to inspect and 
examine any and all such lands, buildings, equipment, accounts, records, 
and memoranda. 

Section 20. When cemplaint has been made to the Commission 
concerning any rate, fare, or charge, for any service performed by any 
air carrier, and the Commission has found, after investigation, that the 
air carrier has charged an unreasonable, excessive, or discriminatory 
act for such service, in violation of any of the provisions of this act, the 
Commission may order that the air carrier make due reparation to the 
complainer therefos, with reasonable interest from the date of collection, 
provided that no discrimination will result from such reparation. Such 
complaint shall be filed with the Commission within two years from the 
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time the cause of action accrues and not after: provided, that if a claim 

based on an overcharge has been presented to the air carrier within the 

two year period of limitation, said period shall be extended to include six 

months from the time notice in writing is given by the air carrier to 

the claimant of disallowance of the claim or any part or parts thereof, 

specified in the notice. If an air carrier does not comply with an order - 
for the payment of money within the time limit in such order, the 

complainant or any person for whose benefit such order was made, 

suit may be instituted in any court of competent jurisdiction to recover 

the same within one year from the date of the order and not after. 

Section 21. Every person, including any officer, agent or employee 
of a corporation, who violates, procures, aids, or abets in the violation 
of any provision of this act, or fails to comply with any order, decision, 
or regulation issued by the Commission, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction shall be punishable by a fine of not to exceed 
$1,000.00 or by imprisonment in the county jail for a term not to exceed 
one year, one or both, in the discretion of the judge trying said cause. 
Each day’s violation of this act or any of the terms or conditions of any 
such order, decision, or regulation, shall constitute a separate offense, | 
each punishable as aforesaid. 

Section 22. (A) The Commission shall have the right to fix 
reasonable fees to be paid to the Commission by any applicant fer certifi- 
cate or permit, or for any other purpose provided for by the terms of this 
act; provided, that such fees shall in all instances be reasonable and 
comparable to the fees charged and collected from applicants for certifi- 
cates or permits or otherwise for other modes of transportation than 
by aircraft. (B) All fees or sums collected by the Commission under the 
provisions of this act shall be deposited with the State Treasurer of 
Alabama, and shall be set aside by him in a separate fund earmarked 
for the use of the Commission in the administration and enforcement 
of this act. 

Section 23. For the extra, new and additional duties imposed upon 
the Commission and the members thereof by this Act, and for the per- 
formance of duties which are and will be hereafter required of said 
Commission and the members thereof hereunder, each member of the 
Commission, in addition to the compensation otherwise provided by law 
to be paid to him for his service as a member of the Commission, shall 
receive six hundred dollars ($600.00) annually, to be paid monthly as 
the salaries of other officers are paid, out of the monies of the State 
Treasury provided by law for payment of salaries and other expenses of 
the Commission. 

Section 24. If any section, sentence, clause, or part, singular or 
plural, of this act shall for any reason be held to be unconstitutional, such 
decision shall not affect the validity of the remaining provisions of this 
act; the Legislature hereby expressly declares that it intended to pass 
this act, and each section, sentence, clause, or part, singular or plural, 
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thereof, irrespective of the fact that one or more of the sections, 
sentences, clauses, or parts should be declared unconstitutional. 

Section 25. Nothing in this Act shall apply to, or be construed or 
held to apply to, any common carrier by aircraft which the Commission 
shall by order determine to be engaged mainly and primarily in inter- 
state commerce and whose intrastate business is incidental to its inter- 
state business, provided the Commission shall find that its operations 
are conducted pursuant to a certificate or certificates of public con- 
venience and necessity issued by the Civil Aeronautics Authority of 
the United States of America, or any other governmental agency 
successor thereto. 

Section 26. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act are hereby repealed. 

Section 27. This act shall be known, and may be cited, as the 
“Alabama Air Commerce Act”. 

Section 28. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval, or by its otherwise becoming a law.

IN SECTION 3, DELETE SUBDIVISION 1, WHICH READS: 

“Subdivision 1. There is hereby created and established a Depart- 
ment of Aeronautics which is to be known as the Alabama State Depart- 
ment of Aeronautics.” 
and substitute therefor the following; 

Subdivision 1. CREATION OF DEPARTMENT OF AERO- 
NAUTICS AND AN AERONAUTICS COMMIS- 
SION: MEMBERSHIP: EXPENSES: REMOV- 
AL. 

“There is hereby created and established a department of Aero- 
nautics which shall be known as the Alabama Department of Aero- 
nautics, and an aeronautics commission which shall be known as the 
Alabama Aeronautics Commission. The Alabama Aeronautics Commis- 
sion, together with the Director of Aeronautics and all other employees 
of the Commission, shall constitute the Alabama Department of Aero- 
nautics. 

The Commission shall consist of the Director of the Highway 
Department, the Director of Public Safety, and five other members 
who shall be appointed by the Governor and who shall continue in 
office, as designated by the Governor at the time of appointment, 
through the last day of the second, third, fourth, fifth and sixth fiscal 
years, respectively, following the passage of this Act. The successors of 
the members originally appointed shall be appointed for terms of four 
years in the same manner as the members originally appointed under 
this Act, except that any person appointed to fill a vacancy occurring 
prior to the expiration of the term for which his predecessor was 
appointed shall be appointed only for the remainder for such term. 
Fach member shall serve until the appointment of his successor. 

The five members of the Commission appointed by the Governor 
shall be citizens and bona fide residents of Alabama qualified by their 
knowledge of, and experience and interest in, aeronautics. At least two 
of the members shall be or shall have been experienced private, com- 
mercial or military pilots having had not less than two hundred hours of 
solo flying. All members shall take the oath of office prescribed for other 
State officers. Members of the Commission appointed by the Governor 
shall be paid in the amount of ten dollars ($10.00) per day for each 
day they are engaged in the performance of their duties as commissioner, 
but no member may receive more than five hundred ($500.00) dollars 
for such services in any one fiscal year. In addition, each member shall 
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be reimbursed for all necessary traveling and other expenses, incurred 

by him in the performance of his duties as commissioner. The members 

of the Commission may be removed by the Governor for inefficiency, 

neglect of duty, misuse of office, or malfeasance in office, in the manner 

provided by law for the removal of other public officers for like causes.” 

Subdivision 2. AERONAUTICS COMMISSION: ORGANIZA- 
TION, MEETINGS, REPORTS: 

“The Commission shall, within 30 days after its appointment, 
organize, adopt a seal, and make such rules and regulations for its 
administration, not inconsistent herewith, as it may deem expedient, and 
may from time to time amend such rules and regulations. At such 
organization meeting it shall elect from among its members a chairman, 
a vice-chairman, and a secretary to serve for one year, and annually 
thereafter shall elect such officers; all to serve until their successors 
are appointed and qualified. It shall at its initial meeting fix the date 
and place for its regular meetings which shall be held monthly, and no 
action shall be taken by less than a majority of the Commission. 
Special meetings may be called either by the Governor or the chairman 
of the Commission, or by any four members of the Commission, mailing 
notice thereof seven days prior to the meeting day to each commissioner 
at his last known address. All regular and special commission meetings 
shall be open to the public and seven days notice thereof shall be given 
to all persons who have signified in writing to the Commission their 
desire to receive such notices, by mailing to their registered address 
notice of such meetings. Regular or special meetings shall be held at its 
offices at Montgomery, but, whenever the convenience of the public or 
of the parties may be promoted, or delay or expense may be prevented, 
it may hold meetings, hearings or proceedings at any other place 
designated by it. The said Commission shall report in writing to the 
Governor each year, as provided by law, and said report shall contain a 
summary of its proceedings during the preceding fiscal year, a detailed 
and itemized statement of all revenues and expenditures made by or in 
behalf of the Commission, and such other information as the Commis- 
sion may deem necessary or useful, and any additional information 
which may be requested by the Governor. The fiscal year of the 
Commission shall conform to the fiscal year of the State.”
